Mr. McDow represented 
Shelby, Chilton and Coosa 
Counties in the State Senate 
from 1962-1966, serving as a

term of Governor George C. 
Wallace.

| Education at the time of his 

} death. 

A native of Randolph 
County, he served in the U.S. 
Navy for four years during 
World War II. Following his 
discharge in 1945, he went into 


Building code hearing 


» _ A public hearing to consider 
the pros and cons of adopting a 


building code for Shelby 
County was held Thursday 
night in the community 
facilities building in 
Columbiana, with 
representatives from county 
government, the building 
industry and utilities, and 


the automobile business in 
Clanton, then moved to 
Columbiana in 1949, where he 
established the McDow Motor 
Company. 

A longtime supporter of 
industrial development for 
Shelby County, he served as 
chairman of the county 
industrial development board 
and encouraged many 
industries to locate here. 
Hundreds of new employment 
Opportunities were made 
available to Shelby County 
residents, largely through his 
leadership on the county and 
Columbiana industrial 
development boards. 

He was a past president of 
the Alabama Temperance 
Alliance and held responsible 
positions in many other 
organizations. He was a deacon 
in the First Baptist Church of 
Columbiana, a Mason, a 
Shriner, a member of the VFW 
and American Legion and a 
member of the Columbiana 
Kiwanis. He also served on the 
Columbiana city council. 

Funeral services were 
conducted at the First Baptist 
Church of Columbiana on 
Friday with burial at Pine 
Lawn Cemetery. Officiating at 
the funeral were Rev. Charles 
Stroud, Dr. Raymond 
Scroggins and Dr. John 
Duncan,

administrative assistant to the 
County Commission, 
represented the county at the 
hearing. Earnest Kiker and Bob 


Sullivan represented the 
Southek Building Code 
Congress. 


Kiker, technical director of 
the Congress, told the group 
that there are three model 
codes in use across the 
country. The Southern 
Building Code is the largest 
with over 1,600 members. 
These include cities, counties, 
governmental agencies and 
private organizations in an area 
from Colorado to the eastern 
seaboard. 

Pointing out some of the 
advantages of adoption of the 
code, Kiker said insurance rates 
would be lowered, contractors 
would compete on an even 
basis because all would be 
required to follow the same 
code, and materials would be 
of higher quality because they 
would have to meet 
requirements of the code. He 
also noted that the cost of 
materials would be lower 
because suppliers could stock 
approval items in quantity. 

From the county’s 
standpoint, the code would 
pay for itself from inspection 
fees collected on each building 
under construction, he said. 
Bob Sullivan, — eductional 
director of the Southern 
Building Code Congress, told 
the group that one building 
inspector would be needed for 
each 100 houses being built. 

Sullivan pointed out that 
Alabama is the fourth largest 
member of the congress, with 
over 150 cities and towns using 
all or part of the Southern 
Building Code. In addition, 
Cullman, Jefferson and Mobile

counties have adopted the 
code, as have the State 
Building Commission, State 


Board of Health, State Board 
of Education, Planning and 
industires Board, Auburn and 
the University of Alabama. 
Sullivan also stressed that 
the Southern Building Code 


was. performance oriented 
rather than being tied to 
certain fixed specifications. 


This means that the code, for 
example, specifies that the 
floor in a single family home 
must be capable of supporting

EPA grants $254,100 


for Alabaster sewer

Alabaster will get an 
additional $254,100 from the 
Environmental Protection 
Agency for construction of the 
town’s new sewer system and 
waste treatment plant. 

Mayor Harold Davenport 
made the announcement at 
regular meeting of the town 
council. 

In other action, the council 
granted a wage increase to 
town employees and the police 
force, heard the latest news on 
the town’s two new parks, and 
talked about the traffic 
problems on Highway 31. 

The council also had some 
visitors at the Monday night 
meeting...over twenty 
Thompson High School 
Students, members of the 
economics and democracy 
classes of Mrs. Gwen Campbell 
and Mrs. Ann McCulley, 
attended the session to get a 
first hand look at Alabaster’s 
governing body. 

Mayor Davenport told the 
council that, though the new 
grant from the Enviornmental 
Protection Agency has not 
solved all the financial 
problems of Alabaster’s sewer 
system, it has brought the 
town’s share of the cost within 
reason. According to 
Congressman Walter Flowers, 
“This $254,100 grant from the 
Environmental Protection

Agency is an increase in a 
previous grant which brings to 
$726,000 the amount of 
federal funds provided to 
Alabaster for this vital 
project.” 

The estimated cost of the 
project, including the sewer 
system and the waste 
treatment plant, is now over 
$2,000,000, Davenport said. 
The EPA grant of $726,000, 
plus several smaller grants from 
other agencies, will be applied 
to the cost, and the city will 


issue bonds to cover the 
remainder, 
According to Mayor 


Davenport, Phillip Bentley, 
engineer with Harry Hendon 
and Company, should have the 
necessary plans ready to 
submit for state approval in 
five weeks. Approval by state 
authorities is expected to take 
about 30 days, and, after that, 
the necessary bonds will be 
issued and the council will seek 
bids on the project. The exact 
amount of the bond issue is 
not known at this time. 

The council also granted a 
two and one half percent pay 
increase to all hourly and 
salaried employees. The wage 
hike was made effective July 
first. 

The Alabaster police, now 
working on a new schedule, 
received an annual pay increase 
of $1,171.70 each. Each 
officer on the six man force is 
now working 56 hours per 
week in two man shifts. This 
means there will be two 
officers on duty at all times, 
day and night. 

Progress is being made 
toward completion of 
Alabaster’s two new parks. 
Financed by the town and 
matching funds from the 
Department of Housing and 
Urban Development, the 
estimated cost of the two parks 
is almost $100,000, and plans 
outlining the facilities at each 


site have been tentatively set. 


The four acre site, located 
in east Alabaster on Simmsville 
Road, will include a basketball 
court, cookout facilities, 
covered shelter and play area. 
The 14.6 acre tract, located 
behind the Thompson High 


School baseball field, will 
contain two lighted tennis 
courts, two lighted little league 
baseball fields and a play area 
for small children. Restroom 
facilities will be provided at 
both sites. 

In other action, the council 
tentatively accepted a low bid 
of $14,486, contingent on 
further negotiation, for 
construction of a steel 
building. The building, to 
measure 45 by 75 by 16 feet, 
will be used for maintenance 
work, and to house the town’s 
heavy machinery. 

Councilman James Gould 
pointed out two dangerous 
areas on highway 31 to the 
council, suggesting that some 
action should be taken to 
relieve the congestion at the 
intersection of the Industrial 
Park Road and increase the 
safety of the railroad crossing. 

Mayor Davenport noted the 
council would need to request 
that the state take a survey of 
the traffic flow at the 
intersection before a light 
could be installed, and the 
council decided to ask the 
railroad about installation of 
barriers or blinking warning 
light. It was noted that, if all 
else failed, a speed limit could 
be imposed on trains passing 
through Alabaster. This would 
make the area somewhat less 
dangerous for motorists, and 
police Lt. Sonny Davenport 
confirmed that it would be 
possible to clock a speeding 
train with radar. 

What did the young visitors 
learn from their experience 
with the Alabaster town 
council? Jeanette Cox, 
speaking of the steel 
maintenance building, told the 
Reporter she hadn't realized 
construction costs were so 
high, and Debbie Bennett said 
she was surprised that the 
council men didn’t disagree 
more. In these days of 
Watergate and constant 
political fighting on the 
national level, the fact that the 
day to day business of local 
government is handled 
smoothly and, for the most 
part, agreeably came as a 
pleasant surprise to the 
students. 


Tornado relief 


continues 


It has been over a month 
since the tornado churned its 
way through Wilton, Calera, 
Columbiana and Wilsonville. 
For most people, nothing is 
left of that Sunday night 
except bad memories and, 
perhaps, a few broken branches 
in the shade tree. 

For many Shelby County 
families, however, the 
tornado’s destruction is more 
than a memory. For the 
families who lost their homes, 
furniture and clothing, the 
tornado brought changes in 
their lives that won’t be 
forgotten in weeks or months. 

To get the latest report on 
the progress of disaster relief 
for victims of the storm, the 
Reporter talked with Mrs. Dot 
Scruggs, chairman of the 
Wilsonville disaster fund drive 
and a member of the 
Wilsonville town coucil. 

According to Mrs. Scruggs, 
the committee has distributed 
untold amounts of donated 
clothing and furniture, and at 
last count had collected about 
$6,000 in cash. Much of the 
money was raised at a road 
block set up in Wilsonville on 
the Saturday and Sunday after 
the tornado hit, and the 
remainder has been donated by 
clubs, churches and individuals. 

The biggest problems 
remaining in the Wilsonville 
area, says Mrs. Scruggs, is the 
clean-up operation and

housing. Much debris is still to 
be removed, and many families 
still have not found permanent 
housing. 

According to a spokesman 
for the Department of Housing 
and Urban Development, 112 
families in Shelby County 
applied for assistance in finding 
housing, with 28 of those later 
withdrawing their applications 
because they were able to 
make other arrangements. Of 
those remaining, HUD found 
that 76 families were eligible 
for government assistance. 

Thirty-two families have 
been rehoused, 18 in rentals 
and 14 in mobile homes. One 
family is occupying two mobile 
units. Most of the remaining 
families will be housed in 
mobile homes owned by HUD. 

These mobile homes, 
according to the HUD 
spokesman, cost from $7,000 - 
$9,000 when they were 
purchased a short time ago for 
use by flood victims of tropical 
storm Agnes, and they are 
complete with all furniture and 
major appliances. 

According to Mrs. Scruggs, 
several families in the 
Wilsonville area have had 
problems qualifying for HUD 
mobile homes because the 
necessary hook-up facilities 
must be ready before the 
homes can be delivered, Four 
families in Wilsonville were

Continued from page | 
a certain load, but the size of 
the lumber andthe 
construction methods to be 


used are not set by rigid 
standards. 

If new materials or methods 
of assembly are develped, 
allowing less _— expensive 


construction with no loss of 
safety or quality, the Southern 


Building Code does not rule 
out their use. This, said 
Sullivan, is especially 


important in light of the fact 
that 17,000 new materials and 
methods of assembly have been 
developed in the last few years, 
and these material and 
methods must be utilized to 
keep the cost of housing down 
as much as possible. 

At this point, Judge Fowler 
called for discussion or 
questions from the floor, and 
several contractors told the 
group of problems they had 
encountered with _ building 
code inspectors in other areas. 
One builder said he had been 
refused approval on a $30,000 
home because of a crooked 
light switch plate, and others 
related similar instances. 

Sullivan and Kiker then told 
the group that this was not the 
fault of the code, but of bad 
administration. Judge Fowler 
assured the builders _ that, 
judging from past experience, a 
qualified professional would be 
hired by the commission if a 
code was adopted, and the 
administration of the code 
would be as fair as possible to 
all concerned. 

Sullivan said that the code 
provides for a board of 
adjustments and appeals, 
composed of five men who 
have knowledge of the building 
industry, which would settle 
disputes between the inspector 
and builder. 

Mr. and Mrs. Ron Sott, who 
moved to Alabaster from 
Jefferson County three months 
ago, attended the hearing and 
spoke in favor of adoption of a 
building code for Shelby. Sott 
told the group that they have 
had so much trouble with their 


new home that they are 
moving back to Jefferson 
County. The Veterans 
Administration — inspector 


refused to approve the house.

Mr. and Mrs. Sott stated that 
they are paying for their house 
on a 30 year mortgage, and at 
the present rate, the house 
would not be standing in 30 
years. Sott showed pictures of 
buckling foundation walls, and 
told of sagging floors, bad 
plumbing, no wind braces in 
the attic, though they are 
shown on the plans, and a wall 
that was installed with no 
footing. 

Sott noted that many people 
in Jefferson County are moving 
south, and housing in the area 
is in great demand, but once 
the word gets out that the 
home buyer is being taken, 
many will think twice before 
moving to Shelby County. 
After hearing the Sotts” story, 
several builders said privately 
that, had they been responsible 
for such poor construction, 
they would buy the house back 
just to avoid bad publicity. 

Other builders _ noted, 
however, that the house was 
inspected by the VA, and that 
the mere fact that a code was 
adopted did not mean that all 
houses would be constructed 
properly. One builder told the

group of an instance when he 
had received approval to pour 
the foundation for a home by 
telephone. 

A local architect, admitting 
that the code was not perfect 
because it must _ be 
administered by people, spoke 
in favor of its adoption as a 
step in the right direction, 
noting that as more large 
buildings are constructed in 
Shelby County, the code 
would insure that these 
buildings are safe. Kiker, 
looking about the room where 
the hearing was held, noted 
that there were no exit signs 
above the doors, a feature that 
the Southern Building Code 
would require. 

The contractors, suppliers 
and builders attending the 
meeting did not seem opposed 
to the idea of a building code 
in Shelby County, although no 
one seems to like the idea of 
having more government 
regulations to follow. The main 
concern of those who spoke 
for the building industry was 
fair and equitable 
administration of whatever 
code is adopted.

denied assistance from HUD 
until the disaster committee 
was able to get two septic 
tanks and installation donated. 


According to the HUD 
spokesman, officials are aware 
of this problem, but there are 
no federal funds available for 
this purpose. In one case in 
Talladega County, the HUD 
co-ordinator solicited $200 
from a Sunday School 
organization to help a similar 
family, and when it was 
learned that the work would 
cost an additional $150, the 
money was donated by the 
HUD staff in Birmingham from 
their own pockets. 


Mrs. Scruggs stated that the 
$6,000 disaster fund collected 
in Wilsonville is being held 
until the various governmental 
agencies have done all they can 
to help. Mrs. Nell Fulton, of 
the Department of Pensions 
and Securities, helped the 
committee prepare a special 
form to be filled out by those 
seeking aid. After a special 
screening committee considers 
each application, the $6,000 
will be distributed to those 
who need it most, but were 
unable to qualify for assistance 
from other sources.

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It won’t be long now

Oil your shotguns, quail 
hunters, it won't be long now, 
According to James R. Roe of 
the Soil Conservation Service, 
nesting season for quail runs 
from May through August, and 
the peak of nesting is usually in 
May or early June. The 
incubation period is 23 days, 
and quail are grown at 14 to 16 
weeks of age. Coveys break up 
in April when the members 
pair off again for breeding. 

Although the bobwhite 
quail is common throughout 
Shelby County, if you want to 
have a good excuse to waste 
several boxes of shells per field, 
you need to plan ahead. The 
abundance of quail is 
determined primarily by land 
management. 

Good cover for quail may 
consist of small briarpatches, 
thickets, weeks, grasses, brush, 
thin broomsedge, idle crop 
fields, ditch banks, fencerows, 
and ditchbanks. One acre of 


cover to about 12 acres usually 


supports high quail 
populations. 

Cover should provide 
nesting areas, loafing areas, 
roosting areas, and 
concealment from natural 
enemies. Cover should be 
located near a year round 
supply of quail foods, 
especially choice winter foods. 
Drinking water is usually not 
essential. The bobwhite drinks 
when water is available. 
Apparently dew, succulent 
vegetation, insects, and other 
moist foods provide the 
necessary moisture.

Conservation Service who will 
give more information on land 
management for the bobwhite. 
The Soil Conservation Service 
can also help plan for more 
fish, doves, deer, wild turkey, 


ducks, and other valuable 
wildlife. 

Bulletins on the above 
information are available at the 
local Soil Conservation Service 
office, located in Shelby 
County Courthouse annex.

Smith stresses that all 
counceling will be done in 
complete confidence, the aim 
of the program being to help 
with problems before they 
reach the criminal justice 
system. At the first meeting of 
the advisory board, Sheriff C.P. 
Walker noted that, if a young 
person is arrested, society has 
already failed, and a youngster 
with a police record is likely to 
get into trouble again. 

_Vandalism, says Smith, 
indicates that a young person is 
frustrated or bored, and the 
Youth Aid Bureau will try to 
find the cause of the 
frustration and guide and 
destructive energy toward 
more constructive activities. 

Shoplifting is another 
serious problem among some 
young epople today. It is 
estimated that three percent of 
the cost of an item in a large 
department store is added by 
the businessman to cover his 
losses from shoplifting. Most of 
the time, young people steal 
items their parents could well 
afford to buy, says Smith, 
taking it because they want it, 
not because they need it. 

This happens because many 
young people have the idea 
that stealing from a large 
corporation is not the same 
thing as stealing from an 
individual. The Youth Aid 
Bureau can help by explaining 
the error in this thinking and 
the effect of a police record on 
a youngster’s future. 

Although each young 
person will be treated as an 
individual, the overall aim of 
the Youth Aid Bureau is to 
prevent law violations which 
would involve the youngster 
with the criminal justice 
system, and to work with the 
young person, the family and 
other. agencies in the county.to 
help solve the underlying 
problems.

a certain load, but the size of 
the lumber and the 
construction methods to be 


used are not set by rigid 
standards. 

If new materials or methods 
of assembly are develped, 
allowing less expensive 


construction with no loss of 
safety or quality, the Southern 


Building Code does not rule 
out their use. This, said 
Sullivan, is especially 


important in light of the fact 
that 17,000 new materials and 
methods of assembly have been 
developed in the last few years, 
and these material and 
methods must be utilized to 
keep the cost of housing down 
as much as possible. 

At this point, Judge Fowler 
called for discussion or 
questions from the floor, and 
several contractors told the 
group of problems they had 
encountered with building 
code inspectors in other areas. 
One builder said he had been 
refused approval on a $30,000 
home because of a crooked 
light switch plate, and others 
related similar instances. 

Sullivan and Kiker then told 
the group that this was not the 
fault of the code, but of bad 
administration. Judge Fowler 
assured the builders _ that, 
judging from past experience, a 
qualified professional would be 
hired by the commission if a 
code was adopted, and the 
administration of the code 
would be as fair as possible to 
all concerned, 

Sullivan said that the code 
provides for a board of 
adjustments and appeals, 
composed of five men who 
have knowledge of the building 
industry, which would settle 
disputes between the inspector 
and builder. 

Mr. and Mrs. Ron Sott, who 
moved to Alabaster from 
Jefferson County three months 
ago, attended the hearing and 
spoke in favor of adoption of a 
building code for Shelby. Sott 
told the group that they have 
had so much trouble with their 


new home that they are 
moving back to Jefferson 
County. The Veterans

Mr. and Mrs. Sott stated that 
they are paying for their house 
on a 30 year mortgage, and at 
the present rate, the house 
would not be standing in 30 
years. Sott showed pictures of 
buckling foundation walls, and 
told of sagging floors, bad 
plumbing, no wind braces in 
the attic, though they are 
shown on the plans, and a wall 
that was installed with no 
footing.

Oil your shotguns, quail 
hunters, it won't be long now. 
According to James R. Roe of 
the Soil Conservation Service, 
nesting season for quail runs 
from May through August, and 
the peak of nesting is usually in 
May or early June. The 
incubation period is 23 days, 
and quail are grown at 14 to 16 
weeks of age. Coveys break up 
in April when the members 
pair off again for breeding. 

Although the bobwhite 
quail is common throughout 
Shelby County, if you want to 
have a good excuse to waste 
several boxes of shells per field, 
you need to plan ahead. The 
abundance of quail is 
determined primarily by land 
management. 

Good cover for quail may 
consist of small briarpatches, 
thickets, weeks, grasses, brush, 
thin broomsedge, idle crop 
fields, ditch banks, fencerows, 
and ditchbanks. One acre of 


,cover to about 12 acres usually 


supports high quail 
populations, 

Cover should provide 
nesting areas, loafing areas, 
roosting areas, and 
concealment from natural 
enemies. Cover should be 
located near a year round 
supply of quail foods, 
especially choice winter foods, 
Drinking water is usually not 
essential. The bobwhite drinks 
when water is available. 
Apparently dew, succulent 
vegetation, insects, and other 
moist foods provide the 
necessary moisture.

ugainst themselves, rather than 
society. When young people 
abuse drugs and drop out, they 
hurt, for the most part, 
themselves, This tells social 
workers something about the 
problem, and suggests ways of 
finding a solution, 

Using drugs and running 
away from home, says Smith, 
are not the cause of any young 
person’s problem, but merely a 
symptom of another, less 
obvious, problem; these actions 
can surely ruin a young 
person’s future, but they are, 
really, just the tip of the 
iceberg. There is usually some 
other problem the youngster is 
trying to run away from, to 
escape. 

What should parents do if 
they think their son or 
daughter may be using drugs, 
and how can the Youth Aid 
Bureau help? According to 
Smith, parents should react in 
two ways ... they should be 
concerned, and they should 
take action. The problem will 
not solve itself, and if ignored, 
will probably get worse. A 
family or other social problem 
is usually indicated, and the

Youth Aid Bureau can help by 
opening lines of 
communication within the 
family, and by showing the

Smith stresses that all 
counceling will be done in 
complete confidence, the aim 
of the program being to help 
with problems before they 
reach the criminal justice 
system. At the first meeting of 
the advisory board, Sheriff C.P. 
Walker noted that, if a young 
person is arrested, society has 
already failed, and a youngster 
with a police record is likely to 
get into trouble again. 

_Vandalism, says Smith, 
indicates that a young person is 
frustrated or bored, and the 
Youth Aid Bureau will try to 
find the cause of the 
frustration and guide and 
destructive energy toward 
more constructive activities. 

Shoplifting is another 
serious problem among some 
young epople today. It is 
estimated that three percent of 
the cost of an item in a large 
department store is added by 
the businessman to cover his 
losses from shoplifting. Most of 


the time, young people steal. 


items their parents could well 
afford to buy, says Smith, 
taking it because they want it, 
not because they need it. 

This happens because many 
young people have the idea 
that stealing from a large 
corporation is not the same 
thing as stealing from an 
individual. The Youth Aid 
Bureau can help by explaining 
the error in this thinking and 
the effect of a police record on 
a youngster’s future. 

Although each young 
person will be treated as an 
individual, the overall aim of 
the Youth Aid Bureau is to 
prevent law violations which 
would involve the youngster 
with the criminal justice 
system, and to work with the 
young person, the family and 
other. agencies in the county.to 
help solve the underlying 
problems.

Helena court hears 
20 cases monthly 


The town of Helena holds city court on the last 
Friday night of each month. According to Chief Lowell 
Jackson of the Helena police, and Mrs. Parrish, town clerk, 
Jack Johnsey serves as city court Judge and hears about 20 
cases each month. 

About 12 of those charged pay their fine before court 
day, six pay the fine at court, and two fail to appear. Mrs. 
Parrish told the Reporter that the town of Helena collects 
about $800 per month in fines, and that there have been no 
cases appealed to a higher court in the last three years,

Fowler outlines 
commission duties 


By Conrad M. Fowler 

The responsibilities of the County Commission have 
grown considerably over the past twelve years. Commission 
meetings in the early 60’s were held twice each month. The 
business of the Commission was often completed before the 
noon hour. The County budget was less than one million 
dollars per year and the extensive county road program was 
the principle responsibility of the Commission. The 
Commission was also concerned with public health 
problems, industrial growth, the surplus food program, civil 
defense and other local problems. 

Times have changed. The Commission seldom 
completes a meeting until late in the afternoon. Many 
problems now require the attention and judgment of the 
Commission. Highway matters are still a major concern of 
the Commission, but other programs of importance have 
emerged. Citizens residing in unincorporated areas expect 
the county to provide municipal type services. Operation of 
sanitary landfills, promotion of solid waste collection, 
subdivision regulations with enforcement, possibilities of 
zoning programs, the development of a sewer system for 
areas of the county to be densely populated, installation of 
a data storage and retrieval system, construction of a new 
county jail, and possible development of a building code 
program are important considerations and responsibilities 
now before the Commission. 

A major new area of concern now emerging has to do 
with the coordination of population growth with the 
increased demand for the delivery of local services. County 
officials from other areas have described for us unusual 
problems that occur when population grows at a rapid rate 
within a county. We have been put on notice that there is 
important need for close coordination between the County 
Planning Board, the County Board of Education and the 
County Commission during periods of rapid growth. Ways 
of financing services required by new growth will be a 
major concern for the County Commission. Next week let’s 
look at some of the considerations sure to be involved in 
the financial problems that accompany growth.

Pelham collects 
$2,578 in June 


Alabama’s municipal and inferior courts will be 
scrutinized by the Jegislature this summer as proposals to 
form a “unified” court system throughout the state are 
studied in the state capitol, 

The intention of the proposed unified court system is 
to establish a uniform system of hearing cases, setting fines 
and keeping records throughout the state, It is charged that 
wide variations now exist from one section of the state to 
the other in the amount of time it takes for a case to come 
to trial, and in the methods of dispensing justice. 


The Shelby County Reporter is examining the courts | 
within the county in a series of articles so that its readers 
can more clearly understand the issues that will be 
discussed in the legislature this summer, 


There are eleven lower courts in Shelby County, each 

with a different judge, and each with its own court date. 

’ Each of the ten municipalities in Shelby County has its own 
court - usually called Recorder’s court - and the county 
court is called the Inferior Court. 

The majority of cases heard in these courts involves 
traffic offenses. However, various misdemeanor charges are 
also on the dockets each month. Any person who is 
dissatisfied with the verdict reached in the municipal or 
inferior courts may appeal to circuit court, but in Shelby 
County the percentage of appeal cases is low. 


Part II in a series 


Court is held in the town of Pelham on the first 
Tuesday of each month, and W. E. Swatek, of the law firm 
Swatek and Bell, serves as city court Judge. According to 
the town clerk, Mrs. Willie Mae Dennis, the city court heard 
66 cases in June, including 19 accidents and one grand 
larceny, and collected fines totaling $2,578. 

This is about the average number of cases heard eacl 
month, and of these, 50 cases involve traffic violations. Mrs. 
Dennis told the Reporter that over half the people charge¢ 
with violations pay their fines before the case comes to 
court, and an average of only one case every three months 
is appealed to a higher court.

Ray Floyd Hinds: Taking it easy ... his own way

Talking to Ray Floyd Hinds 
is like talking to three or four 
different people at one time. i 
a person can’t shift’ mental 
gears quickly it can be 
confusing, and if the person 
doesn't know something about 
construction and rose gardens 
it can be puzzling, but it’s 
always interesting and 
educational, 

The son of one of the first 
mayors of Helena, Hinds was 
postmaster of the town for 19 
years, and at one time or 
another, for either fun or 
profit, he has been just about 
everything except a doctor, 
lawyer or Indian Chief. 

Hinds graduated from 
Thompson High School in 
1940 and attended trade 
school where he studied 
welding. He worked for TCI 
fox a while as a welder, spent 
27 months overseas with an 
armed forces construction unit, 
and then returned to TCI for a 
few months. 

When he left TCI, he 
apprenticed as a carpenter and 
followed that line of work 
until 1953, when he received a 
presidential commission as 
postmaster of Helena. He 
served in this position until his 
retirement in 1972, and for the 
last year he has been working 
with a painting and decorating 
contractor, doing, in Hinds’ 
words, “‘A little bit of 
everything.” 

Why did Hinds leave his 
position as Postmaster after 19 
years? Though the Post Office 
Department always ran a “tight 
ship”, the recent changes in the 
postal system have added more 
and more red tape to an 
already complicated job, 
according to Hinds, and he left 
to do what he erjoys and find 
peace of mind. 

Hinds is proud of his record 
of service, his commission 
signed by president 
Eisenhower, and also of a letter 
from I. C. Patisson, SJr., 
Regional Director of the Post 
Office Department. The letter 
congratulates Hinds for 
achieving an outstanding rating 
on three annual inspections in 
a row. Many postmasters never 
get the first one, much less 
three in a row, and in addition, 
from 1957 to 1971, there was 
not a single error in the 
quarterly report of the Helena 
Office. 


There were many changes at 
the Helena Post Office during 
Hinds’ 19 years of service, 
When he took over in 1953, 
there were 83 boxes rented and 
the postmaster, in addition to 
his other duries, cut the grass 
and served as janitor. The 
postmaster’s salary, based on 
the revenue of the office, was 
less than $4,000 per year, and 
postal patron, or “junk” mail, 
made up only 20 percent of 
the total volume. 

When he left in 1972, there 
were 300 boxes rented in 
Helena, 80 percent of the total 
volume was “junk” mail, and 
the postmaster’s salary was 
nearing $14,000, 

Some of the changes in 
recent years have been good, 
according to Hinds, At one 
time, the Helena office 
received mail from three trains 
and three trucks, but there is 
better service now from one 
truck on the star route. Also, 
spot checks are made 
throughout the postal system 
to make sure mail is delivered 
promptly. 

The increased red tape, 
however, has made the job of 
the postmaster more difficult. 
Now, says Hinds, the Postal 
Service requires statistics and 
reports on just about 
everything except how many 
jay birds fly over the flag pole. 
Hinds remembers one 
questionaire which asked if the 
baseboards in the lobby of the 
post office were clean. 

Hinds has many fond 
memories of his years as 
Helena’s postmaster. He once 
spent hours picking up mail 
scattered along the railroad 
tracks after a train accident, 
and there were times when 
letters were “lost”, only to be 
found later sticking to the top 
of a post office box or between 
the pages of a magazine. 

There were a few instances 
when persons asked him to do 
something illegal, such as 
change the date on a postmark. 
According to Hinds, most 
people realize that postal 
employees must be honest, but 
they don’t realize how honest. 
If a postmaster finds a dime in 
the lobby of the office, says 
Hinds, he is required to deposit 
the dime with other post office 
funds and enter the amount in 
the books as “non postal 


revenue.” . 
A lot of people in Helena 
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were quite surprised when 
Hinds left the post office. He 
made up his mind one 
morning, turned in his 
resignation, and called for a 
replacement the same day. In 
case anyone thinks the 
postmaster has an easy job, 
Hinds said the new man 
arrived, talked with Hinds 
about his duties, and left 
within an hour, telling the 
higher-ups to find someone 
else. Helena is fortunate now, 
says Hinds, to have Mrs. Lois 
McGlawn, a former clerk in the 
Helena office, as postmaster. 

Hinds now works for a 
painting and decorating 
contractor, George Evans, and 
does just about everything. The 
firm does tile, painting and 
carpet work, cuts trees and 
hangs wallpaper, and other jobs 
for insurance companies and 
contractors. Hinds likes this 
kind of work because doesn’t 
have to, in his words, “Look at 
the same four walls all day.” 

Being a welder, carpenter, 
Postmaster, and 
painter-decorator would be 
enough for most people, but 
not for Ray Floyd Hinds...he 
has more hobbies than he has 
had occupations. And when he 
goes in for a hobby, he does it 
in a big way. 

“I’ve got more junk than 
Samford and Son,” jokes 
Hinds, indicating the treasures 
stacked around his backyard. 
He likes to work on machines 
and with wood, and there are 
tools, parts and pieces galore. 
There is also a pile of black 
walnut scraps 30 feet high. 

At one time, Hinds was 
interested in raising chickens, 
and had over twenty rare 
breeds. He now has a multitude 
of dogs, including a big white 
German Shepard who can carry 
concrete blocks in her mouth, 
and a collection of old coins, 
bottles and pictures, and... the 
list in endless. 

For Ray Floyd Hinds, 
taking it easy doesn’t mean 
what it means to most people... 
since his “retirement” from the 
Postal Service, he seems to be 
picking up speed rather than 
slowing down. To Hinds, 
taking it easy means working 
just as hard as ever, but doing 
the things he enjoys. If he ever 
becomes interested in nuclear 
physics, watch out, 
Helena...he’ll build his own 
reactor out in the backyard.

Being felt locally-- 


Price squeeze 


By Rick Moore 

The people of Shelby 
County are definitely 
influenced by the country’s 
current agricultural and food 
price crisis. Every day reports 
ure heard about how this 
problem affects us on a 
national scale. This article is an 
attempt to discuss this problem 
on the local level. 


County Extension Chairman 
W. M. Clark predicts a shortage 
of both proteins and cereals in 
the forseeable future and is 
fearful that by next fall these 
commodities may have to be 
rationed, 


Food prices will continue to 
rise not because the farmer is 
making more money, but 
because the food producer’s 
Overhead on his cost of 
production has gone up. For 
instance, Clark says that right 
now it costs a chicken farmer 
four cents more to produce a 
dozen eggs than he gets for 
them on the market. 


A big factor in the increased 
cost of food production is the 
high cost of cereal grains used 
for feeding poultry and 


_ livestock. Clark says that this 


jump came in January after the 


, cereal grains had already been 


sold. For example, soybeans 
that were bought for $3.56 a 
bushel last October are now 
being sold back to the 
producers for $9.40 to $10 a 
bushel. A ton of blackstrap 
molasses cost $26.50 a year

ago. It now costs the farmer 
$59.85, 

Some of these commodities 
are not only high in price but 
are impossible to get, Clark 
says. Cottonseed meal is very 
hard to buy and oleomargarine 
factories have closed down 
because of the high price and 
scarcity of corn oil. 

What is the outlook for the 
future? Clark says that some 
producers are complaining that 
they are as financially pushed 
now as they were during the 
depression. 

We talked to some local 
farmers to see how the present 
economic crisis has affected 
their operations. 

Egg farmer Leroy Bentley 
of Rt. 1 Columbiana says his 
situation isn't bad. He raises 
hatching eggs on contract. A 
company supplies him with 
eggs and feed and he provides 
the chicken houses and labor 
for the egg producer. Mr. 
Bentley is still making a good 
profit, but his cost of 
operation has gone up some he 
says. 

County Agent Clark says 
that beef farmers are getting a 
fair price for beef but it is 
costing them more to produce. 
The President of the Shelby 
County Cattlemen’s 
association, Wayne ARcher, 
says that feeder calves are on 
the way down in the price that 
the farmer gets for them 
because of the high cost of 
grain it takes to fatten them. 


Beef producers must give a 
lower price for these calves in 
order to still make a profit on 
the beef they sell. Archer says 
he anticipates that many local 
beef farmers will try to sell 
their cattle as soon as possible 
before the price goes any 
lower, He also does not expect 
many to put any more cattle in 
production until beef prices are 
stabilized, 

Dairy farmer Royce Morris 
of Columbiana told the 
Reporter he showed a monthly 
increase of $3,000 in the cost 
of production between 
November and January. and it 
is still going up. Supplement 
feed prices are soaring. The 
recent milk price increase to 
dairymen offer no relief 
because of the President's price 
freeze, 

Clark explained that 
dairymen were suffering more 
than anyone else because the 
milk price does not meet 
production cost. 

Mrs, Tera Mae Baker of 
Harpersville is in the pork and 
egg business describes her 
situation as ‘‘tough” and 
“frustrating”. She says that 
there is no margin of profit in 
either eggs or pork, Mrs, Baker 
tells us that she is holding out 
like others in the pork and egg 
business hoping for things to 
get better.

Three to be added 
to sheriff’s staff 


A legislative act is being 
prepared to add three new 
persons to the staff of the 
Shelby County sheriff's 
department. 

Positions for one additional 
matron and two additional 
patrolmen will be added if a 
local bill being advertised this 
week passes both houses. 
Patrolmen in general have the 
same duties as deputies. 

Positions in the sheriff's 
department are paid on the 
same scale as those in the State 
Department of Public Safety 
(State Highway Patrol). 
Deputies, patrolmen and jailers 


are paid at the same rate as 
troopers. 

Matrons are on the scale of 
clerk stenographer III. 

A beginning trooper with no 
experience receives $275.50 
every two weeks. After 6% 
years of service, a trooper 
reaches the top salary of 
$358.50. 


A clerk- stenographer III 
may reach a top salary of 
$316.50, paid bi-weekly. 


Salaries in the county 
sheriff's department are paid 
from the Shelby County 
General Fund.

Creeks tested 


for pollution 


Three creeks in Shelby 
County are the object of a 
testing program for water 
pollution by the Calera Unit 
of the National Guard. 

Sgt. 1/Cl. Lawrence Barnett 
is the team leader in gathering 
water samples from the Little 
Beeswax, the Beeswax and 
Yellowleaf Creeks. All three 
creeks empty into the Coosa 
River in the general vicinity of 
Wilsonville. The local testing 
is part of a nationwide water 
testing program conducted by 
the National Guard. 

Members of Barnett’s team 
are Sgt. Claude Harris and 
Specialist Mike Yessick of the 
Calera Guard. 

The procedure is to gather 
water samples from each 
stream during the first week 
of each month for a one year 
period.

SEGCO preserves Civil War site 


On the grounds of the Southern Electric Generating 
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Shelby man drowns 


in Lay Lake tragedy 


The body of John F. 
Skinner of Shelby was 
discovered by rescue workers 
late Thursday night, climaxing 
a day long search of Lay Lake 
and a heavily wooded area in 
Coosa County by the sheriff's 
department, rescue squads and 


many volunteers. Skinner 
apparently drowned late 
Wednesday night. 

The sheriff's department 
was asked to help locate 
Skinner early Thursday 
morning, and Chief 
Investigator Joe Roden, 


assisted by deputy Cecil 


Nummy, conducted the 
investigation. 
When the search began, 


authorities knew that Skinner, 
an experienced fisherman who 
had spent a great deal of time 
on Lay Lake, had been involved 
in a boating accident the night 
before. At around 8:30 p.m. 
Wednesday, he was riding in his 
boat and hit an underwater 
obstruction, resulting in injury 
to his side, possibly broken 
ribs, and damage to his 
outboard motor. 

At 11 p.m. he landed at the 
Okomo fishing camp, where a 
shear pin was replaced in the 
outboard motor. While at the 
camp, he fell overboard and 
had to be helped back into his 
boat, and he was reportedly 
holding his side in pain at that 
time. He then left the camp in 
his boat. 

Skinner’s boat was found 
Thursday morning by the 
Water Patrol in a rocky cove on 
the Coosa County side of the 
lake. The cove where the boat 
was found is located directly 
acress from Spring Creek 
fishing camp, and the craft was 
tied to a tree on the shore. 

Since the boat had been 
found tied to shore, it was 


thought for a time that Skinner 
had landed and gone for help. 
The gas tanks of the boat were 
empty, and one was found 
upside down with the cap 
removed. 

Sheriff's deputies and many 
volunteers searched the rugged 
terrain close to where the boat 
was discovered, and sirens were 
sounded in the hope that the 
noise would guide an injured 
John Skinner to safety. 

A trolling motor had been 
broken from the back of 
Skinner’s boat, as if something 
heavy had fallen against it, and, 
as no trace of Skinner had been 
found by afternoon, rescue 
squads were called in to help 
search the rocky cove. 

Dragging operations were 
attempted, but the rocky 
bottom and many submerged 
logs made this impossible, and 


by 3 p.m. Roden asked that 
scuba divers from the 
Harpersville rescue squad be 
brought in. 

The divers, Claude Stuteville 
and Harold Werther, set an 
anchor in the center of the 
cove and searched back and 
forth along the attached rope 
as the loose end was carried 
around the edge of the cove by 
a boat. Using this system, every 
inch of the bottom was 
checked. There were so many: 
underwater logs that the divers 
were caught several times and 
had to be helped free. 

As the sun set, it was 
decided to suspend major 
search operations until 
morning, but some volunteers 
stayed on at the scene. The 
victim’s body came to the 
surface 50 feet from shore and

Company near Wilsonville is a bunker built during the Civil 
War. 

Office Supervisor Ira Woods showed the bunker to 
Shelby County Reporter Jerry Hamilton when he recently 
took photographs at SEGCO of the pollution control 
equipment being installed.

The Confederate Army is said to have used the 
bunker for a gun emplacement to guard the nearby railroad 
trestle. Trains on this line carried saltpeter for use in 
manufacturing gun powder, from Selma to Rome, Georgia. 
The gun emplacement was considered necessary to protect 
this vital link in the Confederate war effort. 

Because the site is located on a fenced area, it is not 
open to the public, but those with a serious interest in the 
history of the Confederacy may contact G. C. Hardison, 
SEGCO’s Wilsonville plant manager, for information on the 
possibility of arranging a visit.

New county growth 
should pay own way 


By Conrad M. Fowler 

Sizable new population growth generates new public 
issues, Financing public services for newcomers will be at: 
the forefront of these public issues. 

The Shelby County Board of Education is already 
concerned wiih the need to construct and equip 
classrooms for children of new families. In a recent two 
conference session on “Growth” sponsored by the Shelby 
County Commission and the National Association of 
Counties, county officials from high growth counties 
stated that the cost of schools will outweigh the cost of 
other public services ten fold, Where will the money come 
from to provide for the newcomers? Will the new 
residents pay sufficient taxes to the county to finance the 
services they will require? 

Visiting county officials at the Growth Conference 
said ‘‘No”. There is no way for new residential property 
owners to pay sufficient taxes to provide for the schools, 
health services, waste collection and other public 
requirements that they will generate, County, municipal, 
and school officials, impacted by the new growth that is 
ahead in Shelby County, are going to become more and 
more involved with this question, “Where is the money 
coming from?” 

If tax rates are increased, persons already in the 
county will be bearing a part of the cost, or will be 
subsidizing the cost of services for the new residents. This 
is not a happy solution. Another solution is to broaden 
the tax base. Bring in new industry or expand existing 
industry. The substantial expansion of the E.C. Gaston 
Steam Plant, at Wilsonville; the new services center of the 
Alabama Power Company under construction near the 
Shelby County Airport; and the new plant of the Western 
Electric Corporation will all be of substantial help in 
increasing the total value of property assessed for tax 
purposes in the county. The inventory and value study of 
all property in the county to be made over the next three 
years in compliance with federal court orders should also 
provide a substantial increase. 

Different techniques were reported at the Growth 
Conference whereby newcomers share substantially in the 
cost of the public services provided for them. Shelby 
County is already using one such technique; sub-division 
regulation. The Shelby County Planning Board with the 
County Sanitarians require that land be developed with 
good streets, good drainage, and good sanitary disposal. 
The cost of this built-in quality is passed on to the home 
purchaser by the developer. The home purchaser pays a 
few more dollars per month on his mortgage payment and 
gets the benefits that come with living in a good quality 
development. There is something to be said for a system 
that permits those who enjoy benefits to pay the cost.

Kremlin split over thaw

WASHINGTON — The new 
relationship between the 
Soviet Union and the United 
States is not as rosy as the of- 
ficial statements proclaim. 

Soviet leader Leonid 
Brezhnev put it this way: “To 
live at peace, we must trust 
each other. And to trust each 
other, we must know each 
other better." But back in 
Moscow, Brezhnev isn’t the 
sole spokesman of Soviet 
policy. 

The defense minister, 
Marshal Andrei Grechko, is 
the leader of a more hostile, 
more militaristic faction. 
This faction still talks about 
the incompatibility of Com- 
munism and capitalism. 

More than a year ago, 
Grechko led the opposition to 
the first summit meeting. He 
tried to block the invitation 
to President Nixon to come to 
Moscow. 

He lost the showdown in- 
side the Kremlin. Yet he re- 
mained so powerful that he 
wasn't purged but promoted. 
He was made a member of 
the ruling politburo, where 
he has continued to hue to a 
hard line. 

Americans who met 
Grechko in Moscow found 
him friendly but formidable. 
He had a hearty personality 
but a sinister sense of humor. 
During the reception at the 
Moscow airport, for example, 
he called the attention of 
President Nixon to the Soviet 
Honor Guard standing stiffly 


at attention in front of the big 
jets. Then, with a gutteral 
laugh, he suggested that the 
big engines, if they should be 
turned on, would suck the 
soldiers through the jet bur- 
ners and chew them to pieces. 

Only Grechko thought it 
was funny. But what Grechko 
thinks, according to in- 
telligence reports, is impor- 
tant in the Kremlin. 

Mitchell's Line: The next 
star of the Senate Watergate 
hearings will be former At- 
torney General John 
Mitchell. 

At one point in the 
Watergate cover-up, accord- 
ing to White House sources, 
he was supposed to be the 
scapegoat. The White House 
odd couple, H. R. Haldeman 
and John Ehrlichman, 
wanted to blame Mitchell and 
his deputy, Jeb Magruder, for 
the Watergate scandal. 

Ehrlichman even sug- 
gested that Mitchell should 
plead mental instability. 
Ehrlichman pointed out that 
Mitchell had been under 
severe strain worrying about 
his wife Martha and his legal 
problems. Mitchell had 
spoken to President Nixon, 
for example, about his trou- 
bles with Martha. 

When Mitchell gets his turn 
on the witness stand, 
however, he intends to turn 
the tables on Haldeman and 
Ehrlichman. We have ob-

I have written numerous letters to the insurance company 
and the collection agency but they never answer. | do not 
understand’ how | can be held liable for premiums on an 
insurance policy which did not exist during the period for 
which I am being billed. | would appreciate your help.

Sparkman: I| have been in touch with the collection 
agency, upon hearing of the nature of the dispute, ceased 
all collection activity and closed your account. The 


insurance company seems to have made a grave mistake in

In the language of the in- 
vestigators, Mitchell said his

Mitchell will admit, ac- 
cording to the summary, that 
he “went along” with paying 
off the Watergate defendants 
“rather than risk having 
other activities exposed 
before the election.” Mitchell 
knew, for example, that 
Watergate ringleaders G. 
Gordon Liddy and E. Howard 
Hunt had burglarized the of- 
fices of Daniel Ellsberg’s 
psychiatrist. Mitchell felt 
that “payments should be 
made so as not to further em- 
barrass the campaign.” 

Richly Rewarding: Some 
of the Watergate cash has 
been traced back to William 
Liedtke, the president of 
Pennzoil. All told, he stuffed 
$700,000 in cash and negotia- 
ble securities into a suitcase 
in Houston. The suitcase was 
flown to Washington in a 
Pennzoil plane and delivered 
in the dark of night to Presi- 
dent Nixon’s campaign head- 
quarters. No receipt was 
asked and none was given. 

Pennzoil happens to own 
United Gas Pipeline and 
other gas-producing 
affiliates, which are regu- 
lated by the Federal Power 
Commission. Senate in- 
vestigators have learned that 
Liedtke, the Pennzoil presi- 
dent, actually interviewed 
Rush Moody Jr. and offered 
him the job of federal power 


’ commissioner. Then, in July 


1971, President Nixon ap- 
pointed Moody, believe it or 
not, after the Pennzoil presi- 
dent had approved him. 

Inside the Fedéral Power 
Commission, Moody has just 
authorized a report which 
would set the stage for gas 
price increases more than 70 
per cent. In effect, Moody's 
proposal would deregulate 
natural gas. The benefits for 
Pennzoil would be far greater 
than the $700,000 that Liedtke 
collected for the Nixon cam- 
paign. It looks suspiciously as 
if the Nixon Administration is 
rewarding campaign con- 
tributors with government 
favors. 

Waving Booze Rule: The 
Watergaterevelations 
haven't deterred the 
bureaucrats. They haven't let 
the grim news interfere with 
their normal festivities. At 
the General Services Admin- 
istration, for example, 
employes are preparing a 
five-hour marathon of eating 
and drinking to celebrate the 
appointment of Arthur 
Sampson as their new boss. 
Sampson, however, isn’t new; 
he has been the acting chief 
for a year. 

GSA officials, meanwhile, 
should have little trouble 
toasting their new boss with 
booze even though it is 
against government regula- 
tions to serve alcohol in a 

overnment building. The of-

Too many homes 


lack sanitary facilities

One of the hard facts to 
face in the aftermath of the 
May 27 tornado is the 
renewed discovery that many 
Shelby County homes are and 


have been lacking in basic. 


sanitary facilities. 


Many homeowners saw 
their homes badly damaged or 
blown away in the tornado. 
Most of them would prefer to 
live on their own land, but 
without a septic tank on their 
property the Department of 
Housing and Urban 
Development is prevented by 
law from placing temporary 
housing on that land. 


HUD has been working 
overtime to supply the 
housing needs of tomado 
victims in Shelby County and 
the government agency has 
managed to come up with a 
variety of good solutions in 
spite of the problems they 
have faced. When families had 
septic tanks on their own 
property, mobile homes were 
moved in rapidly, But where 
there were no septic tanks, 
the agency has tried to group 
mobile homes together in 
places where proper sanitary 
facilities are available. 


The 1970 official census of 


What Shelby County needs is a good 


sale on plumbing fixtures. 


An appalling 22 percent of the 
occupied houses in this county do not 
have complete plumbing facilities, 
according to the 1970 census. 

This means the homes lack, for the 
exclusive use of the occupants, either a 
flush toilet, hot and cold piped water, 


tub or shower, 


This is a sorry comment indeed on, 


the state of sanitation, 


when measured against an average of 15 
percent for the entire South. 

True, there are some special excuses 
The limestone substrata and 
underground quarrying make it very 
expensive if not impossible to drill a 
flowing well in some areas of the

We have over 450 homes occupied by 
persons who pay no rent, and it may be 
assumed these houses are substandard 


and lack plumbing. 


But genuine poverty is-not as severe 
here as in many places. And on the 
other side of the coin federal grants and 
loans of various types have been made 
to many towns and water authorities in 
the county to make piped water 


available. 


Shelby County revealed that 
22 percent of the homes of 
Shelby County lacked 
adequate plumbing. The 
Shelby County Reporter 
printed the section on 
‘“*General HOusing 
Characteristics” of the census 
in its August 26, 1971 issue. 
The census did not give 
statistics on septic tanks, but 
it noted that 22 percent of 
Shelby County homes lacked 
either piped hot and cold 
water, flush toilet, tub or 
shower,

The underlying lesson here 
is that many Shelby Countians 
are living in housing that is 
below a realistic standard for 
1973. 


We are enjoying the title of 
“Fastest growing county in 
Alabama”, but the title has a 
hollow ring, when in the 
shadow of new $50,000 
homes with three bathrooms, 
are other homes with no 
bathrooms at all.

Substandard health 
conditions in one house 
ultimately have an effect on 
the health conditions of all, 
especially now that houses are 


going up closer together than 
in the past. 

The Shelby County Health 
Department which enforces 
laws on sanitation found that 
many people are so 
unconcerned about providing 
adequate sanitary disposal that 
mobile homes were appearing 
everywhere, with no provision 
for disposal. 

The department recently 
obtained the necessary legal 
backing to insist on decent 
disposal systems for mobile 
homes, Before electricity or 
utilities can be hooked up to 
mobile homes, the site must 
be approved as having an 
adequate disposal facility. This 
new ruling does not apply to 
established homes, however. 

Poverty is undoubtedly a 
major factor in the problem - 
it costs about $400 to install 
a septic tank barring unusual 
problems - and it is unpleasant 
to realize we still have so 
much poverty. 

Perhaps the aftermath of 
the tornado will bring about 
improved living conditions for 
many and an_ increased 
awareness of health problems 
for all.

USDA combats fire ants 


The imported fire ant is a 
real pest -- an agricultural 
pest as well as a pest of 
people -- in nine southern 
states from Texas to North 
Carolina. Records indicate 
that the ant was introduced 
into the United States from 
South America through the 
port of Mobile some time 
around 1918. 

By 1953, it had expanded 
its range to about 15 million 
acres in 103 counties. A 
survey three years ago showed 
infestation had spread to 126 
million acres in more than 
400 counties in the nine 
states. Twenty million acres 
were infested within the 
preceding three years. Unless 
kept under control, USDA 
officials believe the fire ant 
could spread westward to the 
Pacific and northward along 
the East Coast to New Jersey. 

Last year, 18.7 million 
acres were treated against the 
imported fire ant in eight of 
the nine infested states. 

The Environmental 
Protection Agency approved 
new labels for the use of 
mirex to minimize 
environmental contamination. 
The major change was the 
exclusion of coastal counties 
from aerial treatments with 
mirex baits. 

Beginning this past spring, 
a statistically designed 
monitoring program was 
initiated by USDA’s Animal 
and Plant Health Inspection 
Service to monitor the 
efficacy of the imported fire 
ant treatment and accumulate 
residue data on animals, food, 
soil and water throughout the 


entire area under mirex 
treatment. The spring control 
program has been completed 
with about 4.3 million acres 
treated in Alabama, Georgia 


and Louisiana. Unseasonable 


weather conditions of 
excessive rain and low 
temperatures, along with some 
problems in aircraft guidance 
equipment, delayed and 
cancelled numerous projects.

Therefore we can 
ill afford to curtail the progress 
and expansion generated by 
the ever growing need for this 
utility.

W. Warner Floyd, 
Commission executive director, 
said that the prison, contructed 
in 1840, “while unrestored is 
yet structurally sound and 
resists decay almost as well as 
it did escape.” 

On January 26, 1839, a law 
was passed providing that a 
penitentiary should be located 
at a place not more than fifty 
miles from the center of the 
state, the site to be selected by 
the Alabama Legislature. A 
sum of $30,000 was 
appropriated with which to 
purchase the necessary land 
and erect the building. Land 
was obtained in Elmore 
County on the east bank of the 
Coosa River not far from 
Wetumpka. The cornerstone 
was laid March 14, 1840 and 
on October 27, 1841, the first 
warden, William Hogan, 
assumed charge. 

The administration of the 
penitentiary from the outset 
was unprofitable and 
unsatisfactory, and public 
dissatisfaction with the 
operation of the penitentiary 
grew. As a result of this 
dissatisfaction, as act was 
passed during the legislative 
session of 1845 authorizing the 
lease of the prison. 

During the Civil War all 
prisoners who would enlist in 
the Confederate Army were 
pardoned, and the remaining 
prisoners worked to 
manufacture articles for the 
Confederacy. In 1865 Federal 
troops opened the doors of the 
penitentiary and freed all the 
convicts. 

In 1866 Governor Robert 
M. Patton made another lease. 
Two individuals, Smith and 
McMillan, were to operate the 
penitentiary with a $15,000 
loan from the state, and 
shortly after this lease was 
made, an act was passed 
allowing them to sublet 
convicts to work outside the 
prison as a means of meeting 
operating expenses. 

In 1942 the women’s prison 
was relocated at Tutwiler 
prison and the buildings 
emptied. At present the 
Alabama State Penitentiary is 
used for industrial storage, but 
the Elmore County Historical 
Society plans to obtain the 
property and restore the 
remaining structures for use as 
offices and a museum. 

The penitentiary consists of 
two large brick buildings 
located in an area of three 
acres on Highway 231 near 
Wetumpka.

Bookmobile serves 
variety of patrons 


The Shelby County 
bookmobile has circulated over 
three million books and driven 
over 100,000 miles since the 
day in January 1964 when it 
started its first tour of Shelby 
County. 

In a report released today 
Rose T. Grady, bookmobile 
librarian, states that some of 
the small children who visited 
the bookmobile in its first 
rounds of the county are now 
in the eighth and ninth grades. 

Virtually every community 
and every school in the county 
are served by the bookmobile 
on regular schedules during the 
school year and on special 
summer schedules. 

Mrs. Grady says that 
bookmobile patrons have 
interests ranging from 
pre-school books to materials 
for doctoral dissertations. ° 

Serving the aged and the 


‘handicapped has been 


especially rewarding, Mrs. 
Grady says. She has often 
selected books from the supply 
at the county library 
headquarters in Columbiana 
and taken them in the 
bookmobile especially for 
homebound persons whose 


reading preferences she knows. 

Books are returned to the 
bookmobile in all manner of 
wrappings. Mrs. Grady has 
taken them in plastic bags, 
scout bags, rain coats and 
newspapers. 

Mrs. Grady has served as 
bookmobile librarian since the 
route began. John F. 
Thompson was driver of the 
bookmobile until he recently 
retired and Johnie R. Wood 
took over. 

Mrs. Grady says she 
welcomes as prospective 
patrons the many new people 
who are moving into the 
county. Every effort will be 
made to add new communities 
to the stops the bookmobile 
makes. Anyone desiring the 
bookmobile service who does 
not presently have it, may call 
669-7851 and request the 
service. 

Demands are so great on the 
materials in the bookmobile, 
that shelves in the present 
vehicle are unable to hold the 
many books and materials that 
could be circulated throughout 
the county, Mrs. Grady says.

New development 


planned in Helena 


The Helena town council 
discussed the forthcoming 
work on the Joe Tucker Park 
and the town’s water system at 
the regular meeting last 
Monday night. Several citizens 
also addressed the council on 
the conduct and administration 
of the auxiliary police force. 

Mayor Penhale told the 
Reporter that work on the 40 
acre Joe Tucker Park should 
begin sometime this week. The 
park will contain lighted tennis 
courts, a lighted. baseball 
diamond, on open air chapel, 
picnic shelters and a 13 acre 
lake. 

L. D. Kendrick told the 
council of a proposed 80 acre 
development in Helena. 
According to Kendrick, the 
land under consideration foy 
development will have no 
trouble being approved by the 
Department of Health for 
septic tanks. Kendrick told the 
council that an engineering 
survey has shown that the soil 
in the area is 95 percent usable, 
whereas the Health 
Department requires only 80 
percent, 


The development of the 
tract, according to Kendrick, is 
contingent on the availability 
of water. He noted that a 
separate well for each lot 
would add greatly to the cost 
of the venture, and asked if the 
town could supply water to the 
proposed sub-division. 

Mayor Penhale told 
Kendrick that the town could 
supply water to the 
development within 60 days, 
noting that the town’s water 
system already extended to 
within one-half mile of the site. 
He also said that plans for the 
development must be drawn up 
and approved by the planning 
commission before work could 
begin. 

The question was riased as 
to whether the town’s new well 
and pump would have to be in 
operation before the water 
could be supplied, but 
councilman Billy Harris told 
the group that the two pump, 
or split, system was to be 
installed as a backup measure 
rather than to supply 
additional water. He noted that

Thompson adds 
480 stadium seats 


A major building program 
which will add 480 new seats 
to the Thompson High School 
stadium is now underway, 
under the sponsorship of the 
Thompson Athletic Booster 
Club. 

After a series of six 
meetings during the spring and 
summer, club members voted 
unanimously to adopt the 
building project which will not 
only add 480 seats to the home 
side of the stadium, but, if 
funds are available, will also 
rebuild the press box, make 
restroom repairs and build a 
new scoreboard. 

A rough estimate of the cost 
of the project is $10,000, 
according to Mike Kent, 
president of the Athletic 
Boosters. 

A reserved section of 200 
seats was set up to benefit both 
the school and its patrons. 
Persons who sign up for this 
program will get a five-year 
stadium certificate for $50. 
The certificate covers one seat 
and a pass to any game played 
on the Thompson field for the 
next five years. 

At a meeting held on July 
10 at the home of Allen and 
Julia Fulton, Martha Luker, in 
charge of ticket sales, 
announced that construction 
could begin at any time as over 
half the seats had been sold. 

Work began on the stadium 
soon afterward and Boosters 
club members say it can be 
completed before the first 
football game on August 31. 

Roy Martin Construction 
Company is the contractor for 
the new construction. 


President Kent commented, 


“Community response has 
always been tremendous at 
Thompson High School. 
Continued support of the 
athletic program is very much 
appreciated.” 

Assisting Mrs. Luker in the 
ticket sale promotion is Mary 
Margaret Whitfield. Paul Frank 
is head of the overall project. 

Specific guidelines for the 
five-year period are as follows:

Ruben King warns 


of DPS imposters 


“Reports are coming to my office from various parts 
of the State which indicate numerous efforts of unknown 
persons to impersonate Pensions and Security employees 
and to falsely identify themselves as representatives of the 
agency, Pensions and Security Commissioner,” Ruben K. 
King said today. 

“We are gravely concerned over these reports,” King 
declared, “both because unauthorized activities are being 
carried out in the name of the Department and because 
grave misunderstanding of agency practices may result 
therefrom.” 

King explained that the wide range of Pensions and 
Security responsibilities includes some work that is 
investigative in nature -- for example, staff must verify that 
applicants and recipients of aid meet legal qualifications of 
eligibility, they must determine if child care facilities meet 
requirements for licensure, they must check out reports 
that children are abused or neglected, etc. 

“Every Pensions and Security staff member carries an 
identification card which he will show at any time 
requested,” the Commissioner said. He urged persons with 
questions to ask to see these cards and not to “take anyone 
for granted.” 

Federal Quality Control requirements necessitate 
what amounts to a double check on eligibility in some 
instances, King added. In the cases selected for such review, 
the worker who visits the client will not be the same county 
worker the client already knows. “Staff try always to 
clarify any confusion in these instances,” the Commissioner 
concluded, and bona fide agency representatives show their 
ID cards. 


The Commissioner asked that anyone knowing of 


further impersonations or questionable activity attributed 
to Pensions and Security to report such at once to his 
office. 


Flowers supports 
disaster loans 


By Congressman Walter Flowers 

A program of low cost loans to homeowners hit by 
natural disasters which contains two options has been 
approved by the House of Representatives, according to 
Congressman Walter Flowers. 

Flowers, whose 7th District was hard hit by the May 
27 tornadoes in Alabama, spoke in support of the 
legislation on the House floor Thursday. The measure 
adopted by the House extends Small Business 
Administration programs including the disaster loan 
program. It also makes the new benefits retroactive to last 
April 20. A forgiveness feature in the previous disaster aid 
program expired on that date. 

Under the legislation sent to the Senate, disaster 
victims will have a choice of SBA loan programs - - a loan 
with a $2,500 forgiveness and a 3 per cent interest on the 
balance or a | per cent interest loan with no forgiveness 
feature. 

Congressman Flowers said, “I feel that this new 
program will provide much needed assistance to the recent 
tornado victims in our area. Knowing of the great hardship 
on so many people in Alabama and elsewhere, I am hopeful 
that Senate action will be taken on this measure as soon as 


“possible. 


“This legislation is needed right now, but for the long 
run a permanent program to cover all aspects of disaster 
relief should be adopted. Appropriate committees of the 
Congress are now working on such a program,” he added. 

Flowers has been pushing for additional federal 
assistance since it became evident that the forgiveness 
feature of previous programs was not available in natural 
disasters occuring after April 20.

- Judge Earl Hendon presides over the city court of 
Montevallo, A Birmingham-based lawyer, Hendon was 
appointed to the judgeship by the city council in January. 

He holds court once a month, usually on the first 
Friday of the month. However, because of a heavy docket 
the court met on both July 6 and 13. 

A report prepared by Dennis Glosson of the Monte- 
~ vallo city staff shows that a total of $2,427 was paid the 
city in fines since the first court day in June. 

There were 27 cases of illegal parking at $1 each. 

Fines on the charge of driving while intoxicated 
brought in $916, The next highest category was reckless 
driving where fines amounted to a total of $600.50. 
Driving with no drivers license was another frequent 
offense. Fines in that category totaled $370, One charge 
of driving while license was revoked cost the accused 
$60. 

Six speeding tickets accounted for fines totaling 
$132. One fine of $50 was paid for the charge of possess- 
ion of marijuana. The fine of $43 was paid ona charge of 
carrying a concealed weapon.

The annual conference of the National Association of 
Counties will be held next week in Dallas. All four county 
commissioners, Probate Judge Conrad Fowler, county 
engineer James Ray, Paul Yeager of the planning 
commission, and Bob Merrell, administrative assistant to 
the county commission will attend the four day conference. 

The theme of this year’s meeting will be “County 
Achievement”, and according to Bob Merrell, there will be 
seminars on accounting and auditing, county planning, solid 
waste disposal, county jails, environmental planning, 
revenue sharing and many others. 

Another feature of the conference will be awards for 
outstanding achievements in various areas, and Shelby 
County will be honored for the county-wide clean up 
campaign and excellence in the administration of the 
county hgihway department. 


Three bills were introduced in the House of 
Representatives last Thursday by Shelby County 
Representatives Tom Stubbs, that will have an effect on the 
Shelby County treasury. 

House Bill 1470 is apparently an extension of a bill 
pussed at the last legislative session. The last bill provided 
expense money for the offices of tax assessor, tax collector, 
circuit clerk, probate judge and coronor of $200 per month 
to each office holder. The new bill adds the inferior court 
judge to the list of eligible office holders, who may qualify 
for the expense money. Under the provisions of the bill, no 
accounting needs to be made for the manner in which the 
money is spent. 

House Bill 1471 provides essentially the same thing 
for the circuit judge. 

House Bill 1472 will allow the circuit judge to hire an 
additional bailiff for not less than $5,200 per year at the 
discretion of the county governing body. 


State Senator Obie Littleton of Clanton says be plans 
to introduce the legislation that is now being advertised, 
which will increase the staff of the Shelby County sheriff's 
department by one matron and two patrolmen. 

Members of the sheriff's department are paid on the 
pay scale of the State Troopers. Salaries are set by the state. 
Last year there were three upward revisions in the pay 
scale, resulting in three pay raises not only to troopers, but 
also to Shelby County sheriff’s department staff members. 


The Board of Registrars is meeting this week to 
register new voters. The schedule for this week is: 
Wednesday, 3 to 8 p.m., Thursday 3 to 8 p.m., Friday, 9 
a.m, to 3 p.m., Saturday, 9 to 12 noon. 

The board will register new voters either in room 102 
of the courthouse annex, or in the front hall of the main 
courthouse, depending upon the time of day.

Hillsboro resident answers question 


Letter to Editor: 

The recent articles in the Shelby County Reporter 
concerning naming the part of Shelby County in which | 
reside, Hillsboro, have been interesting. Today when I saw 
in the Reporter in large bold print “What Happened to 
Possum Hollow’, I decided to make an attempt to answer 
the question. The name, Possum Hollow” spoken in my 
presence or seen in print always equals a slap to my face. 
I’ve lived in Beat 12 on county road 12 and on county road 
17 for 45 years. For many of those years I’ve made efforts 
to get the name changed to Valleydale. I’m sure too that 
there are many people in Southeast Pelham resent their 
community being called “Fungo Hollow,” and folks in 
Columbiana despise their town being called “Coon Town”. 

25 Years ago, members of the local Home 
Demonstration Club, their husbands and other interested 
community members met at the home of Mr. and Mrs. 
Sumter Steen, The purpose of this called meeting was to 
select an appropriate name for our community and 
Valleydale was the name approved, 

I paid to have road signs made and installed at the 
intersections of Highways 31 and 280, but vandals kept 
knocking them down and destroying them. 

As recently as two years ago, I contacted county 
engineer James Ray and asked him to consider the 
possibility of installing some signs at each end of the road. 

My request was turned down by him. The reason he 
gave was that he understood that some people didn’t care 
for the name.

Two years or four?-- 
When to publish 


list of voters? 


By Marcia Sears 

Should the names of 
registered voters be published 
every two years or every four 
years? 

According to the Code of 
Alabama, (Section 38, Title 17, 
Code of 1940) the names must 
be published every two years in 
a newspaper of general 
circulation within each county. 

However, there is now a bill 
coming up for a vote in the 
state House of Representatives 
which would change the law to 
require such publication only 
every four years. 

Mrs. Doris Turner, chairman 
of the Shelby County Board of 
Registrars, said that she would 
favor continuing the 
publication every two years 
because of the great number of 
changes that occur on the list 
of registered voters every year. 
Hundreds of new voters are 
added each year in Shelby 
County and many names are 
deleted, as people die or move 
away. 

However, Mrs. Turner 
thinks that the money spent to 
publish the list could be better 
spent by the county in other 
ways. From the financial 
standpoint she is in favor of 
the four-year publication 
move. 

Election officials are 
customarily given a newspaper 
copy of the qualified list of 
electors to check names at each 
election. Names of new 
registered voters have to be 
typewritten and sent to 
election officials if they 
register after the date of the 
newspaper publication. 

Election officials think it 
would be very confusing, 


particularly in the 
fast-changing population 
pattern of Shelby County, to 
wait four years for a new 
printed list of voters to use at 
the polls. 

A serious issue of freedom 
of information is raised by the 
Alabama Press Association 
which opposes the four-year 
publication and favors 
continuing the bi-annual 
publication. Asserting the right 
of the people to be adequately 
informed, the APA takes the 
position that frequent 
publication of the list of 
qualified voters in each county 
is needed. The APA views the 
move to cut down on 
publication as making serious 
erosion on the public’s right to 
know. 

Another point to be 
considered, particularly in 
regard to the cost of 
publication of the list, is the 
trend to place the names of 
registered voters on computers. 

It is possible that computers 
could provide pre-printed lists 
which could be photograph- 
ically reproduced by the 
newspapers at a smaller cost 
than is now required with 
individual typesetting of 
names. The Shelby County 
Commission is now in the 
process of programming its 
new computer, and it is not yet 
clear whether or not the voter 
list could be reproduced more 
econonically from computer 
printouts. 

In the bill now before the 
House to change the voter list 
publication to every four years, 
46 state legislators, including 
Tom Stubbs of Shelby County, 
are listed as co-sponsors.

Beasley may get 
too much power

Introduction of legislation last week to make the 
office of lieutenant governor fulltime, to make him director 
of the Alabama Development Office, a member of the j 
governor’s cabinet and to give him a salary just under that 
of the governor is interesting for several reasons. 

First of all, it would put the lieutenant governor 
solidly in the administrative branch of government while 
leaving him in the legislative branch, so to speak, as 
presiding officer of the State Senate. 

If the lieutenant governor was the right hand man of 
the governor, then it is reasonable to expect him to be © 
inclined to support the administration position on most 
legislation and makes him extremely vulnerable as an 
impartial presiding officer. 

It is conceivable and entirely possible that the governor 
and lieutenant governor would be on exact opposite sides 
of many questions but in the preponderance of cases, the 
lieutenant governor could be expected to be on the 
governor’s side more often than not. 

The bill is also interesting in that it was introduced by 
an administration stalwart, Sen. L.D. “Dick” Owen of Bay 
Minette. Does this mean that the bill has administration 
backing? If it does, then is this Gov. George Wallace’s 
attempt to buy Lt. Gov. Jere Beasely out of the 1974 
governor’s race? 

There are growing indications that Beasley is aiming 
at the governor’s race and while the feeling is that nobody 
can beat Wallace if the governor continues his remarkable 
recovery from his injuries, Beasley would be bothersome as 
a candidate, upping the cost of the campaign and requiring 
a good bit more campaigning on the govemnor’s part. 

There is already a whispering campaign on to get 
former Goy. Albert Brewer to enter the race for lieutenant 
governor, and it appears that the administration is trying to

Section 2, The county governing 
body of Sheiby county may by 
reference, adopt, amend, and 
provide for the enforcement of the 
code. Such code, when adopted as 
herein authorized, shall apply to 
and govern in all unincorporated 
areas of the county and also in 
those parts of the county lying 
within the corporate timits of 
municipalities which have not 
adopted and are not enforcing 
municipal Building codes, provided 
the governing body of any such 
municipality may be resolution 
duly adopted prohibit such 
applicability and enforcement 
within its corporate limits. 

Such governing body may also 
repeal any such code after having 
adopted it. 

The code shall not be adopted 
by such governing body except 
after a public hearing on due notice 
thereof by publication in a 
newspaper published and of general 
circulation in such counties. Such 
notice shall be published at least 
ten days before the hearing. The 
text of the code which it is 
proposed to adopt by reference 
shatl be made available for 
inspection at the county 
courthouse. Nothing herein shall be 
construed to require the setting out 
in full of the text of the proposed 
code in the notice of the hearing 
nor in the resolution or ordinance;

Section 5. All laws or parts of 
laws which conflict with this act are 
repeaied. 

Section 6. This act shall become 
effective immediately upon its 
Passage and approval by the 
Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

Clear-cutting studied 
at AWIC hearing 


More than 30 persons 
offered testimony at a public 
hearing held by the Alabama 
Water Improvement 
Commission in Montgomery 
MOnday on proposed 
regulation of the ‘‘clear- 
cutting by the lumber 
industries in the State of 
Alabama.” 


The Commission took the 
matter under advisement and 
announced it would make a 
decision within 60 days. 


The proposal was made to 
AWIC by the Office of the 
Attorney General of Alabama. 
Proponents of adoption by the 
Commission said such action is 
necessary to protect the 


streams of the State. Those 
who opposed favorable 
Commission action said 
regulation is unnecessary 
because industry is acting on 
its own to prevent damage to 
streams from clear- cutting, 
that regulation would be 
“*discriminatory”’ in singling 
out the forest products 
industry, and that regulation is 
a matter for the State 
Legislature to consider. 

The Attorney General asked 
the Commission to adopt 
regulations prohibiting clear- 
cutting within 50 yards of any 
stream in the State, and the 
dumping or disposal of 
treetops, branches, and other 
refuse into any stream.

Following the recent splash 
down of the intrepid space 
men after spending 28 days 
pirouetting around in -- what 
has long been known as - - the 
Man in the Moon's Kingdom

successful achievement, 
However, the mission was 
successfully accomplished. The 
men returned safe and sound 
and furnished the inspiration 
for other courageous 
Americans to venture forth on 
a longer trip into the “wild 
blue yonder”. Even though the 
trip was longer and more 
dangerous -- the idea caused 
rarely un uplifted eyebrow. 
Fact is, after the lift off little 
was heard or thought about 
until they splashed down in the 
Pacific 28 days later. We heard 
of no ears being glued to the 
radios. No TV sets were carried 
from home to office and fewer 
news announcements were 
made -- all contrary to 
conditions that existed when 
the first moonwalk was staged. 
This fact goes to prove that 
no news equals a “first” in any

astronauts descended in the 
lunar module - - “Eagle” -- on 
July 20, 1969 they initiated a 
Moon Walk Day that made 
history and it is now 
emblazoned on the pages of 
unforgettable dramatic events. 

It was - - if you will recall - - 
on this historic date, that Pilot 
Michael Collins orbited the 
moon in the command module, 
‘“*Columbia’’, while Neil 
Armstrong and Edwin Aldren 
Jr explored for the first time 
the moon’s surface. The duo’s 
entire stay on the moon lasted 
21 hours, 36 minutes and 16 
seconds, and the actual moon 
walk initiated by Armstrong, 
was two hours, 15 minutes in 
length. 

The potential spin-off 
benefits from this last venture 
added to other contributions 
made by the national space 
program is stated to have had 
tremendous effect on the in- 
dustrial life in the U. S. 

The most recent trek to the 
moon, as stated previously, 
perhaps did not cause the 
interest the first moon walk 
commanded but if we are to 
believe what people - who 
claim to know -- tell us -- 
these moon walks will prove 
once again that technology - - 
whether earth bound or 
streaking toward the Milky 
Way -- holds the key to a 
better way of life.

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In Dallas, Texas, sixth grade 
girls gain insight into their own 
behavior while they work with

In Gaithersburg, Maryland, 
high school students and 
preschoolers are on the Waiting 
lists for admission to the high 
school child development 
laboratory, where the teenagers 
explore childhood with both 
future parenthood and 
prospective child-related 
careers in mind, 


In Houston, Texas, high 


school students -- Chicano, 
‘“Anglo” and black -- run a 
nursery school with the 


guidance of their home 
economics teacher and a group 
of neighborhood parents. 

In Longmont, Colorado, a 
two-year Early Childhood 
Education course encourages 
interchange with other 
programs in the high school - - 
for instance, business and print 
shop students design and print 
materials for the course. 

These programs are all part 
of the growing trend toward 
the participation of teenagers 
in nursery schools, Head Start 
projects, day care centers, and 
other child- oriented worlds. 
Only a few years ago, 
professional educators 
probably would have relegated 
such courses to ‘‘ho- 
memaking.” But the important 
education of teenagers for the 
toughest job they may ever 
have -- parenthood - - is being 
recognized as one of the 
long-neglected areas of 
education for adolescents, and 
innovative parenthood 
programs have been initiated in 
a number of high schools 
across the country in recent 
years, 

A two-pronged program, 
Education for Parenthood, 
which has been launched 
jointly by two agencies of the 
U.S. Department of Health, 
Education, and Welfare, is 
expected to have far-reaching 

effects within only a few years 
in helping teenagers become 
good parents or train for 
employment in child- related 
An ‘Exploring 
Childhood” curriculum, which 
is being developed for HEW’s 
Office of Education for use 
nationwide, was in preparation 
for over two years before being 


-field tested during the 1972-73 


school year in six public high 
schools and one community 
center in Massachusetts and 
Texas. 

The second part of the 
Education for Parenthood 
program will be carried out 
through several national 
voluntary youth- serving 
organizations, 

The government sponsored 
Education for Parenthood 
program has not come on the 
scene a minute too soon, if one 
looks at these facts: 

* One of every ten girls in 
the United States becomes a 
mother by age 17. 

* Approximately 210,000 
girls aged 17 and under gave 
birth in this county in 1971. 

* The divorce rate of those 
married in their teens is three 
to four times higher than that 
of any other age group. 

For the purpose of 
preparing the comprehensive 
one-year curriculum on child 
development for boys and girls 
in grades 7-12, the Office of 
Child Development (OCD) 
awarded a grant to Education 


Development Center, 
Cambridge, Mass. 
‘*This course, called 


‘Exploring Childhood,’ 
combines classroom instruction 
and practical experience 
working with young children 
under teacher supervision at 
day care centers, nursery 
schools or kindergartens,” 
explained Saul R. Rosoff, 
Acting Director, OCD. “With 
the cooperation of the Office 
of Education and OCD, 
‘Exploring Childhood’ will be 
tested in 200 public schools 
during the 1973-74 school 
year.” 

Some of the topics 
important in parenthood 
education, based on the surveys 
of exemplary programs 
conducted by OE and OCD, 
include: 

* The influences of heredity 
and environment.

A new summer work 
program is getting underway 
for Shelby County. B.J. 
Varden, director of the State 
Employment Service in Calera, 
says the program may put as 
many as 103 disadvantaged 
young people to work and 
provide needed labor for 
government agencies and other 
non-profit organizations. 
Varden points out that this 
program is being administered 
by the Neighborhood Youth 
Corp at no cost to either the 
county or the agencies that 
ynake use of the young 
orkers. The program is 
inanced with revenue sharing 
funds.

Neighborhood Youth Corp, 
told the Reporter that the 
program is Open to any young 
person from a low income 
family between the ages of 16 
and 21 who will be returning 
to school in the fall. This 
includes both high school 
students and drop-outs who are 
planning to return to school to 
Obtain their diploma. The 
students may work as much as 
40 hours per week, and they 
will earn minimum wage. 

It is possible, says Varden, 
for a young person to earn 
almost $400 working in the 
summer program. The young 
people will also gain valuable 
work expeience. Since jobs are 
so hard to find these days,

Youth Aid Bureau 


The Shelby County Youth 
Aid Bureau, now in operation 
in the BMK building in 
Alabaster, should be fully 
staffed by August 1. Wayne 
Smith, director of the bureau, 
told the Reporter in a recent 
interview that the executive 
committee and citizen’s 
advisory board will probably 
reach a decision by that time 
on the hiring of an additional 
counselor for the program. 

A brochure outlining the 
services offered by the bureau 
was sent to a number of 
residents throughout the 
county recently, and the 
response has been good, 
according to Smith. Prompted 
by the information in the 
brochure, many people have 
contacted the bureau about 
their problems, and many 
people have called to offer 


assistance, 

Smith told the Reporter 
that he is pleased to learn that 
there are many people in the 
county who are aware of the 
problems of young people 
today and want to help. Can 
the Youth Aid bureau make 
use of volunteer workers? The 
answer, says Smith, is a very 
definite yes. 

The bureau provides 
professional counseling, but in 
many cases, more is needed. 
What can a person do with no 
training in social work do that 
a professional cannot do? 
These people, says Smith, can 
spend time with young people 
and show them that someone 
really cares about them. 

Volunteers can use their 
own interest, skills and training 
to help a young person. A 
fisherman, for example, might

Many young people also 
need help with school work, 
and volunteers who could help 
by tutoring individual young 
people or small groups are 
needed. Smith points out that 
many of these young people 
need help with reading, math 
or other basic courses. 

Smith stressed that job 
placement assistance is another 
important service offered by 
the Youth Aid Bureau. A 
young person will not be 
“given” a job, but the bureau 
can help. There are jobs open 
in many private businesses, and 
the bureau can tell the 
youngster where to go, who to 
see, and what an employer 
expects, Smith says. 

Smith noted that both 
young people and prospective 
employers have been confused 
by government regulations 
which specify the kinds of jobs 
a young person may legally 
hold. A pamplet published by 
the Department of Labor is 
available at the youth aid 
office in Alabaster, and the 
bureau will try to answer any 
question from young people or 
businessmen. 

The youth aid office, 
located in the BMK building in 
Alabaster, is open all day, 
Monday through Friday, and 
until noon on Saturday. 
Anyone wishing to contact the 
Youth Aid Bureau may drop 
by the office, or telephone 
663-6828. There is also a 24 
hour answering service, and 
callers may leave their 
telephone number or message 

at night.

‘From the constable 
to the governor 


SURES LIES MOREE SES ERS: REBEL A SEEN NON NED oeLISSLLOSS I PPPS TCO Renee 


Rep. Quinton R. Bowers of Jefferson County has 
introduced an ethics bill in the House of Representatives 
which requires office holders to file a statement of assets 
with the Attorney General and provides prison sentences 
for failure to comply with this act. 

Bowers said, “In seeking to hold public office, 
whether by election or appointment, it is assumed that the 
person seeking public office has a busic desire to honestly 
serve his fellow man in the community, state of country. 
Accepting this as fact, integrity and honesty are two 
qualities inherent in any person serving the people and it is, 
therefore, assumed that the office holder would not object 
to stringent rules governing his conduct and action while 
performing his governmental function or duty.” 

He said, “Keeping in mind the frailties of human 
nature, it is necessary to delineate the bounds of conduct to 
which public servants must adhere. We, the office holders, 
must see that justice is done, so the integrity and honesty 
of public servants must be displayed by all means available 
in order that the people will know the caliber of the 
persons serving them.” 

Bowers stated that, “The office holder's ethics must 
be controlled at the instant he performs his governmental 
duty of function. Office holders, whether state, county or 
city, must be controlled at the instant they vote or discuss 
legislative acts or perform a governmental duty of function 
which affects the people.” 

Bowers said, “I have introduced House Bill 575, 
which has the necessary teeth or penalties in it to invoke 
ethics in all branches of government, including the 
executive, judicial, legilsative and, also, county and city 
governments, including all local judges, city commissioners, 
sheriffs, county commissioners, mayors, probate judges, 
constables and all other office holders, whether elected or 
appointed. In other words, House Bill 575 invokes ethics in 
politics from the constable to the governor.”

I guess most of us dream of that mansion on a hillside 
with a winding tree-shaded lane leading to and from the 
front’ portico, but substantial down payments and large 
monthly installments for half a lifetime prevent many 
citizens from acquiring even a modest dwelling in Shelby 
County these days. Rental property in the county is 
non-existent. That which is available is occupied or requires 
rental fees larger than house payments. Thus a large number 
of families who desire to live in Shelby county have turned 
to the alternative - mobile home living. 


Many years ago mobile home dwellers were thought 
of as an unstable nomad class of people and even though 
this stigma still sticks in the minds of some, this is no longer 
the case. The homes are much larger and not quite as 
mobile as they used to be. They are now designed and 
decorated in high fashion with built in kitchens, carpet, 
drapes and beautiful pareling. Most homes built now have 
two bathrooms. They are engineered in such a manner that 
they often have more closet space and drawer space than a 
permanent dwelling.

Number one priority 


is national defense

During the first six months of the 93rd Congress a 
number of distinct and unrelated developments occurred 
which are of importance to Americans in the field of 
government, in our economy and in our national life. 

At the top have been efforts to stabilize the Nation’s 
economy, reduce unemployment, and combat inflation 
through several phases of wage and price controls and other 
governmental actions. The economy and all actions and 
developments which have an effect on it are of continuing 
paramount concern. 

Also high in my judgment of noteworthy happenings 
are events connected with the incredible and _ tragic 
Watergate revelations with the show of arrogance, the 
obstruction of justice, the compromise of government 
agencies and the we-are-above- the-law attitude by high 
ranking members of the White House staff. It is my hope 
that with all of the damage done to the President, the 
presidency and to our country, the Watergate will result in 
some favorable developments, such as cleaner elections and 
perhaps a recognition of the fact that more cooperation is 
needed between the Presidency and the Congress. This isa 
need of which I have spoken often in the past, both on the 
floor of the Senate and in public statements. 

Then of great importance is the movement of the 
United States Supreme Court toward the center in its 
rulings. | believe this has come about as a result of President 
Nixon’s four appointments to the Court. The influence of 
these appointments, which includes the Chief Justice, has 
been evident in areas of aiding law enforcement, slowing 
down permissiveness and in giving the states more leeway in 
some local affairs, such as re-apportionment. 

Another significant development is the legislated end 
of all American combat activity in Southeast Asia, by 
August 15th, as voted by Congress and approved by the 
President. This legislation was marked by a new spirit of 
compromise in which both the Congress and the President 
made major concessions in order to reach this important 
decision. 

Then movement toward a more relaxed relationship 
with the Communist governments of Russia and China is 
another development, and probably the one that bodes the 
most danger to the United States. Many Americans - - and | 
certainly am not one of these -- are convinced that 
permanent world peace is at hand and we can now relax our 
vigilance. The fact is that the Russian goal now is precisely 
the same as it was many years ago when Communist leaders 
made it perfectly clear that their aim was to become the 
dominant world power. 

The Russians have not suddenly turned into good 
guys and America cannot afford the luxury of letting our 
guard down. A strong national defense must continue to be 
our Nation’s number one priority. 
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them is their vulnerability during the storm season, It is 
true that there are a great deal of news stories about mobile 
homes overturned during storms but | believe if the number 
destroyed compared to the number occupied were 
statistically computed against the number of houses 
destroyed by natural disaster the mobile home picture 
would look much rosier. 


There are advantages to a mobile home. For instance, 
during the spring floods, weather experts were able to 
predict when the rivers would crest and mobile homes in 
the flood plains were pulled to safety while permanent 
dwellings in the same area were destroyed or heavily 
damaged. Then too, mobile homes covered by insurance 
that have been destroyed can be replaced simply and 
quickly while houses that have been destroyed or damaged 
require months to rebuild or repair. 


Man’s ingenuity has never failed and such is the case 
in mobile home living, It takes but a short tour through the 
county to see the many and original ways mobile homes 
can be made more attractive and more serviceable. 
Underpinning, shrubbery, flowers, awnings and elaborate 
porches are but a few of the ways they can be fixed up. 
Some mobile homeowners have built houses around their 


mobile home, making it a permanent dwelling and designed 
in such a way that the passerby does not know that part of 
the interior is a mobile home. This is an appealing and 
economical way to acquire that “home on the hillside.” 

The housing shortage is critical in the county at this 
time with families moving into the county faster than 
homes can be built for them. The mobile home industry is a 
blessing in disguise to Shelby County because it can provide 
instant homes in a variety of sizes for those who desire to 
move here but cannot find suitable residences, 

I have talked with a number of Shelby county mobile 
home dwellers and all of them were very pleased with their 
homes. Some had future plans such as acquiring property 
eventially and setting up their homes permanently, perhaps 
building on to them. But all were elated that they could 
have a beautiful home for a low down payment, reasonable 
monthly installments and the final payment at least in 
sight, not too many years ahead to think ubout. 

I even talked to one homeowner who said he wished 
he still had his mobile home. This is not to knock 
homeownership, for as | said at the beginning we all dream 
of that “mansion on the hillside”, but merely to point out 
that mobile home living can be very desirable and 
enjoyable.

WASHINGTON — Secret 
intelligence reports claim 
that the shah of Iran and 
King Hussein of Jordan are 
working together to bring 
peace to the Middle East.

They have agreed, accord- 
ing to the Central In- 
telligence Agency, upon a 
secret plan for settling the 
Middle East crisis. Both the 
shah and the king have good 
relations with the United 
States. They hope to use their 
influence with Washington to 
get a message to Israel 

The message is this: King 
Hussein is ready to sign a 
peace agreement with Israel, 
which could break the Arab- 
Israeli deadlock. But the 
Israelis must give Hussein 


enough concessions to make 
peace possible. Without some 
:easonable concessions, Hus- 
sein argues, he could not sign 
a pact with Israel. He would 
be repudiated by his own 
people if he did. But favora 
ble peace terms, Hussein 
contends, would persuade 
the Arabs that they can deal 
with Israel 

The CIA predicts that the 
shah will take the secret plan 
to Washington this month to 
push on President Nixon. The 
least the President must de- 
mand, the shah will say, is 
that Israel return some of 
Jordan's rights in East 
Jerusalem. 

The shah will have a big 
ace up his sleeve. The critical 
gasoline shortage has left the 
United States dependent, as 
never before, on the oil-rich 
Arab countries.

The President still insists to 
his friends that he didn't 
know about the Watergate 
coverup until he began his 
own investigation in mid- 
March. He also swears he has 
not been coordinating his 
Watergate strategy with his 
two former trusted aides, Bob 
Haldeman and John Ehrlich- 
man. 

The President's greatest 
concern, he tells friends 
gravely, is that Watergate is 
diverting him from the real 
priorities of the presidency. 
He depicts the world at a dip- 
lomatice crossroads, which 
could determine whether 


there will be peace or war in 
the decade ahead. The nation 
is also torn by economic 
strains, which could deter- 
mine whether there will be 
prosperity or depression. 


These tremendous prob- 
lems, stresses the President, 
require his full attention. He 
has been able, he says, to 
keep the Watergate charges 
on the back burner and give 
first priority to developing 
peace and prosperity. But the 
public clamor for him to 
speak out on Watergate, he 
complains, is beginning to 
distract him from his duties. 


It’s President Nixon's style 
to concentrate deeply upon a 
problem before he makes a 
move. He cannot, therefore, 
engage in daily Watergate 
maneuvers without devoting 
more time to the problem.

He is in the unique position this time of not having to 
make deals with anybody and that circumstances could 
help in making this next term -- his third -- a smashing 
success if he determines to make a domestic record of

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Free clinic opened 
by grateful doctor

We recently read an 
interesting article regarding Dr, 
Eugene R, Balthazar, an Illinois 
physician engaged in general 
practice for 43 years who 
retired in a most unique way. 
He established a free medical 
dispensary in his home town 
and is currently paying about 
$1,000 a month out of his own 
pocket to keep it running. The 
motto of this public spirited 
doctor’s clinic is - - “If you can 
afford to pay, please see your 
family physician”. 

In this example of “The 
Great Obsession” it was stated 
that the venerable doctor’s free 
services were available mostly 
to acutely ill children, and his 
records revealed from 80 to 
100 patients received 
treatment per day. The 71 year 
old doctor, says he decided 
years ago that he wanted to 
end his -- “professional career 
in this way”. 

Dr. Balthazar further stated 
in the article that the 
community he had served had 
been good to his family and to 
him for decades and he felt he

His clinic from which he 
operates is located in a former 
furniture store which he leases 
for $1 per year. Seven 
registered nurses, a licensed 
practical nurse and 19 
community workers who do 
interpreting and clerical work 
serve with him on a voluntary 
basis. Pharmaceutical houses 
have also joined in the 
humanitarian project and 
contributed supplies. In 
addition to volunteer aid from 
the medical and nursing 
professions, area dentists have 
agreed to help Dr. Balthazar by 
taking patient referrals on a 
free basis, 

The Illinois State Medical 
Society upon learning of this 
altruistic movement presented 
its first Humanitarian of| the 
Year award to this retired 
medical man who lived his life 
in the highest tradition of the 
medical profession -- a 
tradition of professional 
dedication to the the well 
being of patients and 
fellowmen that has few equals 
in the annals of human 
endeavor. 

The above story came across 
our vision like a breath of fresh 
air -- a veritable bluebird 
flashing through the confused, 
conflicting and baffling 
testimony to which we have 
been daily listening as the 
incredible Watergate 
investigation unfolds. The 
doctor’s story furnished us 
with sufficient evidence to 
warrant our continued belief in 
the inate goodness of people.

TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 
To authorize the county 
governing body of Sheiby County 
to adopt, amend and provide for 
the enforcement of certain building 
codes, which shalt apply in certain 
Parts of such counties; to prescribe 
the manner of adopting wich codes; 
and to prescribe penaities for 
violations of such codes, 


BE iT ENACTED BY THE 
LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA; 
Section 1, When used in this act 


the word ‘‘code", uniess the 
context clearly indicates a different 
Meaning, shall mean: not more 


restrictive than the Southern 
Building Code, (and its companion 
codes on plumbing and gas, all as 
Produced by the Southern Building 
Code Congress, and the National 
Electrical Code of the National Fire 
Protection Association.) 

Section 2. The county governing 
body of Shelby county may by 
reference, adopt, amend, and 
Provide for the enforcement of the 
code, Such code, when adopted as 
herein authorized, shati apply to 
and govern in all unincorporated 
areas of the county and also in 
those parts of the county tying 
within the corporate timits of 
municipalities which have not 
adopted and are not enforcing 
municipal building codes, provided 
the governing body of any such 
municipality may be resolution 
Gully adopted prohibit such 
applicability and enforcement 
within its corporate timits. 

Such governing body may also 
repeal any such code after having 
adopted it. 

The code shail not be adopted 
by such governing body except 
after a public hearing on due notice 
thereof by publication in a 
newspaper published and of genera 
cifculation in such counties, Such 
notice shall be published at least 
ten days before the hearing. The 
text of the code which it is 
Proposed to adopt by reference 
shall be made availiable for 
inspection at the county 
courthouse. Nothing herein shall be 
construed to require the setting out 
in full of the text of the proposed 
code in the notice of the nearing 
nor in the resolution or ordinance; 
but such code or amendments 
thereof shall be property identified 
“as to date and source in the notice 
and in the ordinance or resolution 
adopting it and a copy thereof shai 
be attached to such ordinance or 
resolution. A copy thereof shaili 
also be filed in the office of the 
clerk of the governing body and in 
at least one other county office 
where such copies will be available 
for public use, inspection and 
examination, 

The officer administering such 
code may adopt administrative 
regulations which incorporate by 
reference such subsequent changes 
and amendments of the code, 
Property identified as to date and 
source, if such officer finds that the 
changes and amendments conform 
to nationally recognized standards 
or accepted engineering practices. 

Any administrative reguiations 
which incorporate building code 
amendments by reference shalt 
become effective upon the 
expiration of sixty calendar days 
following the promulgation of the 
regulations, untess within § that 
period of time the county 
governing body adopts a resolution 
or ordinance disapproving of such 
administrative reguiations, 

Section 3. Any person who 
knowingly violates any of the 
applicable provisions of the code 
adopted pursuant to this act or of 
any lawful order of the officer, 
charged with the duty of enforcing 
such code, made thereunder shail 
be punished by a fine of not more 
than $500, or thirty days in jail, or 
both, and also a penalty of $50 per 
day for each day during the 
continuance of the violation. 

Section 4, The provisions of this 
act are severable. If any part of the 
act is dectared invatia or 
unconstitutional, such declaration 
shall not affect the part which 
remains. 

Section 5. All laws or parts of 
laws which conflict with this act are 
repealed,

three to 18 months old, 20 
toddlers from 18 months to 
three years old, and 115 
pre-school children from three 
to six years old, 

When the program is in full 
operation, ten teachers and 22 
teacher’s aides will be 
employed, in addition to head 
teacher Gladys Henderson. The 
staff of the center will also 
include bookkeeper Jan Camp, 
payroll cherk Rosann Fields, 
nurse Barbara Vance, head 
cook Erma Baker, tow cook’s 
aides, janitor Charlie Dobbs 
and three bus drivers. 

The Almont school has been 
vacant for several years, and 
vandals damaged the building. 
The Board of Education 
removed many plumbing and 
electrical fixtures when the 
school was closed. These 
problems have made 
renovation of the building 
necessary, at a cost of $30,000. 
Of this, the County 
Commission has supplied 
$6,200 to match a federal 
grant of $23,800. 

In addition to the 
contractor’s work, however, 
much remains to be done, and 
the teachers and aides were 
hard at work last week to 
insure that the children find a 
pleasant environment when 
they first arrive. According to 
Mrs. Henderson, 55 students 
have been screened and are 
ready for the opening day.

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Commission moves | 


to fix deathtraps

A skeleton crew was 
present at the Monday 
meeting of the County 
Commission, but the county 
bills were paid and much 
routine business was 
transacted. Commissioner Ned 
Bearden’s son was to 
undergo an operation 
Monday, and Lynder Henry 
was also absent. By mutual 
agreement, all controversial 
matters were postponed until 
a special meeting of the 
commission, to take place 
later in the week. 

County Engineer James 
Ray brought several things to 
the commission’s attention. 
He told the group that it 
may be possible to obtain 
help from the state in 
resurfacing some county 
highways under the 
governor’s deathtrap 
elimination program. 

Under this program, the 
state will match county funds 
to pay for road work that 
should be done to safeguard 
the lives of motorists, and 
Ray told the commissioners 
that he has worked up a 
proposal showing that eight 
locations in Shelby County 
are eligible for the program. 

According to Ray, the 
work on the 43.62 miles of 
county highway could be 
completed at a cost of 
$109,000. Under the 
deathtrap elimination 
program, the state would 
furnish $54,500 of the total 
cost. 

Probate Judge Conrad 
Fowler, chairman of the 
commission, told the group 
that a bill pending in the 
legislature, if passed, will 
raise the maximum allowable 
weight per axle and the 
maximum gross weight of 
trucks in the state. Engineer 
Ray commented that the 
proposed law would increase 
by more than one ton per 
axle the weight carried by 
the county highway system, 
and would greatly increase 
the wear and tear on these 
roads. 

Ray pointed out that 
county roads have a 6 to 12 
inch foundation in contrast 
to 24 inches or more for a 
primary highway. He also 
told the group that only 800 
of the 3,000 bridges in the 
state would be safe with the 
increased loads. 

Ray also brought up the 
problem of waste disposal in 
Shelby County, noting that 
two more sanitary land fills 
are needed for the county. 
According to Ray, a 
minimum of 80 acres per site 
will be needed, and the new 
land fills are to be located in 
the Westover and Helena 
areas. 

Land now owned by the 
Kimberly-Clark Corporation 
will probably be used for the 
Westover land fill, as the 
company has agreed to trade 
the 80 acres needed for a 


The cost of eating

What can the housewife 
expect when she goes to the 
grocery store in the coming 
weeks? To answer this 
question, the Reporter talked 
with several prominent grocers 
throughout the county and, 
while the news is not exactly 
good, it could be much worse, 

Prices for some food 
products are going up; that 
much is clear. Chicken jumped 
from 65 cents to 75 cents per 
pound over the weekend, 
according to Robert Moss at 
the Food Center in Montevallo, 
Sammy McEwen, of Sammy’s 
in Wilsonville, also indicated 
that the price of poultry is up, 


and added that the price of 
eggs, and especially pork, is 
also on the increase since the 
freeze was lifted. 

Jerry Walker, of the Pand T 
Food Center in Alabaster, also 
told the Reporter that the 
price of pork and poultry 
products is up. He also said 
that, though some economists 
are predicting shortages of 
beef, there has been no real 
difficulty in getting anything in 
the grocery line. John Green, 
of the Food Center in 
Columbiana, indicated that 
some brand names are in short 
supply, but there is no problem 
with shortages of the 
commodities themselves. 

What can the consumer look 


forward to in the future? 
According to the Reporter’s 
informal panel of experts, beef 
prices will jump when the 
freeze is lifted August 12, but 
the price increase may not be 
permanent. Until that time, the 
only situation that will result 
in a beef shortage is one where 
the farmer decides to hold his 
cattle until the freeze is lifted, 
and the housewives decide to 
buy large quantities of beef for 
hoarding. 

It was the general opinion 
of the grocers that the law of 
supply and demand would 
stabilize the price of beef at a 
reasonable level if the 
government would keep its 
hands off.

another location, 

Concerning the collection 
of garbage in the county, 
Ray noted that most private 
collectors are doing a good 
job at the present time, and 
he told the commission that 
he saw no reason for the 
county to get into the 
collection business as long as 
private enterprise could do 
the job. Ray said that some 
counties charge commercial 
users a fee for dumping in 
the county land fill, and this 
may be a possibility for 
Shelby County in the future. 

Ray told the commission 
of a problem with the 
Birmingham Water Works. It 
seems that the county 
requires all utilities to stay at 
least 6 feet from the edge of 
county roads. This, according 
to Ray, is to protect the 
road surface and foundation 
from premature damage, but 
it means the utilities must 
stay away from the shoulder 
when laying pipe or cable. 

Ray told the commission

Time running out for legislature

It appears that the 1973 session of the Alabama 
Legislature is going to end in one of those wild and wooly 
windups which sees an awful lot of awful legislation passed 
in the final hours. 

There are but 11 legislative days left to this session 
and thus far, nothing of consequence has passed. The 
administration’s appropriations bills came to the legislature 
on its Ist legislative day and 25 legislative days have been 
consumed over the past three months. 

It was felt that until the question of who is going to 
dispense federal revenue sharing funds - - the legislature or 
the governor — was settled, the appropriations bill would 
not make any progress. The matter was compromised last 
week and the bill began moving in the Senate only to bread 
down several times over minor details. 

Still to be considered in the Senate are the education 
appropriation bill, the capital outlay bills, the highway 
budget bill and other legislation vital to the continuation of 
government operations. 

And waiting in the wings is a multitude of measures 
of one sort or another, some probably necessary for 
progress but many others evidently serving only a limited 
special interest of one kind or another. 

The great problem is that this legislature, like several 
in the past few years, has thrown its rule book out the 
window and pays very little attention to the orderly process 
of legislating. 

Legislating in Alabama has become a game of political 
hide and seek, wherein the real reason for favoring, or 
opposing a certain measure is never really known. 

The game seems to be to confuse the other side as 


much as possible and to never let the public really know 
what you're trying to do. 


The committee system has broken down into a hard 
game of trade and sell, with members swapping 
commitments to vote for or against a particular measure as 
they would swap trinkets, without any real consideration 
for the worth, or worthlessness, of the legislation in 
question. 

Senate committees seldom discuss the merits of any 
bill. Many a bill receives a committee’s approval, moving it 
to the calendar for final passage, without many of the 
members understanding, or caring, about what it does. All 
they seem to know, or care about, is that old Sam wanted 
them to vote for this bill and they do it because old Sam 
has promised to vote for a bill they want. 


It’s a hell of a way to runa railroad, as the expression 
goes, and it is an even worse way to run the legislature of a 
sovereign state. 

It is almost inescapable that because of the general 
inaction, there will have to be a special session of the 
legislature next year to consider something they left un- 
done. A crisis will develop, without doubt, because not 
enough thought was given to a particular problem this year. 

And what is lamentable is that the next legislature 
probably won’t be any better than this one-probably 
worse. And that’s because the people don’t seem to care 
about the quality of the people they elect. 

That’s a broad generalization, of course, and there are 
a number of extremely talented and able legislators in this 
session and in every session. But their number seems to be 
constantly diminishing. 


Unloading the white elephant

It’s been going on for years in Scottsboro. The first 
Monday of every month folks come from far and near 
loaded down with things they hope to trade or sell. The 
scene resembles a National Geographic photograph of a 
foreign marketplace except for the attire of the shoppers 
and the nationality of the folks. The wares displayed are as 
many and varied as you can think of. Dogs, watches, guns, 
and handcrafted items are but a few of the trash, treasures 
and trinkets available. 

Something similar is taking place all over this land. It 
has moved to a more sophisticated neighborhood, changed 
its name from trade day or rummage sale to garage sale and 
has become a trend spreading like wildfire. 

Garage sales serve many purposes. One of the most 
popular reasons for holding them is to raise money for a 
club, charity or community service project. Participants 
pitch in with items they no longer want, dust collectors to 
them but treasures to someone else. They are usually priced 
far below the market value so they are not only treasures to 
the purchaser but bargains as well. 

Some people hold garage sales to clean out the garage 
as the name implies and get rid of items that have served 
their purpose for them but have no future use. A young 
family can completely furnish the nursery at a garage sale 
for less than the price of a new baby bed. 

It amazes me to observe the change in thinking that 
has taken place in my lifetime. Just after World War II 
when people were beginning to get on their feet again 
financially it was considered a disgrace to wear 
hand-me-downs. Today our children are tickled pink to get 
to wear something that belonged to an older brother or 
sister or a friend. It matters not to them that it wasn’t 
bought new in a store. Perhaps the present awareness of 
ecology has prompted us to get the most possible use out of 
all our natural resources including clothing. So a nice winter 
coat for one of the children purchased at a garage sale for 
two dollars is a source of pride to any parent. 

Collectors flock to the garage sales in search of quilts, 


brass objects, rare glass items etc. Who would have ever 
thought that milk cans that used to line the country roads 
early in the morning would be collector’s items. Many times 
on a cold winter night I went down in the basement with 
my father to stoke the furnace and never once thought that 
old dirty coal scuttle would ever be valuable. We hardly 
ever even noticed the glass insulators atop the power poles. 
Now they are collector’s items. 

It makes you wonder what common everyday items 
we use now will be valuable a few years from now. This was 
brought home to me recently when I was ordering a 
telephone. A polite young lady explained the fees for 
trimlines, slimlines, princess and touchtype. I had an awful 
time convincing her that I wanted just a plain phone, the 
type that was modern ten years ago and cost less a month 
than the new fancier models. Finally she queried in 
exasperation, “You mean you want the old-fashioned 
phone?” Who knows? Ten years from now it may be very 
valuable. 

Your trash could be someone else’s treasure. For 
example, a bag of scrap material, trash to a person who has 
no children or whose children are older, could be a 
treasure to a creative seamstress who has small children. 
How many egg cartons do you throw away a week? Since 
they are now made of colorful pastel plastics some of the 
residents of the nursing homes are using them to make 
beautiful waste baskets and bouquets of flowers. They turn 
trash into treasures. 

If you’ve never been to a garage sale it can be quite an 
adventure. You might find that flower arrangement you’ve 
been wanting for a mere fifty cents or if you are creative 
yourself you might pick up some nifty ideas for unusual 
Christmas gifts. 

In view of the President's recent lifting of the food 
price freeze and the prediction on the evening news last 
week that eggs will soon be a dollar a dozen and bacon two 
dollars a pound, we may find more and more people 
holding garage sales to earn “egg and butter” money. In any 
case the garage sale trend is not likely to end soon.

Service office, the three county 
board results from drastic 
budget’ cuts in the Selective 
system. He said roughly 75 
percent of all sleective service 
employees will either be 
phased out or transferred to 
other jobs. 

The recent end of 
presidential authority to 
‘induct men into the armed 
forces does not exempt young 
men from registering for the 
draft. Petrey stated that all 
other provisions of the military 
Selective Service Act remain in 
force. 

Young men actually have 
three legal obligations under 
the law: (1) They must register 
within a 60-day period which 
begins 30 days prior to their 
18th birthday, (2) They must 
notify their local Selective 
Service boards when they 
change addresses, and (3) They 
must carry their draft cards 
with them until their liability 
expires, which for most men 
today is at age 26. 

Mr. Petrey also pointed out 
that the annual lottery will be 
held and local boards will 
classify men as to their 
availability for possible 
military service should 
Congress authorize the 
resumption of inductions in 
the event of a national 
emergency.

Unusual hand craft-- 


The genteel art of tatting 


Helena is just full of 
surprises, and one of them is 
Mrs. Margaret Spraggins, In her 
spare time, Mrs, Spraggins 
decorates stationery with hand 
made tatting flowers. Mrs. 
Spraggins, whu spent 21 years 
as head of the alterations 
department of a large 
Birmingham store has the 
talent and patience necessary 
for the almost lost art of 
tatting, and she puts this talent 
to good use. 

According to Mrs. 
Spraggins, it takes about ten 
minutes to make one small 
flower with the tatting thread. 
She simply takes a length of 
the thread in one hand and, 
through some process not fully 
understood by this reporter, a 
small, delicate flower suddenly 
appears. The larger flowers, or 
course, take even longer. 

After a tray is filled with 
the multi-colored flowers, Mrs. 
Spraggins begins to decorate 
the stationery. She uses 
ordinary stationery, such as

can be bought at any drug 
store, but the results are 
anything but ordinary. 

First, several small dots of 
white glue are applied to the 
paper. The tatting flowers are 
then placed, one on each spot 
of the glue. The white glue 
dries clear, and cannot be seen 
after the process is complete. 
The flowers are usually 
arranged in a graceful arc at the 
top left of the page, but 
sometimes Mrs, Spraggins 
varies the design by placing 
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them in a straight line or some 
other attractive design. 

After the flowers have been 
placed and the glue is dry, Mrs. 
Spraggins draws in twining 
branches with tiny leaves. 
These branches and leaves 
connect each flower and serve 
to unify the composition. This 
part of the process in done 
with a green ball point pen, 

The result? A delicately 
decorated piece of stationery, 
suitable for any special 
occasion, or, for that matter, 
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just to look at and enjoy. 

Although Mrs. Spraggins 
seems to have no trouble with 
the tatting thread once she has 
it, she says it’s getting harder 
to find as time goes by. Tatting 
is a very precise and personal 
craft, and few people seem to 
have the time or talent 
required for tatting these days. 
Its only right, however, that 
Mrs. Spraggins, who traces her 
ancestry back to the first king 
of France, should excell in this 
genteel art.

instigated an intensive search 
of the immediate area and 
called other law enforcement 
departments for assistance.

Historic Tannehill trail 


A visitor to Booth’s Ford on 
the Cahaba River might be 
surprised to find a host of trail 
weary Scouts camped out on 
the far side of the crossing. 


A tract of land fronting the 
river and the logging road 
which crossed the ford has 
been leased to the Scouts to 
use as a camp ground for 
youngsters hiking the historic 
Tannehill trail. 


The trail starts at Tannehill 
State Park in west Jefferson 
county and follows a historic 
road used to ship iron 
manufactured during the early 


days of Alabama’s history. 

Tannehill is the birthplace 
of the iron and steel industry 
in the state, dating back to 
1829. 

The location was selected as 
a forge site because of ready 
availability of iron ore, 
building stone and water 
power. In 1855 a blast furnace 
was erected, and later, a double 
furnace. 

During the civil war the 
furnace was used in making 
cannon balls and other 
munitions as well as pots and 
pans for the Confederate army. 
The furnaces were destroyed

The scout trail emphasizes 
the history of the furnaces and 
of the old road which led from 
Tannehill to the railroad at 
Montevallo. Twenty-nine 
points of interest are found 
along the route, These include 
old home sites, pioneer 
cemeteries, old stage crossings, 
and locations of Civil War 
skirmishes. 

The southern terminus of 
the trail is at Boothton where 
the side road meets county 
highway ten. From there the 
route of the old iron road 
follows the highway into 
Montevallo. 

Plans for extending the 
supervised scout walk to the 
town are in the making, but a 
safe side trail must first be 
blazed. According to Don 
Keith, a member of the scout 
trail committee, this task is 
scheduled for completion this 
fall.

This week Shelby County 
adds another business to the 
ever increasing list of new 
companies boosting the area’s 
economy. On Monday, the new 
Bandag tire recapping shop in 
Chelsea begins operations. 


The new plant is a part of 
the fifteen year old Bandag 
corporation headquartered in 
Musbinenia, lowa, and will 
specialize in the manufacture 
of truck retread tires. The new 
Chelsea tire plant will stricly be 
for manufacturing retreads and 
will do no service or 
installation. 


The Bandag tires are of a 
superior quality than ordinary 
recaps says plant operator 
Johnny Johnson. He explained 


that Bandag uses a “cold” 
process for recapping tires 
which contrasts to the more 
common “hot” method. 


The cold process is a 
method of recapping where a 
special vulcanized rubber 
retread is cured to the tire 
carcus in a special pressure 


chamber. This allows the 
rubber to bond to the tire at a 
temperature of 215 degrees 
instead of the usual 300 
degrees used in the hot process. 
Since thesee thires are 
manufactured at a lower 
temperature they will deliver 
two to three times as much 


mileage as an ordinary tire or 
even a recap according to 
Johnson.

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Saginaw’s Longview Lime sold 


to Southern for $4.3 million

A 99-year-old Shelby 
County industry changes 
ownership this month. 

Longview Lime of Saginaw 
has been purchased from the 
Mead Corporation by Southern 
Industries Corporation. The 
price paid for the venerable 
quarry and lime manufacturing 
plant is $4.3 million, according 
to Southern Industries 
president, D, E. Dawson, Jr. 

He emphasized that the 
company plans to continue 
Operations with all present 
personnel. Over 125 men are 
employed at Longview. 

Under the new ownership, 
the quarry and screening 
station will be operated as a 
part of Southern Stone Co. 
Inc. The lime manufacturing 
plant will operate as Longview 
Lime Division of SI Lime 
Company. 

Southern Stone and SI Lime 
are both subsidiaries of 
Southern Industries Corp. 
Southern Stone operates six 
quarries, including one in 
Shelby County .near Maylene. 

SI Lime is a new subsidiary. 
In addition to the Longview 
Operation, the company 
manufactures lime from dead 
reef oyster shells at Morgan 
City, La., under the name 
Pelican State Lime. 

J. D. Brown, Jr. is the newly 
named president of SI Lime 
Co. He is moving to the new 


corporate headquarter in 
Birmingham from Morgan City 
where he was general manager 
of the Pelican Lime division for 
the past 10 years, 

A rosy economic future for 
Longview is foreseen by the 
new owners. 


Brown told the Shelby 
County Reporter in an 
interview Monday that the 
demand for lime is steadily 
increasing nationwide. 

The newest market for lime 
is in water pollution abatement 
systems and in waste water and 
effluent treatment systems, 
Brown said. This market is 
expanding all the time with the 
new emphasis on ecology. 

The steel industry of 
Birmingham will continue to 
be an important user of 
Longview’s product, as well as 
the paper industry and other 
traditional industries 

The SI Lime president said 
the long range reserves of the 
Longview quarry are good. His 
company purchased the 
quarry, the reserves and the 
plant from Mead, but did not 
acquire the considerable 
timberland that Mead owns in 
Shelby County. 

The acquisition of Longview 
fits in with the corporation’s 
long range plans of expansion 
in the lime industry and will 
significantly broaden the 
company’s marketing area. 
Chemical grade and quick and

United Appeal sets 
goal of $4,663,150 


The Jefferson-Shelby- 
Walker United Appeal has set 
$4,663,150 as its goal for the 
1973 fund raising campaign, 
according to M. Eugene Moor, 
Jr., president of the Board of 
Directors of the Community 
Chest- United Appeal.

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Educators pin 


on soaring revenues 


By Don Wasson 

Whatever hopes the administration hud for a speedy 
passage of the education appropriation bill and a quick ead 
to this legislative session went out the window last week as 
a Senate committee added some $17 million to the bill, 

The cause of this wild spending binge is a forecast by 
the University of Alabama Bureau of Business Research 
that revenues accruing to the Special Educational Trust 
Fund over the next two years will be $20 million more 
than has been forecast by the State Finance Department. 

Educators of all ranks und stations-from the grade 
school teacher to the college president--have been making 
certain that their legislators know about the University 
forecast and have furnished them with information showing 
that for the past several appropriation sessions of the 
Legislature, the University forecast has been far more 
uceurate than the state forecast. 

And indeed the $73 million surplus in the education 
fund that will be available for spending in the coming 
two-year period is concrete evidence of the fact that the 
state estimate in the 1971 session of the Legislature was too 
low. 

The continued economic boom, the soaring revenues 
were not entirely predictible, however, and the State 
Finance Department's budget officer, James V. “Jake” 
Jordan is by rights, a conservative man. 

Jordan went through those five horrendous years of 
proration when the schools had to cut back toward the end 
of each fiscal year because the legislature drew a larger 
spending bill than there was money to finance. 

In addition to that scare, Jordan points out that when 
you're spending one end two-third million dollars a day, 
you've got to have something in reserve to start each new 
fiscal year with and that “something” ought to be at least 
$10 million, preferably $15. 

All this to the contrary notwithstanding, the Senate 
Finance and Taxation Committee members listened to the 
lobbyists for the colleges and universities, the junior 
colleges and trade schools and the elementary and 
secondary schools instead of their own fiscal advisers. 

The $17 million in amendments are getting close 
scrutiny on the floor of the Senate this week and it is 
entirely possible that the Senate will send the bill back to 
the committee for a paring operation. 

The House did that after floor amendments sent the 
bill out of sight and when the bill came over to the Senate, 
it was just over $4 million over the revenue estimates. 

Should the Senate stick to its guns, however, and 
keep the $17 million in the bill, it would just about 
preclude any kind of a bond issue for school buildings. 

There is presently $207 million worth of bond issues 
in the making--$120 million for primary and secondary 
schools, $60 million for colleges and universities, and $27 
million for the junior colleges and trade schools. 

The healthy surplus is going to provide a healthy 
increase in teacher benefits and will help reduce classroom 
loads this fall. But the teacher lobby is responsible for more 
than $7 million of the $17 million in amendments with a 
grab for a state financed insurance program. 

However healthy the surplus, it won't finance the 
new teacher benefits AND a building program.

Court cuts up county 


It appears that Shelby 
County will have to live with 
the federal court’s 
reapportionment plan for 
representation in the state 
legislature. The federal courts 
threw out the state plan last 
weekend and the court plan 
went back into effect. 

Under the plan, Shelby 
County is split in two segments 
for representation in the State 
Senate and into three segments 


for representation in the State 


House of Representatives. 

The attached maps, which 
were printed in the Shelby 
County Reporter in January 6, 
1972 when the court plan was 
first announced, show rough 
boundaries of the House and 
Senate districts. 

House district 51 will 
include Helena, Alabaster, 
Pelham and the New Hope 
Indian Springs area. This 
district will also include the 
Bluff Park and Hoover areas of 
Jefferson County. 

House district 52 includes a 
portion of the southwest part 


of Talladega County, almost to 
Sylacauga. It does not include 
Fayetteville or Childersburg, 
but it extends into Jefferson 
County up to Leeds. Most of 
the eastern, part of Shelby 
County is in this district. 

House district 53 will be 
made up of all of Chilton 
County, and in Shelby County, 
the cities of Montevallo, 
Wilton, Brantleyville, Pea 
Ridge and Maylene. 

Shelby County will have 
two state senators. The east 
and southern parts of the 
county will be part of a 
senatorial district 18 which will 
include Chilton and Coosa 
Counties, a portion of Perry 
County, and a portion of south 
Talladega County including 
Childersburg and Sylacauga. 

Senatorial district 17 will 
include residents of Alabaster, 
Pelham, Helena and the New 
Hope Indian Springs areas with 
parts of southwest Jefferson 
County and northeast 
Tuscaloosa County.

The patent was issued May 
20, 1873. As joint holders of 
the patent Levi's went to 
court to defend it in what 
turned out to be the second 
most expensive and impor- 
tant patent suit ever fought. 
They won the suit on every 
point, and there were no 
more infringements after 
that. Once the patent expired, 
however, other manufac- 
turers picked up the idea and 
added rivets to their jeans, 
too, although the design of 
the Levi's rivet renfains dis- 
tinctive. 

Back pocket rivets even- 
tually brought complaints 
from horsemen that their sud- 
dles were getting scratched, 
and froin mothers and teach- 
ers that classroom — chairs 
were likewise being damaged. 
The solution cropped up un- 
expectedly. A Levi's execu- 
tive on a hunting trip noticed 
the way a: bobcat's claws 
retracted,and used the prin- 
ciple as the basis for his 
invention of concealed back 
pocket rivets. The concealed 
rivets were later replaced by 
stitched bar tacking.

as many cattle thefts were 
reported during the first six 
months of this year than in the 
same period last year.”’ Colonel 
Dothard also noted that the 
current beef shortage will only 
make the problem worse.

Shelby County is a big 
place, and there are some very 
remote areas, but it is difficult, 
by any stretch of the 
imagination, to think that 21 
head of cattle could break 
through a fence and never be 
seen again...unless, of course, 
they had some help. 

In another case, on July 20, 
sheriff's investigators found the 
remains of a slaughtered 
animal. The remains were 
found, but the carcass, with all 
those steaks and roasts, was 
nowhere to be seen. 

Perhaps the most interesting 
approach to rustling was 
reported to the sheriff’s office 
on July 23. A local cattleman 
reported that three cows and a 
Charolais bull were missing 
from his farm. Three cows and 
a bull were soon found, but the 
owner says the bull he found 
was lighter in color, and all 
four animals were lighter in 
weight by about 200 pounds. 
Sounds like the old 
switch-a-roo to this reporter, 
Four pigs have also 
mysteriously disappeared since 
the first of July, and with the 
jump in the price of pork, pig 
rustling may also become more 
prevalent. 

Anyone thinking of filling 
the freezer with gratis beef, 
however, should take note of 
the fact that cattle theft is a 
felony in Alabama, and it 
carries a penalty of one to ten 
years in the big house...quite a

gets 36 new teachers 


Unaccustomed to smiling 
when it comes to discussing 
school financing, county 
school leaders this week are in 
a state of “I can’t believe it” 
stunned happiness. 

When the state legislature 
approved a massive education 
bill last week it provided that 
36 additional teachers would 
be added to the Shelby County 
school system. 

Not only that, but every 
teacher in the county system 
will receive a substantial wage 
increase this year. 

Teachers with a bachelor’s 
degree will receive a $1,000 
annual raise and teachers with 
a master’s degree will receive a 
raise of $1,160. When the 
entire pay scale is completed, 
some teachers will receive more 
than these base pay raises, on 
the basis of experience and 
other factors. 

County Superintendent 
Elvin Hill and the principals of

combing through the enormous 
stacks of applications they 
have on hand to select the 
additional teachers, 

There will be 22 teachers 
added as “supportive units”. 
This means they will teach in 
whatever subjects an individual 
school needs to provide a 
better program and smaller 
classes for everyone. Eight 
special education teachers will 
be added in the system, 
including a supervisor. Six 
driver education teachers are 
budgeted with the new funds. 
Each high school will now be 
able to offer driver education. 

Hill said that every school in 
the county will benefit from 
the additional teachers. Even 
the smallest schools, which 
may not qualify for an 
additional full time teacher, 
may share a teacher half a day 
with another small school. 

The superintendent told the 


Reporter there will be 
approximately 470 teachers in 
the Shelby County school 
system this year, up from 431 
last year. In the past there has 
been a high attrition rate, with 
teachers leaving education for 
other fields, But with the 
surplus of teachers that has 
developed in the past three 
years, very few are leaving, and 
the number of applications has 
increased. 

To replace teachers who 
retired or resigned, the county 
schools had hired 28 new 
teachers this summer before 
the recent legislative decision, 
The county superintendent 
told the Reporter that only in 
a few special areas of education 
is there a shortage of teachers. 

County schools will open on 
Monday, August 27. An 
institute for all teachers will be 
held on Thursday, August 23, 
at Shelby County High School 
in Columbiana. The next day

Weevils plague 


By Clan Phillips 

Dogs shouldn’t have to live 
the life of a cotton farmer, but 
they do, because dogs have 
fleas...the cotton farmer has 
Anthonomus grandis, better 
known as the boll weevil. Of 
course, cotton farmers don’t 
get bitten like a dog gets 
bitten. They get it in the 
pocket book, where it really 
hurts. Scratching doesn’t do 
much good, either. 

To find out how cotton 
farmers in this area are doing, 
the Reporter called the home 
of Doug Wyatt, a leading 
cotton grower of Harpersville, 
and talked with his son Tery. 
How are things? Bad, but they 
could be worse. 

Boll weevils, you see, aren’t 
really very fierce, but there are 
lots of them this year. In 
addition, if the farmer kills off 
ninty-nine per cent of the boll’ 
weevil population, the other 
one per cent makes more boll 
weevils, and then they all just 
lay around on the cotton plant 
and eat the cotton. 

According to Tery Wyatt, 
there was a three county 
project to control the boll 
weevil called the diapause 
program. The program seemed 
to work, and the Wyatts like it, 
but it involves putting out 
traps for the little devils, and 
some growers found the 
method inconvenient. Now, 
growers have gone back to 
spraying the cotton with 
insecticides such as 4-4 methyl] 
parathion. 

The Wyatts are trying to 
spray every five days or so, but 
the rain has been causing 
problems, and the spraying 


program has been delayed. 
Timing is critical, because the 
boll weevil must be caught at 
just the right stage of 
development, before it matures 
and penetrates the cotton boll. 
The Wyatts will spray their 
crop ten times this season. 

The boll weevil is not the 


the teachers will be at work in 
their assigned schools.

Sales tax dead 


in Montevallo 


The proposal to impose a 


municipal sales tax in 
Montevallo is dead. 
With all members of the 


Montevallo City Council 
present for the first time since 
the first meeting in June, 
Montevallo’s governing body 
voted unanimously Monday 
night against imposing a sales 
tax at this time. 

The motion to kill the 
revenue raising measure was 
made by Dr. D. R. McMillan, 
chairman of the city’s finance 
committee. McMillan’s motion 
was seconded by Councilman 
James Seaman, a member of 
that committee. 

The sales tax proposal was 
first made by McMillan on 
June 25 as a part of a finance 
committee report. In that 
report McMillan noted an 
increasing demand for services 
including the need to replace 
fire fighting equipment, the 
growing need for additional 
street maintenance, trash and 
garbage collection, and 
increasing cost of maintaining 
utilities, as well as an increase 
in costs of salaries due to 


inflation and a 
population, 
Initially, the proposal was 


to be voted upon during the 


growing 


council’s July 9 meeting. 
Business trips and vacations 
prevented full membership 


council meetings during July 
and the proposal was tabled 
until the first’ meeting in 
August, Monday night’s 
meeting. 

The proposed tax measure 
created an unusual amount of 
interest in the city’s council 
meetings. Proponents and 
Opponents of the sales tax 
appeared before the council 
during July. At Monday night’s 
meeting Earl Cunningham 
urged council members to vote 
against a sales tax. David 
Nichols spoke in favor of the 
proposal. 

Council Seaman, an 
opponent of the tax, urged his 
fellow council members to vote 
against the proposal saying the 
city had enough cash reserved 
to make an additional tax 
unnecessary at this time. He

price to pay for a roast or side 
of bacon, even with today’s 
inflation. 

Colonel Dothard has asked 
for the help of all livestock 
owners in the state in fighting 
the problem or rustling. In 
Dothard’s words, “I am asking 
all livestock owners to support 
us in this endeavor by doing 
the following: Make daily 
headcounts of all your herds 
and inspections of your fields 
and pastures to see that no 
livestock have been stolen or 
slaughtered; keep your fences 
mended to prevent livestock 
from grazing on the side of the 
road, making them readily 
available for would-be cattle 
rustlers; and if any 
suspicious-looking vehicles or 


persons are seen in your 
neighborhood, report it to 
your nearest State Trooper 


office at once.” 

Alabama law requires that 
anyone hauling livestock for 
hire have a bill of sale or bill of 
laden in his possession, and 
those hauling their own 
livestock, although not 
required to do so, should carry 
proof of ownership. Anyone 
not in compliance with the law 
will be investigated, and 
troopers have been instructed 
to carefully inspect trucks 
hauling livestock at night on 
county roads, and all other 
suspicious-looking vehicles. In 
Colonel Dothard’s words, “We 
are not going to rest until we 
bring this situation under 
control.”

Commission plans feasibility study 


The Shelby County 
Commission has had a busy 
time recently, with a special 
meeting August 8 and the 
regular meeting last Monday. 
All members were present at 
both meetings, and this 
allowed the body to catch up 
on much routine business, 

At the special meeting, the 
Shelby County Commission 
contracted with a California 
firm for a feasibility study 
concerning the proposed new 
county building, passed 
resolutions recommending that 
five local bills be approved by 
the state ligislature, and heard 
a report from Tommy 
Snowden on the assesed 
valuation of property in Shelby 
County. 


FEASIBILITY STUDY 

The commission accepted a 
low bid of $13,000 from S. U. 
A., Incorporated, of Los 
Angeles, for a feasibility study 
for present and future space 
requirements for county 
offices. The firm will 
determine the present needs of 
the various county offices, and 
arrive at an estimate of how 
much room will be needed for 
expansion in the years ahead. 

This will be accomplished 
by combining the growth 
projections for Shelby County 
and the experience of other 
counties which have 
experienced similar growth 
rates. The results of the study 
will be used to aid in the design 
of the new county building and 


. detention center. 


LEGISLATION 

The commission also 
recommended passage by the 
state legislature of five 
measures pertaining to Shelby 
County. The first of these local 
bills would authorize the 
county commission to spend 
one dollar per week for each 
prisoner on the county work 
crew. This token wage would 
allow the prisoners working at 
hard labor to purchase 
cigarettes, candy or other 
extras. 

Another bill would 
authorize the commission to 
keep voting booths open until 
7:00 p.m. rather than 6:00. 
The commissioners felt that 
this is a wise move considering 
the number of Shelby County 
residents who hold jobs in 
Jefferson County. 

A group of citizens from the 
Cahaba Valley area recently 


wrote a letter to Judge Conrad 
Fowler, chairman of the 
commission, asking that the

polls remain open longer, At an 
earlier meeting of the 
commission, Judge Fowler 
pointed out that this will 
require passage of a local bill in 
the state legislature. 

The commission also passed 
a resolution seeking legislation 
which would allow them to 
establish and enforce a building 
code in Shelby County. The 
legislation will be patterned 
after that of Jefferson County. 

A public hearing was held 
several weeks ago to hear the 
views of the public and the 
building industry on a building 
code. It was learned at that 
time that those in the 
construction industry did not 
oppose establishment of a 
code, but felt it must be 
carefully and justly 
administered. 

A constitutional 
amendment is also being 
sought which would allow the 
commission to establish special 
service districts in Shelby 
County. It would then be 
possible for the commission to 
provide water, fire protection, 
garbage, sewage and emergency 
medical service to the residents 
of each district. 

The services would be 
provided, however, only after 
approval by a majority of the 
voters in each district, and the 
services would be paid for by 
fees charged to those to whom 
the services are made available. 
The fees would be established 
after public hearings in the 
district under question. 

This move by the 
commission, if successful, will 
allow the county to provide 
needed services, while at the 
same time assuring that those 
who benefit from the services 
are those who pay for them. 
This will quiet the fears of 
some residents that older, 
established areas of the county 
would be required to pay part 
of the cost of providing

AIRPORT STUDY 

The commission also voted 
to accept a grant from the 
Federal Aviation 
Administration to help finance 
a study of the future expansion 
possibilities of the Shelby 
County Airport. The grant, for 
a maximum of $15,914, will 
pay two-thirds of the cost of 


the study, 


ASSESED VALUE 

The commission also heard 
some news from Tommy 
Snowden, tax assessor for 
Shelby County, concerning the 
county’s tax base. According 
to Snowden, the assesed value 
of real property in the county 
in 1971 was $76,756,890. The 
figure has risen to over 
$86,600,000 in 1972, and 
estimates are that the total will 
reach about $100,000,000 in 
1973. 


REGULAR MEETING 

At the regular commission 
meeting Monday, the group 
approved a request for 
mechanical dictation 
equipment by Mike Kirk, 
Shelby County juvenile 
probation officer, The 
commission also established a 


ten member advisory 
committee for the office. 
The duties of the 


committee, to be chosen later, 
will include the establishment 
of policies and programs, 
helping to provide the 
necessary funds and personel, 
and checking and evaluating 
the work of the juvenile 
probation office and suggesting 
positive ways to improve the 
program.

Reform bill clears 


senate committee 


A proposed constitutional amendment to revamp the 
Alabama system of civil and criminal courts has cleared its 
first hurdle in the legislature. 

The so-called judicial article has been approved by the 
senate judiciary committee despite objections from two of 
the five justices of the court of criminal appeals. 

A similar measure faces a hearing soon in the house 
constitution and elections committee. When the bill makes 
its way through the legislative process, it then must meet 
the test of a statewide ratification vote. 

The judiciary committee passed the measure last 
week with only senator Richard Dominick of Jefferson 
county dissenting. 

Dominick had introduced legislation in the last 
session setting up the judicial commission, which would be 
replaced under the new article. 

The article would take four years to implement, 
unless the legislature acts to do some things sooner. And it 
would not affect Probate Courts. 

The article would replace article six of the 1901 
constitution which creates the judicial department and 
prescribes the powers, functions and duties of all courts and 
judicial officers. 

Its main impact would be to unify the court system 
and consolidate the hodge-podge of smaller courts in a 
district court. 

The inferior, recorders and municipal courts would be 
brought under one title, with uniform jurisdiction, rules of 
pleading, practice and procedure and unified 
appropriations. 

There currently are 81 separate intermediate courts in 
the state with 23 different names, and each varying in 
jurisdiction. 

The more than 200 municipal courts would be 
consolidated into the district courts. The appropriations 
matter was one objection raised by appeals court judges 
John Harris and John DeCarlo. The bill calls for a 
committee composed of the Chief Justice, the presiding 
judges of the courts of criminal and civil appeals and the 
administrative director of the courts to make 
appropriations recommendations for the entire judicial 
system. Any court would have the right to make its own 
budget recommendations.

Things prospective homebuyers should know

Q. | am buying a home for my family and, like many 
homebuyers, cannot afford to pay the full purchase price in 
cash. I have enough for the required downpayment, and a 
lender has approved my loan application for the balance. Is 
that all the money I will need? 

A. Not quite. On the day you finalize the sale, you 
will discover an additional homebuying expense - the 
closing costs. 

Q. What are closing costs? 

A. Closing costs are all the charges and fees incurred 
in transferring ownership of your new home to you, in 
processing the loan papers required before your lender will 
forward to your seller the money being provided to help 
you buy your home, and finally, in taking the steps 
necessary to assure that your lender will have a valid lien 
against your property as security for the repayment by you 
of your home purchase loan. Other costs which must be 
paid at the closing are the adjustments to be made between 
you and your seller for certain yearly payments, referred to 
as “prepaid items,” for which you may be charged on a pro 
rata basis, 

Q. Could you be more specific about these items? | 
would like to know exactly what I am paying for, 

A. Depending on where you live, these are some of 
the charges you may find on your settlement statement: 

TITLE SEARCH. A title or abstract company or a 
lawyer will search through records of previous ownership 
and sale to establish the right of the seller to sell the 
property to you. 

TITLE INSURANCE. A policy which protects the 
lender’s interest in the property against any title defects not 
disclosed by the title search, Whether the buyer or seller 
pays for this varies with local custom. Only one premium 
payment is required, and it is due when the insurance 
policy is issued. If the buyer wants protection for himself, 
he must request an additional policy and pay the premium. 

ATTORNEY’S FEES. Even if you do not hire your 
own attorney, the lending institution may require you to 
pay a fee for its lawyer to handle the closing or advise 
concerning the title. 

SURVEY. The lender may require a survey to 
determine the precise location of the house and the 
property. 

PREPARATION OF DOCUMENTS. The deed,

must be prepared by a lawyer, the lender, or some other 


party. 

CLOSING FEE. A charge may be made for handling 
the settlement transaction, ' 

CREDIT REPORT. The buyer’s credit history is 
requested by the lender. 

TERMITE INSPECTION. Many lenders request that 
the property be checked for harmful pests before granting a 


loan. 
INITIAL SERVICE FEE OR ORIGINATION FEE. 


‘This is the lender’s fee for originating the loan and is 


usually a small percent of the face value of the mortgage. 
Sometimes these fees are called “discounts” or “points,” a 
point being one percent of the amount of the loan. In FHA 
and VA transactions, only one “point” may be charged to 
the homebuyer, but no limit is placed on “points” which 
may be paid by the seller. 


APPRAISAL FEE. The lender will request an — 


appraisal of the property. In the case of a HUD - insured or 
VA- guaranteed mortgage loan, the fee is established by 
government regulations, 

RECORDING FEE. The local authority’s charge for 
recording documents pertaining to the sale. 

STATE AND LOCAL TRANSFER TAXES. In some 
localities, these taxes are levied when property changes 
hands or when a real estate loan is made. 

MORTGAGE INSURANCE PREMIUMS. A fee to a 
company or government agency which guarantees the 
lender against loss if you fail to make your payments. This 
insurance is often required if the loan will exceed 80 
percent of the property’s value or if it is insured by the 
federal Housing Administration (FHA), This kind of policy 
should not be confused with mortgage life or disability 
insurance policies designed to pay off your mortgage in 
your behalf in the event of your physical disability or 
death. Such policies are available should you desire to 
purchase them, but are not usually required by lenders. 

ESCROW FEES. When funds to adjust taxes, 


insurance or interest are needed, or when documents must 


be held prior to recording by a third party (escrow agent), 
escrow fees may appear on the statement. In some areas an 
escrow agent handles the entire settlement. 
MISCELLANEOUS. Notary fees, inspection fees, 
charges for photographs of the property, a schedule of 


mortgage payments, and other incidental expenses payable 
by either buyer or seller may appear on the statement. 
ADJUSTMENT OF PREPAID ITEMS SUCH AS 
REAL ESTATE TAXES AND MUNICIPAL SERVICE 
CHARGES, Now let's talk about “prepaid items.” Suppose 
the builder or seller had paid the entire year's taxes on the 
hosue, but sells before the year is over. He is entitled to a 
refund from the buyer for the portion of the year that the 
‘buyer will own the house, This also is true for special 
assessments, such as those for street or sewer 


’ ‘improvements, and for property insurance if an existing 


policy is being transferred to the new owner. In addition, 
the lending institution may require that “escrow” or 
“Impound” accounts be set up to pay bills for taxes, 
assessments, property insurance, or mortgage insurance 
premiums which fall due in the future. (This must be done 
if the loan is FHA - insured.) At the closing, it may be 
necessary to pay enough into the account to cover these 
amounts for several months so that funds will be available 
to pay the bills as they fall due. 


Q. Are there any steps I can take to reduce the 
settlement costs I have to pay? 

A. Here is a check list of actions you should consider: 

* Before you sign the sales contract, negotiate with 
the seller to share with him the costs of such items as the 
settlement or escrow fee, title insurance, survey, and 
transfer taxes, 

* If a survey is required, commit the seller to give you 
his old survey and an affidavit that no changes have been 
made in the structures on the property which would 
overlap the boundaries. Many lenders will accept this in lieu 
of a new survey. 

* Find out which title insurance company wrote the 
policy the seller bought when he purchased the house. 
Contact that company and ask for a lower rate (sometimes 
called a “reissue rate”) on your title insurance; most 
companies will reduce their charges if not too much time 
has elapsed since they last searched the title. 

* Insist on the right to choose your own lawyer, title 
company, surveyor, or other necessary suppliers of 
settlement services. Don’t delegate this right to a real estate 
salesman or to the seller, except in newly- constructed 
housing where the builder has arranged an unusually 
favorable rate.

Watergate woes spread 


John James Audubon was 
born in Haiti about 1785, 
the illegitimate son of a 
French sea-captain. His 
father took him back to 
France where he was reared 
and where he early displayed 
a passion for nature. Every 
possible moment of his 
boyhood was spent in search 
of mosses and flowers and 
birds. 

In 1803, probably to 
escape serving with 
Napoleon's army, he 
emigrated to his _ father’s 
estate, “Mill Grove,” near 
Philadelphia. He married a 
neighbor, an English girl 
named Lucy Bakewell. Their 
life together was one of 
struggle, financial trouble, 
and separations, but Lucy's 
faith and support were 
largely responsible for 
Audubon’s ultimate success. 

The Audubons moved to 
Kentucky where they tried 
trade and real estate 
speculation, but by 1819 
Audubon was in jail for 
bankruptcy. This set-back 
started him on his unique 
career. At that time, he was 
an amateur painter but when 
he was released from jail he 
fell back on this limited 
artistic talenttand became a 
journeyman-painter, traveling 
around the countryside 
drawing portraits at $5 each, 


For the rest of his life he 
had no regular employment, 
but he set for himself a 
monumental life-work, cre- 
ating a pictorial record of all 
the birds of America. 
Audubon knew that he was 
neither a gifted nor an 
instinctive artist; it took him 
20 years of dogged effort to 
achieve the delicacy and 
mastery for which he is so 
admired. 

In 1820, he worked his 
way down the Mississippi on 
a flatboat, making notes and 
drawing and observing birds 
all the way. Lucy and their 
sons, John and Victor, 
joined him a year later, and 
for the next six years 
Audubon used New Orleans 


as a base from which he 
wandered to gather 
speciments and information. 
Lucy opened a private 
school where her husband 
occasionally taught drawing 
or French and sometimes 
music and dancing. It was 
Lucy who kept the family 
solvent, leaving Audubon 
free to follow his dream - 
which was to become a 
national heritage.

Audubon, 


watching 
civilization seep across the 
land, was convinced that no 
one in the future would have 
his opportunities for ob- 
serving wildlife in_ its 
primeval state. He applied 


himself relentlessly to re- 
cording the appearance, 
habitats and habits of 
American birds. 

He was at home in the 
wild, roaming freely through 
swamps, woods, fields, and 
along the coastlines, carrying 
only scant supplies and his 
sketching materials, living 
much in the manner of the 
wild things he sketched. 

Back home, when con- 
verting sketches into final 
paintings, Audubon used 
unorthodox combinations of 
water-color, ink, pencil, 
crayon, pastel, and egg-white 
in order to capture the 
subtle sheens and colors and 
reproduce the textures of 
plumage and beaks and 
claws. 

After one unsuccessful 
attempt to have his work 
published in Philadelphia, he 


took his portfolio to 
England in 1826. In London, 
he was an overnight sen- 
sation. Unannounced, he 
suddenly appeared, a true 
woodsman from the 
American frontier, young, 
handsome, slender, brown 
curls to his shoulders, telling 
strange tales of primitive 
forests, and bearing his in- 
credible drawings. He found 
subscribers and a publisher, 
was lionized, and elected to 
learned societies. 

The attention didn’t spoil 
him, but it didn’t make him 
rich. He was reduced to 
hack-work in order to live, 
and it was three years before 
he could return to the 
patient Lucy. Audubon’s 
great work, The Birds of 
America, was published in 
installments between 1827 
and 1838. During that time, 
he was based in London but 
made three extended visits 
to America to expand and 
replenish his original 
portfolio. 

Audubon was aided in his 
work by several assistants, 
advisors, and friends. Latin 
nomenclature bothered him, 
and so at times did English, 
which was not his native 
tongue. He sought and 
received help with the text 


for The Birds of America. 


On his travels, he frequently 
took an assistant to help in 
Painting backgrounds and 
flowers. He trained his sons 
to follow in his footsteps 
and take over from him 
should he fall sick or die. 
Both boys became respected 
artists in their own right. 

In 1843, the aging 
Audubon made his last trip 
into the wilderness to collect 
material for his second and 
last great work, The 
Vivaparous Quadrupeds _ of 
North America. He died in 
1851. No other single per- 
son, artist or naturalist, has 
taught us so much about the 
birds of our land; in many 
ways, we still see them 
through the eyes of this 
genius. 


WASHINGTON — The 
Watergate Woes. which 
bedevil President Nixon, 
have spread to other world 
leaders. 


In Russia, for instance. 
party chairman Leonid 
Brezhnev had to overcome 
powerful opposition before 
he could establish friendly 
relations with Nixon, 
Brezhnev, therefore. must 
show his rivals in the 
Kremlin that his new friend- 
ship with Nixon will benefit 
Russia. As Watergate erodes 


‘Nixon's authority, it also 


reduces Brezhnev's chances 
to make favorable diplo- 
matic and economic deals. 
The impeachment or resig- 
nation of Nixon, according to 
intelligence reports, could 
bring on the overthrow of 
Brezhnev. 


In China, Premier Chou 
En-lai also encountered bit 
ter opposition when he be- 
friended Nixon. The weaken- 
ing of Nixon, therefore, also 
weakens Chou. 


In Japan, Premier Tanaka 
is beset with problems that 
have plunged his popularity 
to an all-time low. He needs 
helpful decisions out of 
Washington, as the two allies 
hecome competitors for 
world trade and ail 


resources. Nixon's unpopu- 
larity, therefore, increases 
Tanaka's unpopularity. 


In England, Prime Minis- 
ter Heath is plagued with ris- 
ing prices and sinking politi- 
cal fortunes. His adminis- 
tration has also been sullied 
by a sex scandal. In France, 
President Pompidou is politi- 
cally beleagured and physi- 
cally in poor health. Both 
leaders are associated in the 
public mind with Nixon. 


And this has become a 
liability around the world. 


CIA Embarrassed: No one is 
more embarrassed over the 
Watergate fiasco than the 
professionals at the Central 
Intelligence Agency. Two of 
the waterbuggers, E. Howard 
Hunt and James McCord, are 
CIA veterans. Their bungling 


could give the profession a 
bad name. 


For example, Hunt dis- 
guised himself in a CIA wig 
when he flew out to Denver to 
suborn the testimony of ITP’s 
Dita Beard. But Hunt put on 
the wig crooked. A profes- 
sional disguises himself to 
look as inconspicuous as 
possible. Hunt, in his pre- 
posterous ill-fitting red wig, 
attracted attention to him- 
self. 


McCord was supposed to 
be an expert in the art of 
electronic eavesdropping —. 
in the words of the trade, “a 
good wire man.” But he used 
the equipment and methods 
of a bumbling novice. 


The listening device police 
recovered inside the Water- 
gate was bulky and obsolete. 
Such bugs are known as 
‘throwaway’ equipment, 
which are sometimes planted 
by seedy practitioners of the 
bug-sweeping trade. Then 
they pretend to discover the 
devices later for the benefit 
of naive clients. 


Professionals could have 
bugged Democratic party 
headquarters with sophisti- 
cated devices that could 
never have been detected. 
McCord's bug was so obsolete 
that Washington policemen, 
who discovered it, thought it 
was an explosive device and 
called the bomb squad in- 
stead of the wiretap experts. 


Inside the CIA, meanwhile, 
the professionals are mor- 
tified. 


Vote Jockeying: The new 
electronic voting system in 
the House permits the 
congressmen to change their 
votes at will during the 15 
minutes allotted for each roll 
call. Unlike the old voice-vot- 
ing system, there is no record 
of the vote change. 


Our spies on the House 
floor, however, report there 
was a lot of vote jockeying 
over the pay raise for 
congressmen. The majority 
finally voted down the pay 
hike by 81 votes, but not until 
there had been some frantic 
fiddling with the electronic 
levers. 


As many as 35 congress- 


men hastily changed their 
votes in the waning seconds 
of the tally. These congress- 
men, apparently, hoped to 
get their fat increases now 
and worry about the voter 
reaction later. But the last 
minute, they saw the pay 


raise would be narrowly {/ 
defeated. They quickly * 


switched their votes. there- 
fore, so they could look good 
at home. 


The last-minute switches 
made ir the House appear 
more self-sacrificing than it 
was. The pay raise would 
have lost by less than a dozen 
votes before the switching 
began. But once they saw the 
pay bill was doomed for 
defeat. several congressmen 
suddenly became statesmen 
and voted to save the tax- 
payers money. 


The Profiteers: Now that the 
price freeze is over, con- 
sumers have seen food prices 
soar out of sight. This h 
raised suspicions that 
unscrupulous businessmen 
have used the freeze as a pre- 
tense for profiteering. 


In other words, some far- 
mers and merchants ap- 
parently have boosted their 
prices higher than they 
would have risen naturally if 
there had been no freeze at

“They” are some 31 high 
school science teachers from 
Alabama, Florida and 
Mississippi, and the program is 
the CHEM-Study institute, an 
eight-week graduate level 
program in chemistry designed 
especially for high school 
teachers. 

Montevallo hosted the 
institute this year for the 
second successive summer on a 
grant from the National 
Science Foundation. It was the 
only CHEM-Study program 
conducted in the nation. 

CHEM-Study is a new 
approach to the study of 
chemistry which a has captured 
the imagination of teachers and 
scientists everywhere. 
International in scope and 
application, the original 
concept has been translated into 
more than a dozen languages 
including Russian. 

It is different from earlier 
methods of teaching in that the 
learning sequence is somewhat 
reversed . . laboratory work 
comes ahead of class work and 
lectures. 

Institute director Dr. Aris 
Merijanian, chairman and 
professor of chemistry at U.M., 
pointed out that this approach 
better reinforces what the 
student learns because he sees 
it first through exper- 
imentation and then draws 
conclusions as to its meaning 
and significance. 

Merijanian said the program 
uses the most up to date 
materials on this subjec in the 
nation, noth noting that the 
CHEM-Study textbook is on 
the state’s approved list. He 
said one of the program’s 
biggest advantages is that it 
costs significantly less than the 
classical laboratory approach,

Diabetes is a funny thing. It 
‘an be one of the most serious 
f all health problems, and if 
eft untreated, it can lead to 
liabetic coma and death, but it 
loesn’t have to. With the 
yroper care and _ traiging, 
liabetes is littke more than an 
nconvenience. 


For some young diabetics, 
’amp Seale Harris, operated by 
he Alabama Diabetes 
Association, has been the 
urning point, the place where 
hey learned to deal with their 
ondition. One of these 
‘oungsters is Terry Lee Colley 
if Helena. 


Terry is nineteen years old 
iow, and no longer really 
jualifies as a “‘youngster”, but 
tis diabetic condition was 
liscovered at the age of seven. 
‘rom that time to the age of 
hirteen, Terry went from one 
ninor crisis to another .. . it’s 
ard to slow down a boy that 
ge. 

Parents can help, of course, 
sut the natural reaction is 


overprotection. A mother’s 
natural reaction is to take no 
chances at all. All of this 
changed for Terry Lee Colley, 
however, because he learned to 
take care of himself at Camp 
Seale Harris. 

For a youngster in this area, 
camp starts with a bus ride to 
Scoutshire Woods, near 
Citronelle, about thirty miles 
north of Mobile. On the bus 
are other young people with 
the same problem. They come 
from all walks of life, but they 
have one thing in common... 
diabetes. 

At Camp Seale Harris, the 
youngsters live in the out of 
doors, have a normal camping 
experience, and develop a 
healthy interest in sports and 
campcraft. Another goal of the 
camp is to help the campers 
learn to care for themselves. 

The campers attend daily 
classes and learn to perform 
urine tests, administer their 
own insulin and adjust and 
control their own diet. The 
staff doctors try, insofar as is 
possible, to bring each child’s

The activities at the camp 
include swimming and boating 
lessons, supervised by Red 
Cross instructors, horseback 
riding, archery, riflery, 
campceratt, fishing, organized 
games and skits and group 
singing around the campfire at 
night. 

According to Mrs. Colley, 
Camp Seale Harris has paid big 
dividends for Terry Lee. He has 
learned that if he follows the 
proper program for controlling 
his diabetic condition, he can 
live a normal life, and if he 
doesn’t, he can’t. That may 
seem like a cold, hard fact of 
life, to teach a thirteen year 
old boy, but it is a lesson that 
must be learned. 

Has Terry Colley 
learned the lesson? Well, he’s 
nineteen years old now, and 
has a beautiful wife named 
Karen. He is attending Camp 
Seale Harris again this year, but 
this time he is a counselor, 
helping the younger children 
learn what he knows, 

At the close of camp last 
summer, Terry Lee Colley was 
awarded a trophy. The trohpy 
was not given for anything he 
did while at camp, but for 
something he did at home. He 
administered mouth to mouth 
resuscitation to a heart attack 
victim and, according to 
doctors, was instrumental in 
saving the man’s life.

Appropriate, timely and 
fully justified have been the 
recent celebrations throughout 
the United States honoring our 
“uncrowned kings” -- better 
known as our returned 
Prisoners of War. Some families 
have experienced the 
inexpressible joy of being 
reunited. They have been able 
to weather the separation, 
time, and distance involved and 
pick up the thread of their 
story and no doubt will “live 
happily ever after”. This is as it 
should be, and no one is 
happier over this situation than 
the writer, Others have not 
been so fortunate. Changed 
conditions brought about 
shattered dreams; and broken 
hearts and homes resulted. This 
is one of the tragedies caused 
by the Vietnam fracas. But 
what I keep wondering about 
this morning is -- when the 
final chapter will be written 
involving those whose 
whereabouts are not yet 
known; and how much longer 
their families can endure the 
crashing silence that continues 
to surround their fate. 

For instance, factual records 
reveal that trapped somewhere 
in limbo between the living and 
the dead, are 1,363 US, 
servicemen reported missing in 
action in Vietnam, There is 
only one solution can

alleviate their wives anxiety, 
suspense and heartaches and 
that is the return of these men.

affairs exist? Will the final 
chapter ever be written? 

True, the federal 
government is trying to lessen 
some of the hardships of the 
fatherless ones by awarding 
sums of money and benefits to 
their wives. Records reveal if a 
husband’s status changes, from 
MIA to KIA (Missing in 
Action, to Killed in Action) 
government aid increases and 
this monetary consideration 
naturally helps in a material 
manner but the suspense 
continues, 

However, this humanitarian 
gesture speaks volumes for our 
American way of life for it 
shows how important the 
individual and his problems are 
to this country. We read, for 
instance, of one widow who 
found she was eligible for 
payments 


totaling $91,000 


initially and $822 a month 
thereafter. Once a death 
certificate is issued, according 
to this article, a widow is 
eligible for immediate payment 
of $15,000 in National 
Survivors Life Insurance. Other 
monetary compensation 
includes special savings trust 
funds, immediate gratuity 
payments, social security tax 
refunds and payments, a 
monthly dependent indemnity 
compensation and educational 
assistance. 

The vast majority of our 
servicemen performed valiantly 
in a war-torn land far away 
from their native homes, 
among strange people and 
unfamiliar surroundings, it is 
only right that we honor them 
by attempting to take care of 
the material needs of their 
loved ones they left behind 
when the clarion call came 
from Uncle Sam to again fight 
to preserve our priceless 
heritage of freedom. This 
definitely is the least we can 
do. 

In the meantime -- for 
members of his family -- the 
long, lonely, suspense- filled 
vigil continues!

The last half of the month 
of July was filled with travel 
and adventure for eight scouts 
and scouters from Alabaster 
and Helena. A combined 
expedition made up of six 
members of Alabaster Troop 
548 and two members of 
Helena Troop 532 left 
Alabaster on July 16 bound for 
the Charles L. Sommers 
Wilderness Canoe Base near 
Ely, Minnesota and the 
Canadian Border. 


On the trip North the scouts 
visited several famous cities 
and places of interest. The first 
day of the trip the expedition 
toured a portion of historic 
mammoth cave in Mammoth 
Cave National Park and 
finished up the day in 
Louisville, Kentucky.

r “America’s Dairyland” as they 


crossed Wisconsin en route to 
Duluth, Minn. In Duluth they 
were treated to a cruise on 
Lake Superior and a tour of 
Duluth Harbor which is the 
western terminus of the St. 
Lawrence Seaway. On this tour 


the scouts saw ships from 
around the world including 
part of the fleet owned by 
Aristotle’ Onassis of Greece, 
and the world’s largest grain 
elevators. 


Then on July 19 the 
expedition arrived at its 
destination in America’s 
northwoods at the Charles L. 
Sommers Wilderness Canoe 
Base. The base is one of the 
few high adventure camps 
operated by the Boy Scouts of 
America. The first day at the 
base was spent checking out 
equipment, packing food, and 
getting acquainted with the 
expeditions wilderness guide, 
The guide for the expedition 
was Bill Munger of Duluth, 
Minn., who is an expert in 
canoeing and wilderness 
camping. 


After passing through 
Canadian customs the 
following morning the group’ 
began a nine day canoe 
journey into the wilderness of 
Quetico Provincial Park, 
Ontario, Canada and the 
Boundry WAters Canoe Area 
of Superior National Forest. 
During those nine days the 
expedition paddled and 
portaged nearly 150 miles 
through crystal clear lakes, saw 
large waterfalls, caught large

trouts, marveled at spectacular 
double rainbows, tried to 
Indian 
paintings, and ate fresh 
blueberries which were growing 
by the millions. 

They were also constantly 
reminded that they were only 
visitors in an area virtually 
unaffected by man. They knew 
this when they were forced to 
battle strong headwinds and 
large white-capping waves with 
their canoes, when down pours 
of rain partially filled their 
canoes with water, when they 
became experts at slapping 
biting mosquitos, and when it 
was necessary for each person 
to carry either an 85 pound 
pack or canoe over rocky, 
muddy portage trails for 
distances up to one and 
one-forth miles, 

When the group returned to 
civilization they did so with 
pride in having met the 
challenge of the wilderness, 
and a better understanding of 
the hardships encountered by 
the early explorers and settlers 
of North America.

Conducting research for a 
graduate course in traffic law 
were Robert Helms, Munford; 
Truman McLeod, Talladega; 
Richard Moon, Gardendale; 
and Barry Owen, Tuscaloosa. 
All are driver education 
teachers working toward 
master’s degrees at Montevallo. 

They used a four- point 
approach to the project: (1) 
study last year’s accident 
report forms to determine 
causes of accidents, ages of 
persons involved, time, day and 
weather conditions; (2) locate 
and count accidents to spot 
**trouble” areas; (3) survey 
both cities, intersection by 
intersection, to establish 
needed corrections to traffic 
flow problems; and (4) 
categorize citations issued in 
1972, listing cause, time of 
day, age and sex of persons 
involved. 

Results of their study have 
been presented to city officials 
in both municipalities, 

The Montevallo study 
involved research on some 95 
traffic accidents. Of these, 12 
occurred in wet weather, 17 
occurred in cloudy weather, 
and a whopping majority of 66 
occurred on clear days, 

Three of the most 
dangerous areas are the stretch 
of Alabama Highway 25 


extending through Montevallo, 
the junction of state highways 
25 and 119, and the traffic- 
heavy block of Main Street 
between Middle and Vine 
Streets, A total of 15 accidents 
occurred at these points, 

By far the largest number of 
traffic citations -- some 125 - - 
were issued for speeding, 
followed by no driver’s license, 
76; reckless driving, 74; driving 
while intoxicated, 34; and 
highway intoxication, 16, 

While the latter charge 


“doesn’t involve operation of a 


vehicle, the subject is still a 
traffic hazard and must be 
counted in a study of this 
nature, 

More accidents occurred 


. (23), and more tickets were 


given (102), on Saturday than 
on any other day of the week. 
Thursday is the light day in 
both these categories: only 
eight accidents during the year, 
and only 32 tickets issued. 


An interesting statistic crops 
up in the who- caused- the- 
accident and the who-got- the- 
citation categories. 

Of all citations issued in 
1972, men received 96 percent 
against four percent to women 
drivers, In determining who 
caused accidents, it was found 
that men did indeed cause 70 
percent, but the winsome 
women were up to 30 percent

Not surprisingly, every year 1 receive hundreds of 
letters from Alabamians complaining about the burden of 
complying with the Federal bureaucracy’s demands for 
more and more information, much of which serves no 
useful purpose. Small businessmen describe these demands 
as reaching crisis proportions, | welcome these letters and 
work diligently to render such assistance as I can. 

Each year the Federal bureaucracy generates more 
than 2 billion pieces of paper, which adds up to 10 forms to 
be filled out each year for every man, woman and child in 
the United States, 

By one estimate, it costs American taxpayers about 
$18 billion a year at all levels of Government just to print, 
shuffle and sort all of these forms, and it costs small 
businessmen another $18 billion a year just to fill out the 
different forms. This cost, of course, is passed on to 
consumers, which means, you and me. 

Anyone operating a small business with an annual 
gross income of less that $30,000-which is small, indeed, 
for a business--is required to file about 52 different tax 
forms in the course of one year, Because of the complexity 
of these forms, outside assistance is almost certainly 
required, so the firm least able to pay for outside assistance 
is the one most likely to need it. 

Regulatory agencies are among the worst offenders in 
creating the paperwork burden. The Federal 
Communications Commission for example, requires a small 
radio station in a small community to provide the same 
information for its license renewal application as a radio 
station in a metropolitan area. One small station reported 
that its license renewal package weighed 45 pounds. 

The Social Security Administration is another Agency 
known for its ability to spawn red tape as it posts the 
accounts of 95 million American workers. According to 
findings of the Senate Select Committee on Small Business, 
savings to small employers could reach $235 million a year 
if only social security form number 741-the quarterly 
report-was eliminated, 

There is no wonder, then, that the small business 
community in the United States is gravely concerned about 
the enormous growth of the Federal information and 


statistical reporting system. This vast burden of paperwork 


is not only costly, but it leaves the small businessman, as 
well as other Americans, with the feeling that the 
government doesn’t trust him. 

In my judgement, Congress should give the 
Comptroller General of the United States paperwork 
control powers over the form-issuing agencies of 
government. If this is done and if all other agencies exert 
restraint, the flood of forms can be reduced and Americans 
can unwind themselves from the tangle of red tape that

MONTGOMERY - - Passage of a $1.172 billion 
two-year budget for education will be a major 
accomplishment of the current Alabama Legislature, which 
has but three days left in its turbulent 1973 session. 

It was a significant accomplishment because it 
marked a new day in the process of receiving and spending 
revenue from taxes in that the forces of education refused 
to let the state administration tuck away a large portion of 
those revenues for political game-playing. 

When the new biennial budget was first talked about 
late last year, the forecast of revenue from the taxes which 
support education was $1.152 billion for the next two 
years. Administration spokesmen and legislative leaders 
clung to that figure throughout the next eight or nine 
months as though it had been inscribed on the holy stones. 

But somewhere back in the early spring, University of 
Alabama economists predicted that revenue would be much 
higher than the state was predicting. 

Education leaders from all segments of education 
jumped on the University forecast like a hungry bass on a 
June bug and began a long, steady and persistent pressure 
for a much larger budget than the administration was 
willing to write. 

Two weeks ago, Dr. Paul Hubbert, the energetic and 
resourceful director of the Alabama Education Association, 
put out a call for teachers to come to Montgomery and 
come they did. They packed the Capitol corridors, 
balconies and the legislative rotunda to the extent that 
messengers could hardly get back and forth between the 
two legislative chambers, 

When the teachers come to town in this manner, they 
are known as “Hubbert’s Herd” and they are the most 
effective lobbying group in the state. Many of them don’t 
know enough details of the budget to argue convincingly, 
they just impress the legislature with the cold, hard 
statement, “‘We want more.” 

The legislature got the message, because after two 
days of dodging teachers all over the Capitol, a small group 
of senators got together and decided that it, and the 
administration, was just going to have to admit that there 
was going to be more money available than they had 
forecast. 

The new “finding” amounted to around $38 million 
and $20 million of it was added to the operating and 
maintenance budget for education. “Hubbert’s Herd” then 
dissolved and the $1.172 billion budget was passed.

In bowing to the pressure of educators, the legislature 
admitted what has been known all along - - administration 
forecasts of revenue are deliberately light. The Finance 
Department's budget officer, James V. “Jake” Jordan, is as 
capable a forecaster as anyone in or outside of the state, He 
has wisely been conservative in his estimates because he was 
the man who bore the brunt of the proration of budgets 
battle some 10 to 15 years ago, ' 

But he is employed by the administration and is loyal 
to whoever is governor, In all fairness, the governor is wise 
to be conservative so that he will avoid the pitfall of 
proration, or cutting back as the fiscal year draws to a close 
when money begins to run out. 

But it has been the practice to underestimate and the 
resulting surplus makes the administration look good and 
gives it a chance to play games with the appropriation of 
the surplus, 


In 1973, that game came to an end,

AND THE THIRD PRESIDENT OF THE UNITED STATES 


In the last years of the 
18th century and for the first 
halt of the 19th century, 
architecture and the arts in 
America and Europe were 
influenced by a passion for 
antiquity. The term applied 
to that period is 
Neo-Classicism, or the Classic 
Revival. 

Fads and fashions spring 
up for many reasons, but 
Neo-Classicism is traceable to 
the discovery of the remains 
of Pompeii. Excavation there 
began in 1748, This event, 
and concurrent early 
archaeological investigations 
in Greece, stimulated 
enthusiasm for archaeology 
and the clothes and 
furnishings of the ancient 
world, in France, the Empire 
style, fostered by Napoleon, 
was an attempt at imitating 
the life of the palmier days of 
the Roman Empire. 

If the Classic Revival was 
popular in Europe, it was to 
be a mania in America. 
Columns in the classic style 
appeared not only on 
mansions in the south and on 
courthouses and banks across 
the land, but also on country 
stores and humble 
farmhouses. After the 
Revolutionary War the 
Neo-Classic style of 
architecture really caught on, 
and the prime mover in 
establishing it here was 
Thomas Jefferson, our third 
President and major author of 
the Declaration of 
Independence. 

Jefferson, a statesman and 
philosopher, also was a 
scientist and architect. A

scholar-gentleman, he was 
interested in every aspect of 
human activity. He has been 
called ‘‘one of the last great 
figures in the humanistic 
tradition of the Renaissance.” 

Thomas Jefferson became 
fascinated by architecture 
when he was a student at the 
College of William and Mary 
in Williamsburg, Va. 
Although he was an adept 
draughtsman, his interest in 
architecture came mainly 
through reading and over the 
years he assembled the 
country’s then largest library 
on architectural subjects. 

Jefferson sought to create 
a native architecture which 
would visually express the 
political ideals of the young 
nation. Through his classical 
studies, he had been attracted 
to Roman law and literature. 
When he became Minister to 
France he developed an 
interest in Roman 
architecture. He saw fine 
examples of Roman buildings 
in the south of France and, in 
Paris, he talked with the 
neo-classicist stylists 
responsible for the revival 
taking place there. 

Jefferson was looking for 
something dignified and 
imposing, but not heavy, and 
Roman architecture seemed 
to have these qualities. His 
design of the state capitol at 
Richmond, Va., (1785) 
clearly was an adaptation of a 
Roman temple at Nimes in 
southern France. 

When he was only 26 he 
had built himself a house 
atop a hill in Charlottesville, 
Va., and called it Monticello. 


The legislature worked all last week fashioning a bond

return from France, he 
rebuilt the house along 
Roman lines. in fact, he 
designed the estate, both 
agriculturally and 
architecturally, as a typical 
Roman villa. 

Jefferson was a practical 
person with an analytical 
mind and a sense of social 
responsibility. All his life he 
performed best in a planning 
capacity: he was not 
flamboyant and was only a 
fair public speaker. It is not 
surprising, therefore, to 
discover that he was one of 
the great architectural 
planners of his age. 

When the city of 
Washingtonwas being laid 
out by the French engineer, 
Charles L’Enfant, Jefferson 
was President Washington's 
Secretary of State. He 
exercised influence on the 
planning of the city and 
many of its monuments, It 
seems fitting that he was to 
be in 1801 the first President 
to be inaugurated in that city. 

After 1809, Jefferson 
retired to Monticello. From 
1817 until his death in 1826, 
he assisted in the founding 
and early management of the 
University of Virginia. He 
planned not only the 
buildings but also the 
curriculum of the university, 
now one of our great 
educational institutions. The 
campus buildings there are 
among the best examples of 
the Classic Revival in the 
country. 


WASHINGTON — Sources 
close to President Nixon say 
he is in a fighting mood. 


Several weeks ago, he or- 
dered his new counsel Fred 
Buzhardt to prepare coun- 
tercharges against the 
Democrats. Buzhardt investi- 
gated charges, for example, 
that George McGovern's 
campaign aides bribed black 
voters three dollars a head in 
some states.

Buzhardt inquired into 
other reports that the late 
President Lyndon Johnson 
carted off truckloads of 
White House property, in- 
cluding 50 TV sets, when he 
left the White House.

President Nixon, therefore, 
has pretty much given up the 
idea of blasting back at the 
Democrats with coun- 
tercharges. Instead, he will 
take the offensive against 
Congress. He will accuse 
Congress of using Watergate 
irresponsibly to undermine 
the presidency, 

He will hold Congress 
responsible for anything that 
may happen in Cambodia 
because of the congres- 
sionally ordered bomb halt. 
He will also try to blame Con- 
gress for high prices and con- 
sumer shortages. 

Richard Nixon, apparently, 
hasn't changed his combative 
nature. 

Prices and Politics: White 
House sources claim that 
President Nixon ignored the 
advice of his economic ad- 
visers and tried to play 
politics with prices. This has

The 
price freeze forced bakeries 
to go out of business, poultry 
producers to kill their baby 
chicks and ranchers to stop 
butchering their cattle. This 
increased the shortages, 
leaving the demand greater 
and the supply smaller. 

Now the President has 
been forced to lift the lid off 
prices. The more he lifts, the 
higher prices will shoot out of 
control. Perhaps it proves 
that economists know more 
than politicians about 
economics. 

High Cost of Homes: The 
news that the government 
has spent nearly $10 million 
on President Nixon’s homes 
came at a bad time. Never 
has housing been so expen- 
sive for the President’s 
homes in California and 
Florida. Yet the average 
American can't afford a new 
home for himself. 

Land prices have been 
multiplying across the coun- 
try. The cost of lumber, wall 
board and other basic hous- 
ing materials has shot up 
more than 30 per cent in the 
past year. 


‘ Worst of all are the interest 


rates, which have now hit a 
record high. This has added 
thousands of dollars to the 
costs of most homes. The 
home builders report that ev- 
ery time the interest rate 
goes up another percentage 
point, it drives 3.5 million 
families out of the housing 
market. 

All of this has created a 
housing crisis. A study shows 
that a $6,000, 1948-model 


home in New York City’s 
Levittown is now selling for 
$40,000. In the Miami area, 


the same time that they find 
out the President has been 
squandering the taxpayers’ 
money on his own homes. 

Kissinger and Chou: Foreign 
policy czar Henry Kissinger is 
preparing for another round 
of talks with Chinese Premier 
Chou En-lai. Sparring with 
Chou has become Kissinger's 
favorite diplomatic sport. 
Kissinger has found the 
Chinese leader to be the mos 
stimulating diplomatic an- 
tagonist he has met. 

On Kissinger’s first mission 
to Peking, for example, he 
delivered a carefully pre- 
pared speech. He employed 
all his diplomatic skill to say 
just the right things. He 
wound up by appealing for 
better understanding bet- 
ween the two countries.

outlawed on Lay Lake

There will be no commercial 
net fishing in Lay Lake. The 
test case which started in 
waters off the Shelby County 
shore last winter was decided 
in federal court last week. 

Federal District Judge 
Frank M. Johnson heard 
testimony for seven hours 
before handing down the 
decision which in effect, 
upheld the powers of the 
Alabama State Department of 
Conservation to regulate net 
fishing in waters that have been 
stocked with salt water stripe 
bass. 

Commercial fishermen 
through two associations had 
accumulated evidence to 
support their case in trying to 
open the Coosa River and 
other rivers of south Alabama 
to net fishing. It is known that 


Lay Lake and Mitchell Lakes 
on the Coosa have great 
quantities of fish that the 
commercial net fishermen 
would like to take. 

A legal hassle developed last 
winter over the rights of net 
fishermen to fish in the Coosa. 
The Conservation Department 
put down a regulation in 
December that commercial net 
fishing was illegal in waters 
that the department had 
stocked with salt water stripe. 
This included the Coosa River 
and many other rivers of the 
state. The commercial 
fishermen hoped to prove that 
the department’s ruling was 
invalid. 

To test the case, fishermen 
continued to use nets after the 
ruling was made, and several 
arrests were made by local 
conservation officers.

against the Conservation 
Department and the state, 

But Judge Johnson found 
that there was no evidence of 
illegal searches, or harassment 
or illegal confiscation made by 
the officers. 

Johnson had ruled earlier 
that most ‘of the charges 
brought by the fishermen were 
not within the jurisdiction of 
federal courts, but should be 
handled by state courts. 

The hearing last week was 
only on charges brought by the 
fishermen that conservation 


officers in effect did not have 
the right to search or 
confiscate their equipment and 
fish. Judge Johnson's ruling 
upheld the right of the 
conservation department to 
enforce its regulations. 

Captain Lightsey told the 
Reporter, “Had the decision 
gone the other way, it would 
have hampered the 
perpetuation of our game and 
fish resources for years to 
come and the enforcement of 
our program.” 

The many game fishermen 
who enjoy fishing Lay Lake are 
overjoyed at the decision, 
although many of them 
concede that it might improve 
game fishing if some of the 
so-called “rough fish” that the 
commercial fishermen are 
interested in were taken from 
the river. 


Board of Education 
to wait and see

The Shelby County Board 
of Education has decided to 
wait and see what the state 
legislature does with a 
proposed $120 million bond 
issue for school construction 
before going ahead with a local 
bond issue. The local issue was 
planned some time ago to 
cover the $1.5 million cost of 
the new Pelham High School 
plus several other construction 
projects amounting to 
$500,000. If the $120 million 
is approved by the legislature, 
Shelby County’s share would 
be $1,370,000. 


The board also approved the 


revised salary schedule for 
teachers and a 13.72 percent 
pay increase for annual 


employees. The 13.72 percent 
increase amounts to the same 
as that received by the 
teachers. Teachers with a B.A. 
will receive an additional 
$1,000 per year, those with an 
M.A. will be granted a $1,140 
increase, and those with AA 
certification will receive a $600 
increase. 

The increase in teacher’s 
salaries will be paid for by the 
state except for a small number 
of special locally employed 
teachers. According to Elvin 
Hill, Superintendent of 
Education for Shelby County, 
almost 50 teachers were 
employed in the county last 
year above the number 
allocated by the state but the 
number has now dropped to 
near 40. 

The board also took action 
to fight the results of inflation 
in the operation of the school 
system. Hill told the board that 
local school principals, in a 
recent meeting, recommended 
an increase in the price of 
school lunches. The 


administrators cited increased 
labor costs and drastically 
increased food costs as the 
reason for the recommenda- 
tion. 

Last year, school lunches 
were priced from 35 cents to 
45 cents. Under the new 
pricing, the lunches would cost 
from 50 cents in elementary 
schools to 55 cents in junior 
and senior high schools. There 
would also be a one dollar 
charge for adults. According to 
Hill, many principals were not 
sure that the lunchrooms could 
be operated as they had been 
in the past because of the food 
shortage and the resulting lack 
of government commodities. 

The board also increased the 
amount of money allocated to 
each school for janitorial 
services and supplies. Until this 
year, the board has allowed 
only two dollars per pupil per 
year for this purpose. Under 
this plan, only $1,000 per year 
is allowed for maintenance of a 
school serving 500 students. 
The board doubled this 
amount, noting that enough 
money was still not being 
provided to properly take care 
of buildings. 

In the past, administrators 
at each individual school have 
been responsible for providing 
funds for@this purpose, and 
have been forced to resort to 
doughnut sales and other fund- 
raising drives to generate the 
needed money. According to 


board member James D. 
Seaman, the 100 percent 
increase will at least let the 


principals of each school know 
that the board is doing what it 
can to help solve the problem. 

In other action, the board 
set September 5 as the date for 
opening bids for construction 
of the new high school in 
Pelham.

Jack and Jill went up the 
hill to fetch a pail of water. 
That sounds well and good for 
a nursery rhyme, but if Jack 
and Jill got their water from a 
well in Shelby County, the 
chances are better than three 
out of ten that they wouldn't 
be happy with what they got. 

The next time you settle 
back with that great big glass 


of ice tea made from well 
water, you might consider the 
fact that 35 percent of all 
private water supplies tested by 
the Alabama Department of 
Public Health contained four 
of more colonies of coliform 
bacteria, the presence of which 
indicates the possibility that 
more dangerous pathogenic 
bacteria may be present.

There is, however, a 
‘brighter side to the travel 
ritual. First of all, more and 
more congressmen are 
returning with important 
fFeports that can affect na- 
tional policy. 
= Secondly, for the first time 
4n several years, the cost to 
the taxpayers decreased last 
year by 14 per cent. The cost 
of congressional junkets in 
4972 was slightly under $1 
million. This is still double 
What was spent in the late 
1960s. But it does, at least, 
represent a step in the right 
direction. 

: And third, a bill is pending 
in Congress to prohibit free 
trips for lame duck mem- 
bers. 

- We have been complaining 
for 25 years about the 
millions of dollars that are 
Squandered overseas by con- 
@ressmen who preach 
Bovernment economy at 
thome. Perhaps it hasn't all 
tbeen in vain. 

. Grain Drain: Those “amber 
‘waves of grain” heralded in 
the patriotic song “America” 
‘are the key to the food crisis. 
We face a situation unique in 
our history: The most boun- 


tiful nation on earth may find 
itself with a food shortage. 

The price of grain has gone 
out of sight, pushing up the 
prices of meat, dairy and 
bakery products. Eventually, 
though, the inflated grain 
price may have far more 
serious effects. It could cause 
a serious shortage of meat. 

It is now more profitable to 
sell grain on the world 
market than feed it to 
livestock. This already has 
reduced the number of 
animals brought to slaughter. 

Unless something is done to 
control the price of grain, the 
experts say, this country 
could be desperately short of 
beef and pork by next year. 

Ironically, our crops this 
year unquestionably are the 
largest ever harvested in 
history. Prices, therefore, 
should be low. But poor crops 
worldwide have increased 
the demand for American 
grain. Agriculture Depart- 
ment sources tell me that 
about half of our entire wheat 
crop this fall is already com- 
mitted for overseas sale. 

Nevertheless, the Nixon 
Administration is resisting all 
pleas to slap controls on grain 
exports. They claim the grain 
trade helps strengthen the 
dollar. But as usual, it's the 
American people who pay — 
in the form of higher prices

third of the people with wells 
in Shelby County are drinking 
dirty water .. . all of that stuff 
sloshing around with the ice 
cubes may not be tea. 
According to the Department 
of Public Health, fecal colonies 
are most commonly found in 
private wells and indicate the 
presence of bacteria originating 
in the intestines of warm 
blooded animals, including 
man. 

About 80 percent of the 
population of Alabama receives 
water from public supplies; the 
other 20 percent, or about 
180,000 households, are served 
from private sources. Because 
of the rapid growth rate of 
Shelby County, at least 20 
percent, and probably more, of 
the families get their water 
from wells. 

Frank Sloan, of the county 
health department, told the 
Reporter that the public water 
systems of Shelby County are 
expanding at a record pace, 
and will soon make public 
water available to more 
residents. If you now use a 
well, however, or if there is no 
public water supply where you 
plan to build, Sloan has some 
suggestions to improve the 
peace of mind, not to mention 
the lower tract. 


First, if a well is to be 
drilled, best get up with a 
licensed well driller. This 


choice may cost more at first, 
but at least the home owner 
can expect to get a good 
product. The unlicensed driller 
may cut corners and use poor 
methods of construction to 
save a few dollars. In a short 
while, there’s Mr. Average 
Well-Owner, sitting on the 
veranda, wondering if all those 
brown specks in the bottom of 
the glass are really tea leaves, 

At any rate, once the well is 
in, the new owner should have 
the water tested. If any 
harmful bacteria is found in 
the sample, an examination 
should then determine if the 
source itself is contaminated or 
if the well has been 
contaminated by surface water. 

In any case, the county 
health department is the place 
to go with any questions you 
might have on how to treat a 
well problem. In 1971, the 
legislature passed a bill forming 
the Water Well Standards 
Board for Alabama, and this 


group, along with the Alabama 


Department of Public Health 
and the county health 
department, will give any aid 
possible to help eliminate the 
micro- wigglees from your 
water. 


New city park-- 


For a better life style

When Montevallo dedicates 
its city park system this Labor 
Day, it will be the culmination 
of years of hopes and dreams 
of her citizens. 

In Montevallo’s usual style, 
there was no hurried decision 
to go ahead with a park, but 
rather years of study and 
deliberation, then months of 
searching for land and for 
funding and finally, a contract 
for construction. Before any of 
the plans took shape for the 
city park, a total design for the 
entire city was undertaken by 
the city council. After a year’s 
work by consultants trained in 
city planning, a broad general 
plan was presented to the 
council for adoption, 

In the city plan, a park was 
Suggested that would follow 
the banks of Shoal Creek with 
a pleasant drive along the 
creek. The city planners 
Suggested a bigger and more 
extensive park than finances 


allowed, and as usually 
happens, compromises had to 
be made. 


But the basic structure of 
the plan remains, and a drive 
for vehicles along the creek will 
be open for travel soon. When 
the large single park could not 
be financed, the city council 
decided that to best serve all 
the neighborhoods of the city, 
a smaller park should be built 
along the creek, and another 
park should be opened near the 
Middle School. 

Land acquisitions for the 


two tdocations took 
considerable time, and at the 
Middle School park, a house 
was bought by the city council 
and moved to another location 
to provide more open space at 
the park. 

The weather of the past 
year became a contractor’s 
nightmare as rain followed rain 
and the land was seldom dry 
enough for heavy machinery. 


Originally set for a January 1, 
1973 opening day, city 
officials extended the contract 
until Labor Day to give the 
contractor time to work 
around the unreasonable 
weather. 

Outdoor play equipment 
arrived and has been in almost 
constant use through the 
summer even though the land 
preparation was not 
completed. 


The joy on the faces of 
children as they swing high on 
the swings and go round and 
round on the whirlers is 
already a warm reward for 
many of those who have 
worked so long to make 
the park system a reality. 


When the community gets 
together on Labor Day to 
dedicate the park system, it 
will be a day of happiness, and 
a day to look forward to a 
better life style for everyone in 
Montevallo. 


Ecology can be expensive

It is inevitable that the good 
programs of the ecologists and 
the willingness of the citizens 
to pay for quality treatment of 


sewage will meet in 
confrontation. 

The Stubbs bill that has 
passed the. House of 


Representatives and is now 
pending in the State Senate 


could well be the vehicle to 


provide this type of 
confrontation in Shelby 
County. 


Under the terms of the bill, 
municipalities, developers, and 
others who discharge effluent 
into the Cahaba River or any 
of its tributaries must within 
three years of the passage of 
the act, up grade the treatment 
given the effluent to “the best 
possible treatment”. The “best 
possible treatment’’ 
requirement would also apply 
to those who will be 
discharging into the Cahaba or 
its tributaries in the future. 

In addition, the bill would 
authorize any citizen to bring 
legal actions including 
injunctive relief to enforce the 
provisions of the act. Criminal 
prosecution for violations of 
the act provide that the fine 
shall not be less than $1,000 
per day. 

The act, if passed, is sure to 


have considerable effect on 
Helena, Pelham, Alabaster, and 
the North Shelby County 
Sewage Districts plans for 
sewage programs. The city of 
Montevallo and its residents 
would be affected by the 
requirement that the sewage 
treatment plant installed in 
Montevallo in 1961 be up 
graded to the “best possible 
treatment” within three years 
after the act is signed into law. 
High quality secondary 
treatment has recently become 
a standard for the state, but 
this would not be adequate 
under the act. 


Some form of tertiary 
treatment or third stage 
treatment would be required to 
meet “‘the best possible 
treatment” standard. There are 
no municipal tertiary 
treatment systems in Alabama 
today. Conceivably, “best 
possible treatment”, could be 
beyond financial means of the 
citizens to be affected by the 
act. 


Terms of the act would have 
an adverse effect on the sale of 
bonds to finance sewage 
systems. Bond purchasers are 
likely to shy away from 
purchasing bonds for a system 
that can be halted in 
construction or in operation by 
any individual who is willing to 


engage in prolonged litigation. 

All citizens would consider 
a clean flowing Cahaba and its 
tributaries to be desirable. Yet 
if plans for sewage programs 
presently under way are 
terminated by the inability of 
municipal and county officials 
to continue with planned 
sewage programs, the 
consequence could be raw 
untreated sewage in the 
Cahaba. Septic tanks have a 
way of over flowing during rain 
periods when the ground 
becomes saturated and the 
Cahaba would ultimately 
receive that which flows 
through the ditches and stream 
lines in the Cahaba basin. Also, 
increases in septic tank 
installations usually mean more 
problems with contamination 
in wells. 

It is forseeable that citizens 
are going to have to pay for 
sewage treatment just as they 
pay for water, electrictity, and 
phone services. The questions 
raised by this act include; “Are 
citizens now ready to pay for 
“the best possible treatment’? 
“Can sewage bonds to finance 
sewage systems be sold where 
such systems must conform to 
“the best possible treatment” 
requirement to be enforced by 
any citizen in litigation that 
would prolong or stop 
construction?” 


Write a book about it

Apparently there is a book 
waiting to be written on old 
bottling works in Shelby 
County. The Reporter printed 
a letter last week from Mrs. 
Ruth Martin of Pelham noting 
that her husband had found a 
bottle stamped ‘‘Helena 
Bottling Co.” and asking if 
anyone had any information 
about it. 

Several telephone calls have 
come in to the Reporter office 
and each caller has added new 
facts to the history of the 
Helena Bottling Company. 

Mrs. Willie M. Williams told 
us that her family moved to 
Helena in 1909 and the 
bottling works was in progress 
then. Joe Pledger ran the plant 
and his daughter, Hattie, was a 
school chum of Mrs. Williams’. 

Mrs. Williams remembers 
that the Pledgers had a hen 
that laid eggs with the imprint 
of a Coca-Cola stopper on 
every egg. 

George Hinds of Helena 
remembers Mr. Pledger’s two 
delivery trucks. The trucks had 
acetylene lights and wheels 
that were four and a half feet 
in diameter or more. They 
were bigger than wagon wheels, 
Mr. Hinds remembers, The tires 
were solid rubber, an inch or 
an inch and three- quarters 
thick. 

According to a phone call 
from Fay Lindsey, the bottling 
plant in Helena was located in 
front of the Methodist Church. 
(Several other callers agreed on 
this location). She recalls 


Pledger’s first name as Oscar, 
and said he went to Pensacola 
to purchase the first 
Oldsmobile truck which he 
used to deliver the drink he 
bottled to a concession in 
Roebuck. 

She remembers that about 
the same time, C.P. DAvidson 
owned and operated a skating 
rink located over the creek. 
The bottled drink was very 
popular with the skaters. She 
names a date of around 1913, 

Mrs. Frances Parrish, city 
clerk of Helena, telephoned 
that her husband had found a 
bottled stamped ‘*‘Helena 
Bottling Co.” near the Cahaba 
River and Highway 31. It is of 


clear glass, and the glass has 
bubbles in it. 

Mrs. Parrish and Mr. Hinds 
gave the Reporter the names of 
some persons who may be able 
to shed more light on the 
interesting subject. She 
concurred that the plant was 
located across from the 
Methodist Church, 

According to Mrs. Williams, 
the bottling plant was a 
relatively small operation. She 
thinks that various types of 
drinks were bottled there. Mr. 
Hinds said that the bottles 
were not made in Helena, but 
apparently the drinks were 
made and put into the bottles 
in Helena.

I refer to the headline on 
the front page of the Reporter last week, alerting everyone 
that if they had missed their shot at planting spring gardens, 
they could still plant, grow, and can (or stuff or boil or 
bottle - whatever you do with them) rutabagas, 

There’s good news. My question is, who'd want to? 

You Johnnie-Come-Latelies who missed the spring 
gardens would probably be better off just waiting around 
until next spring. You don't want to plant rutabagas, There 
are already far too many rutabagas around now. And you 
really can't do anything worthwhile with them. 

They aren't bright red like tomatoes or radishes, They 
don’t turn to a pretty green color like collards. Carrots are 
kind of cute, Okra is ugly but delicious. You can eat a lot 
of things with lettuce. 

Rutabagas are hopeless. 

First of all, there’s not a lot you can come up with 
when you start cooking them. Very little variety is available 
when you start with a rutabaga. They smell bad while 
they’re cooking and the smell is mild compared to what 
they look like once they’re done.

State Legislature 
down to last days

MONTGOMERY - - When this is read, the 1973 
session of the Alabama Legislature will be down to its last 
two or three days and there is no telling at this point what 
will pass and what will not. 

But because of the early-session slowdowns in the 
Senate, legislation has stacked up on the calendars of both 
Houses until, as usual, the last few days of the session will 
be a sort of bedlam surrounded by a maelstrom. 

Although the House has shown an eagerness for work, 
it cannot act upon bills which originate in the Senate until 
the Senate passes them over and thus far, Senate 
production has been practically non-existent. 

The causes for the Senate slowdown are many and 
some of them have been related here previously. In 
summation, they might be listed collectively as too many 
issues, too many candidates and too little leadership. 

There are a hundred issues before this legislative 
session each of which, to give it fair and reasonable 
consideration, would require at least one full day’s debate 
in both houses and some that would require several day’s 
honest debate. 

Take a brief reading - - education and mental health 
financing, strip mining regulation, flouridation, no-fault 
insurance, election law reforms, the judicial article to the 
state constitution, highway financing, insurance and 
banking reform legislation, to name but a few. 

Most of this legislation is still far from passed and it 
stands to reason that some of it is bound to fail. 

But a lot of it will pass and the manner in which it 
passes is beginning to be of real concern to more and more 
Alabamians. 

In the last two or three days, this legislature will pass 
perhaps a hundred bills the contents of which will be 
known to only a handful of the membership. At this point, 
power politics are brought into play and commitments 
made early in the session -- “You vote for my bill and I’ll 
vote for yours” -- are brought to the performance stage. 

Legislation passes in the Alabama legislature not 
because it is good legislation but because of the personal 
magnetism, for lack of a better term, of the individual 
legislator who is pushing it. And as they say in the 
roadhouse, “That’s a hell of a way to run a business.” 

Atty. Gen. Bill Baxley has spotlighted the fact that in 
the 1972 elections, the Alabama Farm Bureau and the 
Associated Industries of Alabama teamed to defeat the 
amendment which would have permitted annual sessions of 
the legislature. The question is not the right of these 
organizations to oppose legislation, but the right to hide 
behind a “citizens committee’ to disguise their real 
interest. 

It was no secret that these two powerful lobbying 
groups were opposed to the amendment -- they find it 
easier to control the flow of legislation when sessions are 
conducted in the manner they’re conducted in now -- a 
mass of legislation few people understand and it all held up 
in interminable early- session arguments for the express 
purpose of creating mass confusion, not only at the close 
but throughout the session. 

The argument that annual sessions would not be good 
because they can’t seem to get anything done now, so why 
give them twice as much time is, at best, specious reasoning. 
The reason, or one reason they can’t get anything done is 
because there’s too much to do to get it done in a 
reasonable way when meetings are held only once every 
two years. There will be more about the annual sessions 
question in later articles. 

Before any Alabamian condemns the state legislature, 
they should take a real close look at the restraints Alabama 
law places upon the body, the difficulties engendered 
simply by the inadequate quarters the body occupies, an 
the lack of research staff and qualified legal and financial 
assistance,

Penalty rules 


explained 


The list of technicalities on 
which a football team can be 
penalized is a long one. 

The Alabama High School 
Athletic Association lists 13 
penalties which can result in 
the loss of five yards by the 
infracting team. Some of these 
which are less well known to 
the football fan  include,: 
substitute coach needlessly 
walking along sideline, illegally 
handling the ball forward, false 
snap or any illegal act by the 
snapper, illegally handing the 
ball forward and crawling by 
the runner. 

In addition, the association 
lists 19 fifteen yard penalties. 
Some of the less common ones 
are: Tripping or striking head 
or neck with heel, back or side 
of hand; attendant illegally on 
the field; failure to wear 
required equipment; illegal 
participation; and_ illegally 
kicking the ball. 

Disqualification associated 
with certain 15 yeard penalties 
can result from. striking, 
kneeing or kicking; or any 
other penalty listed by the 
association if unduly rough or 
flagrant.

James W, Hart, Jr., 
Executive Director of the 
Alabama Petroleum Council, 
cautions houscholders and 
motorists against the dangers 
of storing gasoline, 

Because of the gasoline 
shortage, and use of the fuel in 
lawnmowers and outboard 
motors, some people are 
storing gasoline without much 
thought to the danger involved, 
said Hart. 

“Beware of gasoline danger 
Signals,” he warned. “When 
you can smell it, you know 
there’s a leak somewhere that 
should be taken care of 
immediately.” 

Never use a glass jug, 
discarded bottle, or other 
makeshift container, he 


- cautioned. Use an approved 


safety can. Keep the gasoline in 
a well- ventilated, protected 
area where it can’t be tipped 
over accidentally. Never use 
utility rooms where heating 
equipment is located - - a pilot 
light or sparking switch might 
set off an explosion of 
accumulated vapors. 

Hart endorsed a recent 
statement of the National Fire 
Protection Association warning 
against keeping extra gasoline 
in the trunk of a car. Gasoline

Joe is a patient at Bryce 
lospital where he has lived for 
tteen years. When he was 
dmitted he had a psychiatric 
roblem but no one can 
‘member exactly what it was. 
or the last fourteen years he 
as been okay except that he is 
littke withdrawn. Joe’s family 
‘ft him fifteen years ago and 
us not visited him since. When 
sked to take him home, they 
‘fused. So Joe sits at Bryce. 
lc is withdrawn because the 
nly future he sees is in the 
istitution. 


Mary was admitted to Bryce 
bout four years ago for the 
hird time. Each time she 
eaves the hospital, she returns 
ome with her mother and 
omes back to the hospital 
vithin six months. Mary’s 
nother is convinced that once 
sou are mentally ill you are 
10t competent to make 
lecisions. So she brings Mary 
wine, tells her when to go to 
xd, get up in the morning, 


what to wear and how to live 
her life, After a few months of 
this, Mary gets disgusted and 
leaves home. With no place to 
go, she wanders around until 
she is picked up and sent back 
to Bryce to begin another 
cycle. 

Although Joe and Mary are 
fictitious, their stories are only 
too real. Until recently, there 
was no alternative for them. 
They were destined to either 
fight great odds alone in the 
community or live in an 
institution. 

Now transitional Services is 
attempting to provide other 
alternatives by establishing 
foster homes and group homes 
throughout the state. This is 
being done by contract 
between the Mental Health 
Board and private citizens. 
These contracts pay individuals 
in the community to provide 
room, board and supervision to 
people leaving institutions who 
need such services. 

The basic idea of this

program is that there are 
people in Alabama's 
institutions who need to be in 
the community. They need a 
home -- not psychiatric 
treatment. At the same time 
there are people throughout 
the state who have adequate 
space in their homes and the 
ability and willingness to help 
someone move back to the 
community. Transitional 
Services is looking for people 
who are interested in 
participating in the foster and 
group home program. 

What are the qualifications 
for those interested? First, you 
need adequate space. A person 
leaving Bryce would need 
about the same space you 
would demand.

Someone like Joe or Mary does 
not need to be told when to 
eat or sleep but they do need 
information about the 
community.

One of the fastest growing 
areas in Alabama is Shelby 
County, and the fastest 
growing area of Shelby County

Unfortunately, 
their “clients” don’t always 
cooperate, and police work 
isn’t the kind you can turn 
down if you get too much 
business. 

One of the main problems 
of the Pelham police is traffic. 
There are six miles of highway 
31 through Pelham, and just 
about every car that travels 
from Jefferson County to 
anywhere in Shelby County 


must go through Pelham. 
Motor vehicle traffic isn’t the 
only kind that gives the Pelham 
P.D. trouble, either. The fast 
growth rate and close proximity 
to Birmingham has caused 
some problems with drug 
traffic in the area. 

As if this wasn’t enough, 
Pelham has a rapidly expanding 
residential and business 
community that must be 
patrolled constantly, especially 
at night, and the ever present 
minor problems such as 
violation of the town’s leash 
law. 

Heading the Pelham Police 
Department is soft- spoken 
chief Dave Watson, a veteran of 
21 years service with the 
Marine Corps and five years 
with the Provost Marshall's 
Office. He also spent one year 
with the North Carolina 
Conservation Department and 
received his law enforcement 
training at the University of 
North Carolina. Watson has 
been in Pelham for two years, 
has attended various local law

Pelham girl injured 


A 14-year-old Thompson High Schoo} student, Jerri 
Lynn Slatton, was injured last Thursday as she crossed 
Highway 31 after leaving the school bus she had been 
riding. The accident occurred at 3:20 as the school bus 
stopped in the northbound lane at the intersection of 
highway 31 and the Chandalar development. As the Slatton 
girl crossed highway 31, she was struck by a car driven by 
Lois Smith Farmer of Columbiana. 

According to chief Dave Watson of the Pelham police, 
the girl suffered a broken leg and broken pelvis, but is now 
in satisfactory condition. Watson told the Reporter that the 
driver of the car, according to witnesses, was traveling only 
30 to 35 miles per hour in the 55 mile zone, but that there 
had been some light rain shortly before the accident. The 
vehicle hit the Slatton girl a glancing blow, and this may 
well have saved the girl from more serious injuries. Watson 
told the Reporter that a direct impact might have been 
much more severe. 

Parents in the area have asked in the past that the 
school buses unload students only on the side of the 
highway where they live. In a statement earlier this week, 
superintendent of education Elvin reported that there was 
no practical way to accomplish this.

good bit. It never stops, but 
there are fewer cars, and 
therefore, fewer chances of an 
accident, 


According to Payne, there is 
an average of one accident per 
day on the six miles of 
highway 31 in Pelham. Oddly 
enough, most of these 
accidents don’t occur during 
bad weather... people seem 
to realize the danger and slow 
down. The rush hour traffic 
and the congestion around 
businesses seem to give the 
most trouble. 


Talking later with chief 
Watson, the Reporter learned 
that another potential trouble 
spot is Valley School. 
Although most students ride 
buses, there is always a danger 
when that many children 
attend school near such a 
heavily travelled highway. The 
schoo] zone is just inside the 
town limits, and many 
motorists are through the 
danger zone before they know 
they have entered it. 

The answer to the traffic 
problem is to make the 
presence of the police known. 
According to Payne, an officer 
could write speeding tickets 
about every five minutes, 
twenty four hours a day. There 
just isn’t enough time to do 
this, however, and the Pelham 
P.D. concentrates on the 
dangerous drivers.

“We try to get the drivers 
who might hurt themselves or 
someone else off the road,” 
says Payne. The radar unit is 
set to indicate a motorist who 
is exceeding the speed limit by 
several miles per hour... the 
police aren't trying to catch 
someone going one mile per 
hour over the limit, According 
to Payne, driving very fast, 
very slow or weaving are 
almost sure signs of an 
intoxicated driver, and these 
are the people who should not 
be allowed to drive. 

Traffic control is most 
difficult during rush hours, but 
at night, patrolling the business 
and residential areas is perhaps 
the most pressing duty of the 
officer, and this patrol is not 
confined to just the six mile 
stretch of highway 31. A 
complete circuit around 
Pelham requires 28 miles of 
travel and, allowing time to 
check doors, etc., takes an 
hour or longer. 

Officer Payne pointed out 
several techniques used by the 
police to make these patrols 
more effective. First, the 
department tries to have two 
cars on the road as much as 
possible... the job is just too 
big for one man. Also, an 
officer often doubles back and 
checks a business for a second 
time. This prevents a criminal 
from watching the officer and 
discovering a “safe” time to hit 
a certain business. 

The nine mobile home lots 
in Pelham present a special 
problem to police. Most of these 
mobile homes contain new, 
expensive furniture, and the 
situation is made even more 
difficult by the fact that some 
of the managers forget to lock 
the doors when they leave at 
night. 

Since there are hundreds of 
mobile homes in Pelham, it is 
impossible for the police to

check each door every night, A 
few are spot checked each 
night, however, and some of 
these are always unlocked. 
Brash thieves have been known 
to bring a pick-up truck along 
and just load it up. There’s no 
sense, says Payne, in making 
things easy for them. 

The Pelham police have a 
variety of problems, from the 
traffic congestion of a big city, 
to least law problems with the 
neighbors dog. One of the most 
rewarding things about police 
work, says Payne, is knowing 
you're needed. As Pelham 
grows from a small town to a 
young city, being needed is one 
thing chief Dave Watson and 
the other members of the 
Pelham force. don’t have to 
worry about.

for new Pelham school 


The Shelby County Board of 
Education has awarded 
the contract for construction of 
the new Pelham High School to 
a Walker County firm. Sparks 
Construction Company of 
Jasper submitted the low bid 
of $1,719,000 for the project. 


Sealed bids were opened by 


the board at the regular 
Wednesday meeting on 
September 5. Shelby County 


Superintendant of Education 
Elvin Hill told the Reporter 
that there were a total of six 
bids submitted, noting that the 
high bid of $2,219,000 was a 
half million dollars over the 
low bid 


According to Hill, 


construction on the new school 
building will begin as soon as 
possible. Grading and leveling 
work has been completed at 
the site. School officials are 
hopeful that the facility will be 


ready for use by the middle of 
August in 1974. 

The design of the new 
school is on three levels to take 
advantage of the beautiful 
hilltop location, according to 
assistant superintendent Ted 
Lansford. 


The cafeteria and classrooms 
for vocational subjects will be 
located in the basement level. 
The gymnasium and physical 
education activity rooms with 
showers and offices will be 
located on the middle level. On 
the top level other classrooms, 
a library, and chemistry and 
phy sics laboratories are 
planned. 


Included in the bid are a 
total of 29 classrooms.

Anticipating the adoption 
of a new budget for 1973-74, 
representatives of the city 
library and the volunteer fire 
department urged members of 
the city council to consider 
increased allocations for their

Mrs. Richard Ballentine and 
Mrs. Albert Scott, appearing on 
behalf of the library, also asked 
how soon the library board 
could expect to move the city 
library to the depot in the new 
park, 

Mayor Ralph Sears 
indicated there is no way to set 
a target date at this time. He 
explained that Lewis Mayson, 
as expert at restoring buildings, 
had submitted to the city an 
outline of how the depot 
should be renovated and 
restored. Sears also stated that 
priorities had not yet been 
established in the renovation 
project and that a restoration 
budget does not exist at this 
time. 

Mayson is the contractor 
who restored the University of 
Montevallo’s King House and 
Calkins Hall. 

Sears also explained that 
plans call for moving the 
library from the city hall to the 
depot. The former waiting 
room of the depot is being 
reserved for the library. 

Dr. Mike Mahan, Chief of 


Montevallo’s Fire Department, 
urged council members to 
include a new fire truck in the 
upcoming budget. Mahan 
pointed out that the city’s 
newest fire truck is 15 years 
old and that the city is in 
danger of losing its favorable 
rating for insurance purposes, 
if it does not update its 
equipment soon, 

Former fire chief Dudley 
Pendleton and assistant chief 
Pete Guthrie.were also on hand 
to urge council members to 
include a new fire truck in next 
year’s budget. 

Larry McGee, a spokesman 
for the recently extablished 
Montevallo Jaycee chapter, 
told council members of plans 
the club has for a variety of 
civic projects. McGee also 
outlined plans for bringing a 
carnival to the Montevallo area 
next spring, and asked council 
members if the license fee for 
carnivals could be reduced, 

The Jaycees said they would 
submit more detailed plans in 
the near future and the council 
agreed to consider the civic 
club’s request. 

A group of youngsters from 
Aldrich, led by Mr. and Mrs. 
Jerry H. Loomas, appeared 
before the council, protesting 
one of Montevallo’s city 
ordinances. 

Mr. and Mrs. Loomas, who 
served as spokesmen for the

utilization of the new school, 
with one grade being added 
each year. The school will start 
with a ninth grade class for the 
1974-75 school year, with the 
tenth grade added in 1975-76, 
and so forth. 

At previous board meetings, 
members have discussed the 
fact that this phased approach 
may bring problems. A full 
athletics program, for example, 
will be impossible until the 
1977-78 school year when the 
twelth grade is added. All 
things considered, however, the 
board has decided that this 
approach will be the least 
disruptive to the educational 
system as a whole. 

Superintendent Hill told the 
Reporter that the current plan 
is tentative at any rate, because 
an eight grade may have to be 
transfered if Valley School 
becomes overcrowded. 

In other action at the recent 
board meeting, the group 


decided to go ahead with plans 
for a $2 million bond issue to 
finance the new building and 
other needed construction in 
the county system. 
Superintendent Hill noted that 
the possibility still exists that 
the state legislature will act on 


the proposed $120 million 
bond issue for school 
construction in the state, but 


even so, it might be several 
years before the money was 
available to the _ individual 
systems. In Hill’s words, “We 
in Shelby County can’t wait.” 

He noted that there would 
not be too much money 
earmarked for school 
construction in Shelby County 
in any case. With the rapid 
growth rate in recent years, the 
further rapid growth predicted, 
the problem of financing new 
school construction has been 
more acute in Shelby County 
than in most other areas, he 
indicated. 


Forest now calm 


after fire outbreak 


The Shelby County woods 
are comparatively calm 
following an outbreak of forest 
fires last month. District 
forester Philip Kipp of 
Birmingham district ranger 
station told the Reporter that 
no major forest fires have been 
reported in Shelby County 
since a large double blaze three 
weeks ago. 

Kipp said one or two fires 
have been extinguished since 
then, but they were small and 
of a non-malicious nature. The 
district forester explained that 
this was-normal for September. 

The Columbiana forest 
ranger’s office reports that over 
20 fires were put out last 
month, including a series of 
large blazes along the Chelsea 
road. Rangers found evidence 
of intentional burning in many 
cases. 

The most serious fires in 
this area occurred August 25 
and 26. The two blazes 
destroyed areas of timberland 
covering 70 and 120 acres. 
Rangers report that as soon as 
the first blaze had been 
brought under control, the 
second had broken out. 

Ranger Kipp disclosed that 
motorcycles are being used by 
the arsonists in many cases. 
The district forester went on to 
say that officials of the US. 
Forest Service are finding cycle 
arsonists to be the cause of 
many of the serious 
intentionally set forest fires in 
the western states. The two 
wheeled vehicles give the 
criminals quick access and 


escape from the remotest parts 
of the woods. 

Who is setting the fires? 
Kipp confided that the forest 
rangers at first suspected a 
certain group from outside the 
county to be responsible for 
the damage. However, further

119 and 155 (Main and Middle 
Streets) asking for money. 

The group did not have 
signs identifying themselves, 
but explained they were 
soliciting funds for a cerebral 
palsey drive. 

Mayor Sears explained that 
Montevallo has a long standing 
ordinance prohibiting 
road-block solicitation. The 
ordinance, according to Sears, 
was adopted because this is just 
one method of raising funds, 
and the council members, 
when the ordinance went into 
effect, considered stationing 
children or adults in the middle 
of streets, too dangerous. 

The Council agreed to 
consider the matter at a later 
date. 

In other action the council, 
on a split vote, approved an 
application for an ‘‘off 
premises’’ beer license for 
Moore’s Supreme Service 
station located on Holloway 
Hill near the junction of State 
Highway 25 and State Highway 
155. 

The property is not in the 
city limits, but is within the 
police jurisdiction, and must 
have the approval of the city. 
The application had previously 
been approved by the State 
ABC Board’s local 
representative.

Looking back, | think I remember Mrs. Johnson 
better than I remember Mr. Johnson.

Gardiner endorses 


judicial reforms 


The president of Alabama’s League of Municipalities 
has endorsed the new Judicial Article to the state 
constitution and urged the legislature to let Alabama voters 
decide whether or not they want improvements in the 
state’s system of justice. 

Mayor William F. Gardiner, the cities’ top official, 
said the League and sponsors of the Article in the 
legislature have reached agreement on amendments to the 
Article which will allow municipalities to retain municipal 
courts and at the same time greatly improve the quality of 
justice dispensed by those courts. 

Some twelve statewide organizations have endorsed 
the court reforms contained in the Article, including 
Alabama Farm Bureau. 

The Article overwhelmingly passed the State Senate 
last month and is on the House calendar for the final 
legislative day, Thursday. It was given a favorable report by 
the House Constitution and Elections Committee. 

Gardiner said the League and the Article’s legislative 
sponsors reached agreement on amendments to be offered 
on the House floor when the measure comes to a vote 
Thursday. 

Shortly after the agreement was reached last week, 
Gardiner, along with several other mayors, including Mayor 
Hamp Graves of Eufaula and Mayor James Haygood of 
Auburn, began active support for the Article in the 
legislature. 

“I’m down here supporting the Judicial Article,” said 
Mayor Graves. “We've reached an agreement we can all live 
with.” 

Montgomery businessman Carl Bear, president of 
Citizens’ Conference On Alabama State Courts, Inc., said 
the changes do not substantially alter “tthe goal we are all 
seeking, that being to significantly upgrade the court 
system of Alabama. 

“I think that even with the amendments agreed upon 
by the League and the bill’s sponsors, the municipal courts 
and traffic courts of the state will be greatly improved,” 
Bear said. 

Basically the changes would do the following: 

— Allow municipalities to retain municipal courts and 
the revenue the courts generate, but leave towns and cities 
the option of coming under the District Court plan as 
designed in the Article. 

— Allow municipal judges to be part-time, but require 
that they be licensed to practice law in Alabama. 

- The municipal courts would be under the uniform 
structure for all state courts in the areas of administration 
and “rule- making power.” 

- Municipal judges would still be appointed by city 
governing bodies, but would be appointed for fixed terms. 

— Municipal judges would be subject to the Canons of 
Ethics of the Judicial Article. 

- Municipal judges would be subject to discipline and 
removal from. office by the Judicial Inquiry Commission 
and the Court of the Judiciary.

WASHINGTON — The 
Watergate investigation has 
exposed President Nixon's 
political espionage during 
the 1972 campaign. But lost 
in the headlines is the fact 
that the Democratic can- 
didates had their political 
Spies, too. 

During the presidential 
primaries, the Democrats 
Spied on one another. Senator 
Ed Muskie’s staff, for exam- 
ple, prepared detailed smear 
Sheets on his Democratic 
rivals. Muskie acknowledged 
this to us, but called their 
work “negative research.” 

Senator Hubert Humph- 
rey'’s political intelligence 
was poor. The AFL-CIO, 
however, planted agents in 
the George McGovern camp 
and shared their reports with 
Humphrey. 

McGovern had the best in- 
telligence operation. His 
lieutenants have boasted that 
they had spies who told them 
everything Humphrey was 
doing. They also claimed 
that they had managed to 
sneak an undercover man in- 
side President Nixon's cam- 
paign headquarters. 

Sympathetic government 
employes, including a man at 
the Voice of America, also 
slipped McGovern informa- 
tion. 

The Democrats may have 
been less professional, and 
perhaps less grim, than Presi- 
dent Nixon in playing the 
game of political espionage. 
But they had their political 
Spies. 


Scoop’s Their Man: The 
Democratic party's old 
professionals, who were push- 
ed aside by Sen. George 
McGovern in 1972, are quietly 
maneuvering to regain con- 
trol of the party in 1976. As 
their candidate, they are 
already lining up behind Sen. 
Henry (“Scoop”) Jackson, D- 
Wash. 

In fact, they began plan- 
ning for 1976 before the 
smoke had cleared from the 
1972 convention. They held 
secret strategy meetings in 
Miami Beach before they 
went home from the conven- 
tion. 

They agreed informally 
that Jackson should be the 
figure they would rally 
around. The Jackson Plan, as 
this strategy was called, was 
pushed by steel workers boss 
1.W. Abel. AFL-CIO Presi- 
dent George Meany also 
agreed that Jackson was the 
best man in sight for 1976. 

Jackson agreed to begin 
picking up the pieces for both 
the 1974 and 1976 elections. 
George Wallace's brother, 
Gerald, joined in the secret 
discussions. But the Wallace 
forces refused to support 
Jackson. They are strictly for 
Wallace. 

The old curmudgeon 
George Meany, meanwhile, 
yearns to return to the old 
ways of choosing candidates 
in smoke-filled rooms. When 
he was asked about the 1972 
convention, he took a deep 
puff on his cigar and 
grumped: “Too many skirts 


and no cigars.” 

Oily Warning: Saudi Arabia 
has warned American oil 
company officials, according 
to news reports, that it will 
cut back its daily oil produc- 
tion a million barrels unless 
the United States changes its 
Middle East policy. This 
would leave the West cri- 
tically short of oil this winter. 

The Central Intelligence 
Agency, however, has 
reported that Saudi Arabia is 
bluffing. Intelligence reports 
from the Middle East claim 
that Saudi Arabia has 
secretly decided NOT to 
reduce its oil production at 
all. 

The Saudis have sought to 
appease the Arab militants, 
who want to use oil as a 
political weapon, by offering 
to use oil income instead to 
finance a massive Arab arms 
build-up. 

The Saudis have warned, 
according to the intelligence 
reports, that the United 
States could retaliate against 
an oil cutback by reducing its 
food shipments to hungry 
Arab countries. 

The Saudis have argued, 
therefore, that an oil cutback 
would wind up hurting the 
Arab cause. By keeping the 
oil flowing, they have urged, 
they can raise the millions 
needed to buy guns and 
grain. The Egyptians, for ex- 
ample, are in desparate 
need. The intelligence 
reports claim Saudi Arabia 
has offered to subsidize both 
Egyptian military and wheat 
purchases. 

Of course, the tough 
bargaining over oil isn't end-

Bankers from all across the 
state have banded together to 
establish a generous reward 
program in an effort to stem 
the rising tide of bank 
robberies in Alabama. Under 
the program, the Reward 
Committee of the Alabama 
Bankers Association will pay 
up to $3,000 in rewards for 
information leading to the 
arrest and conviction of 
anyone committing crimes 
against an Alabama bank. This 
includes robbery, burglary and 
the kidnapping of bank 
employes. 


An individual may collect as 
much as $1,000 for such 
information, payable upon 
conviction of the accused, 
Bank officers and employes are 
not eligible. 


In announcing the program, 
the bankers seek to encourage 
cooperation between citizens 
and law enforcement officials 
when a bank robbery occurs. 
They feel this cooperation will

Banks already employ an 
impressive array of modern 
security equipment designed to 
prevent break-ins and to aid in 
capturing robbers. Strong 
vaults and locks guard the 
depositor’s money against 
burglaries. Surveillance cameras 
can film a hold-up as it occurs 
and provide police with a 
description of the bandits 
quickly and accurately, A 
recent robbery of a 
Montgomery bank, for 
instance, was filmed while it 
happened and then televised on 
the local news the same day. 


In addition, bank personnel 
receive extensive training on 
how to handle a_ hold-up 
situation. Tellers are taught to 
observe carefully the 
appearance and mannerisms of 
a thief. Employees know what 
measures to take to insure the 
safety of bank customers, and 
what to do after the bandits 
have left. 


But despite this beefed-up 
security, bank robberies 
continue to increase at an 
alarming rate. From July 1, 
1972, to June 30, 1973, the 
FBI reported 29 robberies in 
Alabama alone. Most of these 
criminals found that robbing 
commercial banks in this state 
is not a profitable business. In 
almost every case the robbers 


were caught, tried and 
convicted, 
Because of this high 


conviction rate coupled with 
adequate protection insurance 
coverage, banks rarely suffer 
any great financial losses due 
to robberies. But a bank 
hold-up is an extremely 
disturbing experience not only 
to the bank, but to the entire 
community as well. 


This is why bankers are 
giving the people a chance to 
strike back. By. supplying 
authorities with information, 
the citizen can carry out his 


civic duty and receive a 
handsome reward for his 
efforts. 


With a community strongly 
united against crime, and with 
the odds on escaping stacked 
against him, the would-be 
bandit will think twice about 
practicing his trade in 
Alabama.

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School days then and now

On Sept, 22, L.G. Nunnally, 
o long time resident of Shelby 
County, will pass his 87th 
milestone, He once resided in 
Columbiana where he was 
manager for Shealey and 
Tinney Market. Later, he 
moved to Alabaster where he 
lived from 1928 until 1968. He 
definitely remembers Hillsboro 
and the Helena Bottling Works 
which he says his father-in- law 
owned, 

Mr. Nunnally currently 
resides in Vincent where he 
serves us minister for a Bible 
Mission which he has built, It is 
located near his mobile home. 


Mr. Nunnally in recalling his 
carly boyhood days, spent in 
Hillsboro, says -- in substance 
as follows: “We could not buy 


coffee in those days. My 
mother: parched corn real 
brown with sweet potato 


peelings and ground them 
together in a coffee mill and 
that was our coffee drink. 

“When I noticed the 
announcement of schools 
opening in Shelby County this 
year I began thinking of my 
schoo! days in 1893. There was 
only a three months school in 
those days.

in a suit with long pants my 
mother had made for me. | had 
a slate, a pencil, and a blue 
buck speller. My dinner was 
packed in a lard bucket. It 
consisted of two bisquits with 
good old fashioned home made 
sausage, a sweet potato and a 
boiled egg. Faite Hubbard was 
teacher. There were 15 
children in the first reader. 
There were 25 other children 
from nine up to 18 years old. 
The teacher asked me if I knew 
my ABC’s - I told him I could 
sing ‘em and I began to sing as 
loud as I could. I then told him 
I could count up to 100. My 
mother taught me that much 
from the family Bible. 


“School turned out at 3 
p.m. We lived three miles from 
the school house. I, my two 
sisters and my brother ran 
home as a storm came up - I 
remember falling down and 
getting hurt when my dog ran 
out to meet me. We only got to 
go to school two months. The 
older children had to stop and 
pull fodder and scrip for 
making syrup. 


“During my school! days, 
mother made me a suit on the 
loom. She made a red neck tie 
out of a bandanna 
handkerchief and told me to 
mind the Superintendent of 
the school. We children left 
home expecting to see a man 
all dressed up, but when the 
superintendent appeared he 
was dressed in a pair of 
over-alls and brogan shoes and 
it had rained and he was all 
wet. I laughed at him and he 
told me he would give me 
something to laugh about and 
pulled a live frog out of his 
pocket and laid it in my lap. | 
began to squall. 

“After we quit school Mr. 
Hubbard came to make our 
syrup. We always had about 
200 gallons. They dug a hole 
near where they boiled the 
cane juice into syrup and called 
it the skimming hole. I was 
standing around watching and 
stepped off into the skimming 
hole. I became sick and did not 
get to attend school any more 
for three years. 


“I recall the panic of 1896. 
We could not buy sugar. Father 
boiled syrup and made brown 
syrup. We could not buy salt. 
We dug up the earth in the 
smoke house and mother used 
to boil it and strain it to get 
salt. All we children had for 
Christmas was apples mother 
and father had gathered from 
the fields and mother boiled 
brown sugar and made candy. 


We ate young corn for 
breakfast, We went to the 
woods to gather wood to burn 
and keep warm, etc, etc. - - 

‘One thing more I 
remember -- a man came to 
our house to rob it. He scared 
my mother and drew a knife 
threatening to kill us. He took 
all the money we had. He was 
“burned at the stake in Dallas 
Texas about one month later”. 

Ed Note: Mr. Nunnally 
thought the comparison 
between school days then and 
now might be interesting for 
the present generation to read 
about and we agree with him. 
So, we share this letter we 
received with you and thank 
him for his nostalgic 
recollection of school days in 
the early 90’s in Shelby 
County's Hillsboro.

children and three ounces to 
high school students, 

In addition to this they are 
required to serve two or more 
vegetables or fruits or 
combinations of the two and 
these servings must be three- 
fourths cup each. They must 
serve one half pint of milk, one 
slice of bread and one teaspoon 
of butter and this may be 
served as seasoning or as a 
spread, In addition they may 
serve other high calorie foods 
needed to boost energy. Mrs. 
McClure stated that these 
balanced meals provide one 
third of the students daily 
nutritional requirement. 

When asked about the 
financial status of the county 
lunch rooms she said that it 
was just impossible to assess 
the status the first month of 
the school year. The lunch 
rooms have to stock up just 
prior to school opening in 
order to begin preparing 
lunches, Therefore the amount 
of purchases is usually greater 
that month than in succeeding 
months. She did say however 
that so far this year they had 
not been able to purchase any 
meat that was less than 18 
cents per serving, milk was ten 
cents per serving and it costs 
18 cents per serving for 
personnel to prepare and serve 
the food. That just leaves four 
cents per serving for fruits, 
vegetables, bread, butter and 
supplies. 

The lunch room utilities are 
paid by the school board so 
this does not come into 
consideration in the cost of 
food preparation to the lunch 
room. I asked Mrs. McClure 
about the food wasted in the 
lunch rooms and she said, “The 
policy is to feed the food to 
the children.” I asked her what 
happens to leftover food and 
she said, ‘‘The health 
department regulations require 
us to throw away unserved 
prepared food that had been 
on the serving line.” 

Then I began to investigate 
how much it would cost me to 
pack lunches for my own two 
school age children. It costs $5 
a week for them to eat in the 
lunch room. I figured I could 
pack their lunch of two ham 
sandwiches each, cool-aid, 
potato chips, and cookies for 
$4.72 a week. Or if I make 
bologna sandwiches I could 
feed them for $3.63 per week. 
If | make peanut butter and 
jelly sandwiches the cost would 
be much less. 

But I must point out that 
these lunches do not provide 
one third of their daily 
nutritional requirement as 
school lunches do so the school 
lunch is still a bargain, even at 
the increased price. 

However in the final 
analysis it comes down o 
personal preference. If the 
student will eat the well 
balanced meal served in the 
lunch room the food dollar is 
better spent there. But if he 
will not eat it, and will eat a 
lunch carried from home he 
receives more nutrition from 
the packed lunch than froma 
schoo] lunch he will not eat.

Building a better way to gee the U5.A. 
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Hoover Glass fails in attempt to win freedom

You would never know by 
looking at him that he had 
been in prison for most of the 
last 25 years, 

There was no hang-dog look 
about him. He directed 
questions to witnesses 
forcefully and he answered 
questions directed to him ina 
clear voice. He appeared 
healthy, even robust. He 
looked everyone directly in the 
eye, 

Hoover Glass wore new 
stylish clothing and looked like 
a successful businessman as he 
tried to convince Circuit Judge 
James Sharbutt to set him free. 

Glass, a white man, 
convicted in 1948 for 
murdering a white man, was 
appealing his conviction on the 
grounds that no blacks served 
on the jury that convicted him 
und that no blacks were on the 
jury venire of 100 from which 


his trial jury was drawn, 

He quoted a recent Supreme 
Court decision to back up his 
plea. 

In the corridor outside the 
Shelby County courtroom, 
men who were called on that 
long ago jury venire milled 
about, renewing old friendships 
and remarking how times had 
changed in 25 years. 

Many jurymen and 
witnesses were missing. Of the 
165 subpoenas issued, 70 
subpoenas were returned to the 
court with notations 
“Deceased” or “Not found,” 

The district attorney, the 
members of the jury 
commission, and the trial judge 
are all now deceased. 

Judge Sharbutt listened to 
Glass carefully. The questions 
came, establishing that Glass 
was convicted of first degree 
murder on Oct. 29, 1948, in 
the death of Roy Britt of 
Shelby.

Legislature ends 


in wild shambles

It seemed fitting, somehow, that the 1973 session of 
the Alabama legislature should end in a wild shambles, 
because that had been the tone of the entire session which 


began May 1. 


But the closedown last Thursday night left many 


lawmakers shaking their heads in disbelief that the 
legislative process had so broken down that what did 
happen could happen -- that one member of the 
141-member body could block passage of so much 
legislation in an attempt to force passage of a single bill in 
which he had a personal, self- serving interest. 

And the actions of Sen. Aubrey Carr of Guntersville 
late Thursday night, after it was evident that his bill could 
not pass, drew criticism of one senator at the microphone 
and many others in comments to colleagues and newsmen, 
that the last few hours of the Carr filibuster were nothing 
but vengeance, 

“Vegeance is mine, saith the Lord,” quoted Mobile 
Sen. Pierre Pelham, in a fruitless attempt to get Carr to sit 
down and let the body finish its business. 

Carr was filibustering a bill to set up a state body to 
control the funeral home industry. It had drawn 
considerable opposition in the Senate early in the session 
and after Carr put on a five-day filibuster (then aided and 
abetted by several senators for their own selfish reasons), 
the bill passed the Senate. 

But it was with the almost blood- oath agreement 
that the House would kill the bill. 

The House, however, put the measure off until the 
last day and several House members told newsmen that Carr 
had threatened that if his bill did not pass the House, then 
nothing the House sent over to the Senate would pass. 

He couldn’t quite carry out that threat for the last 
several weeks but on the last night, he was able to, and he 
evidenced the determination and brass to do just that. 

Among those bills which died were the $115 million 
docks bond issue, vitally needed in advance preparation for 
the completion of the Tennessee- Tombigbee Waterway 
project; the package of bills to strengthen the hand of the 
Alabama Turnpike Authority in its move to provide 
north-south and east-west corridors through Alabama and 
attract millions of tourists to the state, and a whole host of 
purely local bills, 

There is no calculating the cost of Carr’s holdout but 
one senator commented as the session went down the 
drain: “Well, if this session did nothing else good, it at least 
killed the funeral home bill.” 

Principal opposition to the bill came from small 
funeral home operators, from cemetery operators and from 
vault-making firms which felt that the bill gave big, 
established firms a virtual monopoly over the funeral 
industry. 

This legislature made a spectacle of itself, that’s a 
certain fact. But it also passed a lot of meaningful 
legislation. Chief among the important bills passed was the 
$1.174 billion budget for education and a $179.9 million 
conditional bond issue for school buildings. 

These two bills represented an important 
breakthrough in financing in that they showed that the 
legislature is no longer content to accept on face value the 
estimates of revenue provided them by the State 
Department of Finance. The legislature at least asserted its 
fiscal independence.

The State Department has 
pleaded that Saudi Arabia 
would like to be aligned with 
America, that Egypt has 
thrown out its Soviet military 
advisers and that the Saudi- 
Egyptian axis could keep the 
Arab world from turning 
against the West, 


But the least the Saudis and 
Egyptians would expect, the 
State Department has warned, 
would be support in gaining 
concessions from Israel. 


Last year was an election 
year, and President Nixon 
didn't want to antagonize 
Jewish voters. Therefore, he 
ignored the State Depart- 
ment's appeals. In return, The 
Israeli ambassador made a 
public statement about Nix- 
on's friendship toward Israel. 
This helped to win Nixon more 
Jewish votes than any Re- 
publican has received in the 
past quarter-century, 


But now, the President is 
more concerned with solving 
the oil crisis. He has told 
friends that his appointment 
of Henry Kissinger, a Jew, to 
be secretary of state should 
make it possible politically for 
oh to shift closer to the Arab 
side. 


One move he is considering 
is a tax on contributions, 
which go to support foreign 
countries. This would be aim- 
ed at the United Jewish Ap- 
peal, which raises tax-free do- 
nations to aid Israel. 


President Nixon has sud- 
denly become very oil-minded. 


Crisis in Education: The 
nation's schools are facing a 
financial crisis. In many com- 
munities, racial integration 
and liberal teaching have rais- 
ed parents’ hackles. The pub- 
lic, therefore, has turned down 
property taxes, which are ur- 
gently needed to pay school 
bills. 


As a result, many schools 
across the nation are opening 
without sufficient funds to 
keep them going through the 
school year. Other schools 
have been forced to make 
drastic cutbacks, Special 
teachers and guidance counse- 
lors have been dropped. This 
has left an oversupply of 
teachers. 


Black teachers, who used to 
teach in all-black schools, are 
finding it difficult to get jobs 
in the newly integrated 
schools. 


The average teacher's salary 
is still less than $10,000 a year, 
far less than the average car- 
penter, plumber, brick layer or 
truck driver is paid. 

Student services have also 
been cut back. Classes have

“I have always 
considered Montevallo my 
residence,” even though as a 
minister he was sometimes 
called elsewhere. 

“Do you remember being 
called to jury duty in 1948?” 
the district attorney asked. 

“I've served on a jury, but I 
think it was earlier than that - 
about in 1939. I think I served 
one or two years. I was living 
in Elba in 1948.” 

A few other witnesses were 
called. Names, of one or two 
other blacks, now deceased, 
were found to be on the venire

Congress is expected to 
come to the rescue with $900 
million to aid elementary and 
secondary education.

Feeding Inflation Fires: 
Commodity prices have just 
taken the biggest jump since 
price controls were removed 
after World War II. This has 
the public far more upset than 
the Watergate scandal ever 
did. An alarmed President 
Nixon, therefore, has tried to 
blame the price rise on Con- 
gress. 


To give weight to his words, 
he vetoed a bill that would 
have increased the minimum 
wage. He argued that a higher 
minimum wage would feed the 
fires of inflation. He has 
shown more interest, however, 
in holding down the wages of 
the poor than the profits of the 
rich. 


Soaring oil income, interest 
rates and other profits — 
which benefit the rich — also 
feed the fires of inflation. 


The truth is that the Presi- 
dent's economic advisers have 
been giving him poor advice. 
His top expert on inflation, 
Secretary of the Treasury 
George Shultz, told him that 
an open marketplace would 
keep inflation in check. The 
President's chief economic ad- 
viser, Herbert Stein, also argu- 
ed against government con- 
trols. 


Both advisers forecast that 
the inflation rate could be 
curbed. This led the President 
to pledge to reduce the 1973 
inflation rate below three per 
cent. During the first six 
months, the inflation rate shot 
above an annual eight per cent 
almost three times what his 
advisers anticipated. 

In desperation, the Presi- 
dent slapped on an emergency 
price freeze during the sum- 
mer. But the price pressures 
are now blowing the lid off the 
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economy. The President is 
trying to lay the blame on 
Congress. But it's his own 
economic advisers who have 
been wrong. 

Lip Service; The illegal use 
of campaign contributions for 
spying and burglary has poli- 
ticians of every shade again 
paying lip service to reforms. 

But while they mouth pie- 
ties to the people, many are 
working behind the scenes to 
cripple or kill meaningful 
reforms. 

Neither the Democratic nor 
Republican leaders in Con- 
gress are enthusiastic enough 
about campaign spending re- 
forms to lead the fight. For 
their campaigns are bank- 
rolled by fat-cat businessmen 
or powerful unions. 

So far, reformers in the 
House haven't even been able 
to get a hearing this year,

Historical society needed-- 


County should preserve heritage 


I submit the following to be printed in The Shelby 
County Reporter: 

“Every month or so, some old citizen of Shelby 
County, is ‘Passing over the river to rest under the shade’ 
thus losing some link in the early history of the county, 
which can never be restored, and consigning to oblivion 
some interesting fact, fruitful, in the history of Shelby 
county ... Dr. Teague and Col. John P. West are both old 
citizens of Shelby, and we have no doubt, that either of 
these two gentlemen would cheerfully contribute to 
Shelby’s early history, Let a county association be 
organized for this purpose at once and before death again 
enters the ranks of our early settlers and for that purpose 
the News suggests that Judge Cobb call a meeting at 
Columbiana at an early date for all the citizens of Shelby 
county, to organize a county Historical Society.” 

The above appeared in an 1891 edition of the Shelby 
News, a weekly newspaper published in Calera for a period 
of several years in the 1890's. Since this plea was written, 
death has entered the ranks of vastly more numbers in 
Shelby County, but still no concerted effort has been made 
to preserve the history of the county nor to establish a 
society for that purpose. 

Other counties over the state have realized, if 
belatedly, that their traditions are worth preserving. 
Shelby’s neighbor St. Clair County can claim an active 
group of historically minded citizens and a recently 
published history. About two-thirds of Alabama’s counties 
now have histories out, reflecting a trend not only here in 
the South but all over the country, a growing awareness of 
the past and a desire to restore it. 

Witness such organizations as the National Trust for 
Historic Preservation and the numerous restorations that 
have taken place, from the grandfather of them all, 
Williamsburg, to the less imposing but charming 
Underground Atlanta. 

Has this revival of interest in history, inspired to some 
degree perhaps by the forthcoming bicentennial, touched 
any responsive chords in Shelby County, and if so what 
efforts have the citizens made to preserve their heritage in 
this area? 

In the past such people as J.B. Teague, and a few 
others have recorded facets of the county’s past, The 
comprehensive work, Alabama College 1896- 1969, by Dr. 
Lucille Griffith is an estimable contribution to the area’s 
recorded history. Taking a different form but indicating an 
awakening interest in the past are Montevallo University’s 
restoration of King House and more recently Montevallo’s 
effort to move and restore the old depot. 

_| wonder if anyone else is working to recover the past 
in other towns of the county. What about Columbiana, 
Helena, Siluria, and Shelby, one of the richest historical 
sites in the county? Since Calera is my home town, my 
special interest is its history, a subject which I’m slowly 
researching.

Young for his Georgia wife 
Anne Fendall. They laid an 
Italian marble entrance floor, 
and installed Waterford crystal 
chandeliers. And they put a 
widows’ walk around the 
cupola, with a clear view to the 
Chattahoochee River. 

But the most important 
artistic addition to the house 
came when the Youngs 
redecorated in 1886. They 
hired Mr. LeFranc, an itinerant 
painter, to decorate the walls 
and ceilings of the dining and 
drawing rooms. 

A technique familiar to New 
England homes earlier in the 
century, hand- painted walls 
were a cheery way to save 
money. Paint was less 
than wallpaper. A competent 
artisan with a pattern cut into 
a stencil could put flowers, 


.leaves, or any motif suggested 


around doors, above 
wainscotings or across the walls 
themselves. As an art form, 
stenciling was rare in the 
South. Good examples of early 
stencilling seem to be confined 
to the eastern and middle 
Atlantic states.

Victorian formality and 
abundance of decoration which 
had overtaken the art world. 
The bright colors and simple 
designs of 40 years before had 
turned into fashionable grays 
and browns, fleur des lis and 
cherubs.

Until January, 1973, the 
house was in its sixth 
generation of continued 
ownership and occupancy by 
the family descendants of Mr.

This rarity, and the skill of 
LeFranco’s execution have 
interested art historians across 
the country. LeFranc and a 
fellow Frenchman who painted 
the Miller- Martin house in 
Clayton, allegedly came 
through Columbus, Ga. and 
moved west, searching for 
other wealthy patrons.

This meant that Gill had to 
purchase and equip a new 
vehicle at a cost of 
approximately $10,000. It also 
meant that all of the people 
working with the service had to 


take the 81 hour training 
course, 
Gill had some hesitancy 


about expending the capital 
and time to upgrade his service, 
but he realized the need was 
still there, so the investment 
was made, 

Gill, his wife, Wyatt and 
Miss Denty took the training 


course at Shelby County 
Memorial Hospital in 
Columbiana and the new 


ambulance and equipment was 
delivered in April. 

All of the ambulance service 
employees are on call 24 hours 
each day and Gill and Wyatt 
take turns keeping the 
ambulance with them at all 
times. 

During the daylight hours 
and the early evening, the 
ambulance is dispatched by the 
Shelby County Police 
Department via radio. At other 
times, it is called out by 
telephone. 

Childersburg police are also 
in radio contact with the 
service and a private individual 
may summon the ambulance 
for help by phone at any time. 
The daytime number is 
672-2264 and 672-2825 at 
night, or they can be reached 
just by calling the operator. 


“Emergency calls are not 
our Only service,’’ Gill 
explained. People also call on 
us to transport a patient froma 
hospital to home, or from one 
hospital to another, or any 
time that it is necessary to 
move a bedridden patient. We 
have even been called upon to 
move deceased persons.” 

The cost to the patient for 
ambulance service is $15 for

would not clear much from our 
operations,” Gill stated. “As it 
is, we make just about enough 
to pay for the vehicle, 
equipment, uniforms and 
upkeep.” 

Gill said he receives an 
average of approximately one 
call per day for ambulance 
service, “But in one night, we 
may get two or three if 
weather conditions are bad and 
then go several days without 
any calls. A lot of our calls are 
wreck cases, and these occur 
most frequently after dark and 
in bad weather,” he added. 

Gill was asked if he received 
crank calls or false alarms 
similar to those received by 
metropolitan fire departments. 

“Oh, we have had a few,” 
he replied.” We have gotten a 
call to go to a location and 
upon arrival found no victims 
or any evidence of an 
emergency need. Also, we have 
had accident victims change 
their minds about needing an 
ambulance, After we have been 
called to the scene, victims 
have decided they weren't 
injured sufficiently for hospital 
care. But these occasions have 
been rare,” 

All of the ambulance service 
personnel are of the opinion 
that the Emergency Medical 
Technician training is a good 
and necessary requirement. 

Mrs. Gill cited two recent 
cases where lives were saved as 
a direct result of the training. 

‘Jimmy and Dick Wyatt 
answered a wreck call where a 
woman had driven her car 
head-on into a dirt bank. When 
they arrived at the scene, they 
saw the victim had a broken 
neck and would have to be 
handled with extreme care. 

“They placed her on a splint 
board and applied traction 
before attempting to transport

Jimmy and Dick answered 
together. The patient had 
suffered a heart attack and the 
doctor wanted him taken from 
Westover to a hospital in 
Birmingham. 

“Fortunately, the man’s son 
accompanied his father on the 
trip because he was _ pressed 
into service as driver of the 
ambulance. 

“During the run from 
Westover to Birmingham, the 
victim's heart stopped on three 
separate occasions and it took 
both Jimmy and Dick to apply 
coronary and pulminary 
resuscitation, 

Gill said all of the people 
involved with the ambulance 
service felt that the life saving 
aspect was one of the rewards 
for the inconveniences of being 
on 24 hour notice and the late 
night calls. 

“None of usare in it for the 
money -- there isn’t any. We 
don’t even draw a salary for 
our ambulance work. But we 
need emergency service in this 
area and somebody has to 
provide it. , 

Even with the ambulance 
service, and a commercial 
garage and wrecker service, the 
Gills find time to devote to 
their five children ranging in 
age from 16 to four. When 
they both are out on call, 
however, the older children 
care for the younger ones. 

In addition, Mrs. Gill 
teaches music to 38 pupils two 
days each week at Wilsonville 
Elementary School and serves 
as organist for the Wilsonville 
Baptist Church. Jimmy Gill is 
Minister of Music at the same 
church.

A one a day limit on turkey 
gobblers exists throughout a 
split turkey season in Shelby 
County. The fall season begins 
on November 20 and continues 
through January 24. The 
second wild turkey hunting 
season begins March 20 and 
lasts through April 25. 

Quail will have a 12 a day 
and twelve in possession limit.

Up hill and down, across the 
tip of the Appalachian 
mountain chain and the 
Tennessee River -- for 125 
miles - - Chelsea youth pedaled

The trip from Huntsville to 
Chelsea began on Saturday 
morning, September 8, at eight 
clock from First Church of 
30d in Huntsville.

On 
nother, he bicycled from Los 
Angeles, to Atlantic City, N.J. 
de takes along a van truck in 
which weary bike riders may 
est aching shoulders and legs 
or a few miles. The van pulls a 
nailer which serves as chuck 
vagon, locker space for bikers 
nd storage area for his 25 
tn-speed bicycles when they 
re not in use.

Highway report 


shows gain in roads 


The annual report of the 
Shelby County Highway 
Division shows that 28.14 
miles of new paving projects 
were let to contract during the 
fiscal year, and 130.73 miles of 
resurfacing were contracted. 

The fiscal year ends on 
September 30. 

In his report to the County 
Commission, County Engineer 
James Ray, Jr. noted that 
excessive rain since last 
October slowed the county’s 
new construction considerably. 
He said that the year was the 
wettest he has experienced in 
his 27 years with the 
department. The tornadoes 
that struck the county in the 
spring also required the use of 
county equipment and 
personnel in clean-up work and 
delayed road projects. 

Ray’s report shows that the 
county highway system now 
has 596 miles of paved 
highways and 279 miles of 
unpaved rural roads. The 
county system has 41 concrete 
and steel bridges and 246 
treated timber bridges. 


The grading unit worked 


- mainly in District 4, until 
» September 4 when it moved to 


the Thompson School project, 
where it now is constructing a 
road to tie Alabama 119 and 
county highway 44 together to 
alleviate traffic congestion in 
front of the school. A bridge 
that road was let to 


contract for $49,950 in 
September. 

Ray notes that several 
safety projects are not 
complete because the US. 
Congress failed to pass a 
highway act in 1972, 
continuing funds for such 
projects. Among the projects 
awaiting federal aid secondary 
funds are the hazardous 
location on county highway 52 
between Helena and Genery 
Gap a bridge on highway 55 
and bridges on highway 47. 

Ray’s report indicates that 
the toll of 25 cents now 
charged to cross the Coosa 
River ferry pays about half the 
cost of the annual operation of 
the ferry. 

There are 105 full time 
employees in the county’s 
public works department, of 
which 95 are in the highway 
division, 4 are federally paid 
EEA employees, 3 are ferry 
operators, 2 are landfill 
operators and one is a prisoner 
foreman. 

Subdivision inspection is 
one of the important new 
activities of the county public 
works department. Since the 
department started the 
program, it has conducted 17 
preliminary subdivision plans 
and granted final approval to 
14 subdivisions. A total of 2.47 
miles of streets in 13 
subdivisions have become the 
responsibility of the county 
since the program started,

seeks new funds 


A new grant application has 
been filed by the Shelby 
County Youth Aid Bureau. 
Wayne Smith, executive 
director, told the Reporter ina 
recent interview that the 
bureau is seeking $66,667 for 
the fiscal year. Of this total, 
$63,333, or 90 percent will be 
federal funds. The remaining 
ten percent is to be shared 
equally by state and local 
contributions. 

The grant application, a 
document containing over a 
hundred pages, was 
unanimously approved by the 
regional Law Enforcement 
Planning Agency review board 
in Birmingham. In addition to 
technical matters, the 
application contained the 
results of a statistical analysis 
of youthful violations in the 
county and an outline of a 
proposed sixteen point plan for 
the Youth Aid Bureau. 

Briefly, the statistics 
collected by the bureau show 
that 1,386 young people under 
the age of 21 were arrested in 
1970, in Shelby County and 
that number has increased to 
1,761 by 1972. Also, 1,154 
young people have been 
arrested during the first seven 
months 1973. Law 
enforcement agencies in the 
county also had contacts with

another 1,500 youths which 
did not lead to arrests. 

The Youth Aid Bureau’s 
plans for the coming year 
include a counseling and 
referral service, consultation 
service, job placement 
assistance, and educational 
programs dealing with drug 
abuse and juvenile 
delinquency. The bureau also 
plans to gather more statistical 
data concerning delinquency in 
the area, develop a catalog of 
youth assisting services, and 
publish a project related 
newsletter. The bureau also 
hopes to recruit volunteer 
workers to aid in working with 
the young people. 

For future, the Youth Aid 
Bureau plans to promote the 
appointement of a juvenile 
police officer for the county, a 


shelter care facility, and a 
juvenile detention facility. The 
bureau will also be looking for 
alternatives to probation and 
commitment, both of which 
result in court records. 

Smith noted that there are 
some programs designed to 
help young people already in 
operation in the county, and 
the bureau hopes to encourage 
the expansion of these existing 
agencies and promote 
formation of new service 
organizations. Smith also told 
the Reporter that, in many 
cases, the best offense is indeed 
a good defense, and the Youth 
Aid Bureau would provide help 
in Organizing and encouraging 
community recreation 
programs designed to occupy 
young people in healthful 
activities.

New fishing laws 


retain slat boxes 


If you really want to catch 
commercial or non-game fish in 
Shelby County waters, you 
may go ahead and use a hoop 
net or a slat box. 

Captain Ed Lightsey of the 
State Conservation 
Department, game and fish 
division, points out that it is 
legal to use either of these two 
devices. 

There are five general 
regulations that govern the use 


of the hoop net and slat box, 
the first being that the user 
must have a commercial fishing 
license. 

Each net or box must be 
marked by a float that has the 
license number, name and 
address of the fisherman. 

In the case of the hoop net, 
the net must measure not less 


‘than two inches from knot to 


knot with a stretch of not less

according to Senator Obie

They will also consider clos- 
ing down schools during ex- 
tremely cold weather. The 
lost school days would be ad- 
ded at the end of the 
academic year when the 
weather is warmer and the 
school buildings require less 
heating. 


As another fuel saving 
measure, the temperatures 
will probably be lowered in 
federal buildings. A cam- 
paign can also be expected to 
urge all Americans to turn 
down their thermometers at 
home and cut down on the 
use of their automobiles. 

The emergency measures, 
or course, will depend upon 
the weather. 

CIA Yes Men: The late 
President Kennedy blamed 
the Bay of Pigs blunder on 
the Central Intelligence 
Agency. He declared after- 
ward that he ‘wanted to 
splinter the CIA in a thou- 
sand pieces and scatter it to 
the winds.” 

When he cooled down, he 
called in White House ad- 
viser Clark Clifford who had 
drafted the legislation 
establishing the CIA. As 
Clifford remembers it, Ken- 
nedy said: “I made some bad 
decisions on the Bay of Pigs. I

Kennedy appointed

However, its estimates 
angered President Nixon and 
his foreign policy-czar, He- 
nry Kissinger. They com- 
plained that the board was 
dominated by doves. My 
White House sources say 
Kissinger got so upset that he 
refused to read the estimates 
from the CIA. 

The new CIA chief, 
William Colby, is now pre- 
paring to abolish the board of 
estimates. In its place, he in- 
tends (vo choose a dozen ex- 
perts from the different divi- 
sions of the CIA. They will be 
known as national in- 
telfigence officers. 

Kissinger, meanwhile, has 


told the CIA that he wants his 
intelligence straight without 
any ideological slant. He also 
wants to see the minority 
views. 

My CIA sources claim this 
is exactly what the board of 
estimates was sending the 
White House, The elimination 
of the board, they say, is a sig- 
nal that the White House 
really wants estimates which 
always support the Presi- 
dent's policies. 

Condemnation Rip-Offs: One 
of the most controversial 
practices of government is 
condemnation. The govern- 
ment has the power to con- 
demn property supposedly for 
the public good. But the way 
it works, owners are often 
forced to sell their property to 
government agencies or cor- 
porations at rockbottom 
prices. 

Here are some recent ex- 
amples: In New York City, an 
old neighborhood was torn 
down to make way for a fac- 
tory expansion. The residents, 
mostly elderly people who 
had lived there all their lives, 
were given token sums for 
their property. Now they have 
no homes and no place to go. 

Throughout the South, the 
Army Corps of Engineers 
have taken land by condem- 
nation to build dams and 
reservoirs. But then, 
developers are invited to 
build recreatign facilities for 
profit. The original owners, 
meanwhile, are left on the 
outside looking in. 

In the Far West, farmers 
and ranchers have lost their 


land to the big coal compa- . 


nies. The farmers, many of 
them working on the same 
land their great-grand- 
parents homesteaded, don’t 
own what's below the ground. 
They are paid ridiculously 
low prices as token compen- 
sation, then thrown off as the 
big strip mining machines go 


to work. 

All of this land grabbing is 
written off as the price of 
progress.

The 
fare for this trip is $3.75 for 
adults and $1.90 for children 
five to eleven, under five ride 
free. Again you would have to 
have someone meet you or stay 
over night in Montgomery. The 
northbound Floridian could be 
caught the next day at 11:05 
a.m. arriving in Birmingham at 
1:05 p.m. 


It would be the best two. 
hours or two days you and 
your children have spent 
together in a long time 
depending on how long you 
desire to stretch out the 
experience. 


Capitol 
Comment 


By Don Wasson 


Echoes of the sine die adjournment of the Legislature 
had hardly died when hints of a special session were being 
broadcast through the corridors of the Capitol. 


And when these reports were heard, the invariable 
reply was, “Oh, no! Not that!” 


Everyone in the Capital City has had enough of the 


legislature to last a while and that feeling apparently ’ 


extends widely throughout the state. 


But the fact remains that the legislature left some 
work undone and there is a real need for some legislative 
action in two or three areas. 


First of all, there is the $115 million bond issue for 
the State Docks at Mobile. 


This is a must if the state is to get its port ready for 
the big influx of traffic which will come with the 
completion of the Tennessee - Tombigbee Waterway and to 
prepare the state facilities for handling the new shipping 
techniques - - larger vessels with a need for better berthing 
facilities, better loading and unloading facilities and better 
warehousing and other storage facilities. 

A two year delay, the docks people say, would hurt 


so the bond issue is needed now. 
A second pressing matter is the highway budget 


‘measure which would not only increase the allocations in 


the present budget, but which give the highway director 
more latitude in using those state funds which will be used 
to match federal grants in several categories. 

Another matter needing attention is the strengthening 
of the Alabama Turnpike Authority so that it can go ahead 
with planning a toll road from northwest Alabama to 
Southeast Alabama for the tourist traffic headed for 
Florida and Disneyland from the Midwest. 

All of these measures will have a profound economic 
impact on the state and the administration is having regrets 
that it did not press more strongly for passage of these 
measures in the regular session.

Perhaps the greatest impetus for calling a Specialy 
t 


session will come from those county and city governmen 
which lost certain measures when the session died without 
passing over 200 local bills. 

A majority of the 200-odd measures were of no real 
consequence but there were several of real importance to 
the counties which originated them. The governing bodies 
of those counties are not content to wait two years for 
something the legislature should have done routinely. 

Opinion here is that if a session is called, it will come 
just after the first of the year, giving everybody a chance to 
get through Christmas and preceding next year’s election 
qualifying time in March. No one wants the legislature in 
session during a political campaign and the campaigns will 
get underway by mid-March, at least. 

But it is also a commonly-held opinion that it would 
be a big mistake for Gov. Wallace to call a special session 
unless he had dealt with Lt. Gov. Jere Beasley, Sen. 
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Aubrey Carr and a few others who tied up the regular 


session and caused it to be a washout on the last day. 

There is no reason to believe that the same stalling 
tactics and her pressure maneuvers would not be employed 
in a special session to give Beasley a larger slice of contro} 
over state affairs and to secure for Carr and a few others 
their special interest bills. \

Childersburg mill 


spending $20 million

The Kimberly-Clark 
Corporation Board of Directors 
met for their regular quarterly 
meeting at the Coosa River 
Newsprint Mill. 

Mr. Clark Hook, Mill 
Manager, said that he was 
pleased to announce approval 
by the Board of an 
Environmental Improvement 
Program, cost in the range of 
$20 million, for its newsprint 
and pulp manufacturing 
facilities here. 

Engineering and design for 
the project will commence 
immediately. Project includes 
construction of a new recovery 
boiler, a gas collection system 
and installation of other air 
emission control equipment. 

These expenditures are in 
addition to about $5 million 
which has been spent on water 
treatment facilities at Coosa in 
recent years. Included in the 
new program are further 
improvements to the effluent 
water processing system with 
construction on this phase of 
the program expected to begin 
shortly. 

The Coosa mill has an 
annual capacity of 426,000 
tons of newsprint and a market 
pulp operation with an annual

capacity of 78,000 tons, The 
facility is an important supplier 
of pulp to Kimberly- Clark’s 
Consumer Products Mills 
located in the South. An 
alternative solution to 
providing air, quality 
improvement, the company 
said, involves lower capital 
expenditures, but would have 
resulted in curtailment of pulp 
operation, 

Kimberly-Clark said it is 
optimistic that a satisfactory 
solution will also be developed 
concerning necessary pollution 
abatement measures for the 
mill’s power plant and related 
facilities leased from the 
Federal Government under a 
long-term lease. 

Coosa River facilities 
employ over 1,500 persons and 
have an annual payroll of $20 
million. In excess of $18 
million of sawtimber and 
pulpwood is purchased from 
local sources. Kimberly- Clark 
also operates lumber mills at 
Mellow Valley, Goodwater and 
Westover in Alabama.

Montevallo’s City Cpuncil, 
Aonday night, unanimously 
assed an ordinance increasing 
he maximum fine levied by 
lic city’s Recorder's Court 
rom $100 to $200. The 
yrdinance also permits the 
Recorder's Court judge to fine 
vibitual offenders and at the 
ame time impose a six month 
entence at hard labor. 


‘Councilman Grady Parker, 
hairman of the city’s police 
nd fire committee, explained 
hat the new rates bring 
Aontevallo’s fines into line 
vith neighboring communities. 


In a companion ordinance 
he council established a 
evised set of fines for violators 
vho do not choose to appear 
n court, but prefer to plead 
tuilty and pay a fine. 


A representative sampling 
hows that these fines will be 
mposed for the following 
»ffenses: driving while 
ntoxicated $200; reckless 
driving $40 for the first 
offense, $65 for the second; 
eaving the scene of an 
iecident, $100; failure to yield 
to a blue police light, $50; 
disorderly conduct $25; no 
drivers license $25; improper 
of no vehicle tag, $25; 
destroying public or private 
property $40.

In other action the council 
accepted a low bid from 
Sherman Holland Ford for a 
new police patrol car and a low 
bid from McCain Uniform 
Company of Birmingham for a 
new portable radar unit. 


More than an hour was 
devoted to a discussion of the 
relative merits of three types of 
fire protection vehicles. Three 
members of the Montevallo 
Fire Department, led by Fire 
Chief S. M. Mahan, SJr., 
compared the advantages and 
costs of aerial ladders, elevated 
platforms and pumpers.

Calera knocks out Jemison

The Calera Eagles took their 
unblemished 2-0 record into 
Chilton County to take on the 
Jemison Panters, and returned 
with an impressive 26-16 
victory last Friday night. This 
win kept the Eagles’ goal of a 
berth in the state play-off very 
much alive. Bobby Blankenship 
lead the Calera scoring with 
three first half touchdowns. 

In the opening minutes of 
the contest both teams were 
unable to move successfully 
and punted Calera, after 
receiving a kick was caught by 
a cholding penalty. On the 
next play, Jemison intercepted 
but the possession was nullified 
by a defensive holding penalty.
